TAX REDUCTION BILL PASSED 


Senate Acts On Measure to Cut 
Down War Revenues. 


Efforts to Reduce Charge on Bank 


Checks and to Provide for an In- 
come Tax Fail—Probable 


Action in the House. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—During the af- 
ternoon session the Senate passed the War 
Revenue Reduction bill. A determined, but 
unsuccessful, effort was made to reduce 
the tax on bank checks, and to provide 
that telegraph and express companies 
should bear the burden of the tax on mes- 
sages and packages sent. The Finance 
Committee’s amendment levying a tax on 
transactions in so-ealled “ bucket. shops,” 
modifying the tax upon cigars and cigar- 
ettes, and providing for a rebate on un- 
broken packages of tobacco, in addition to 
geveral others of a minor character, were 
adopted. 

An amendment substituting an income tax | 
for the war revenue measure offered by Mr. 
Morgan of Alabama, was rejected by a 
Party vote, 21 to 38. 

When the bill was reported to the Sénate 
by the committee,-Mr. Aldrich, (Rep., R. 
I.,) In response to an inquiry by Mr. Cock- | 
tell, (Dem., Mo..) said no written report 
upon the bill had been submitted, but that 
he would explain the committee’s action 
after he had perfected the measure. 

The first amendment added to the words |! 
“promissory notes’ (providing for the re- 
peal of the stamp tax on such instru- | 
ments) the words ‘‘and any renewais 
thereof.” 

The second modified the paragraph re- j 
moving the stamp tax on bonds, making ; 
it read as follows: ‘ Bonds of every de- | 
seription, gnot including, however, - the | 
bonds provided for in the first paragraph j; 
of’ Schedule A of said act, or bonds for 
indemnifying any person or persons, firm 
or corporation who shall have become 
bgund or engaged as surety for the pay- 
ment of any sum of money or for the due 
execution or performance of the duties of 
any office or position; and to account for 
money received by virtue thereof.” 

The amendments were agreed to. 

The next amendment included “ perfum- ; 
ery and cosmetics "’ in the section provid- 
ing a penalty for failure to affix stamps | 
to medicinal: and proprietary preparations. | 
It was agreed to. 

After the adoption of some other amend- 
ments, verbal in character, other amend- 
ménts were offered and agreed to as fol- 
lows: Providing for a rebate upon wu»n- 
br ekages of cigars and tobacco, au, 
thorizingy the canceliation by perforation 
of stamps on fermented liquors, reducing 
by one-half the tax upon foreign bills of | 
exchange; for the appointment of a com- 
petent person to secure the enforcement 
of the tax imposed upon legacies and dis- 
_tributive shares of personal property; pro- | 
vidi that the purchaser of an uncom- 
pounded medicinal drug upon which che 
tax already has been paid shall not be re- 
quired to pay further tax. 

The amendment of the committee fixing 
the tax ppon (transactions in stocks through 
fo-called ‘“‘ bucket shops’’ was agreed to, 
with an amendment offered by Mr. Mason, | 
(Rep., Dl.,) providing that a tax of 2 ceats | 
(instead of 1 cent) *‘on each $100 in value 
of the merchandise covered or pretended 
to be. covered.”’ 

A committee amendment modifying the 
tax on cigars and cigarettes, in accordance 
with the proposition made previously by 
Mr. Plait. (Rep., Conn.,) was agreed to. 

Mr. Allison (Rep., JIowa,) offered an 
@mendiment exempting from the tax levied 
upon life insurance companies “‘any post- 
mortem assessment association organized 
and conducted solely for the members 
thereof.’” In response to an inquiry by 
Mr. Jones. (Dem., Ark.,) Mr. Allison said 
the amendment. would not apply to any 
of the recognized life insurance companies, ! 
mutual or otherwise. 

Mr. Hoar (Rep., Mass.,) urged that the | 
taxation of life insurance companies prac- 
tically was indefensible and in some senses 
vicious.

FOUND SLEEPING IN SNOW. 


Family Was from Russia, and Did Not 
Think the Weather Cold. 


NEW ROCHELLE, Feb. 6.—A man, his 
wife, and their four children were found 
asleep in the snow in jhe woods near 
Larchmont early this morning by John 
Robinson, a night watchman on the New 
York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad. 
He saw a small fire burning in the woods 
and went to investigate. He found the six 
stretched out upon a small piece of can- 
vas, and over them was a light blanket. 


Rohinson. tried to arouse them, and fail- 
ing, telephoned to the police of this place. 

Policeman McSweeney went out to the 
seene. Robinson telephoned that the six 
were dead. McSweeney succeeded in arous- 
ing them. The children were all under 
seven years, and the youngest was but six- 
teen weeks old. All the children were 
lightly clad. They had no stockings, and 
theig legs were bare. All were thoroughly 
chilled and much exhausted. . 

The father was disposed to be angry be- 
cause they had been disturbed. He was 
still more angry when arrested. The six 
were brought here, Before they started 
the man said that he had a wagon and 
horse near by. All hands came to the po- 
lice station in the wagon. The family was 
allowed to Goctany, the assembly room for 
the rest of the night. 

Yhis morning the man said his name was 
James Belinsky. He and his family, he 
said, had come from the northern portion 
of Russia, and were used to cold and ex- 
posure. He did not think the weather cold 
and considered it'no hardship -tu sleep on 
the snow, and said that in the province 
where he came from the natives were used 
to such exposure. 

He had been in business in Bristol, R. L., 
but had failed. He had managed to save 
the horse and wagon and some money out 
ot the wreck. They had then started for 
New Orleans, where he had friends. He 
was thirty-five years old and his wife 
thirty. The children append well de- 
spite their exposure. Judge Van Zelm de- 
cided to release them,.and when set free 


| the family entered the wagon and drove off 


toward New York. 


DELIRIOUS MAN KILLS HIMSELF. 


Sick with Typhoid, He Runs from 
Home and Jumps from a.Bridge.

GOSHEN, N. 'Y., Feb: 6.—William Howe, 
in the delirium: of typhoid fever, jumped 
from his bed to-day and ran out of doors 
through the snow drifts to the Cheechunk 
Bridge, two hundred yards away, and al- 
though cldsely pursued by his. brother-in- 
law, John Stage, he managed to plunge 
head first over the side to the water be- 
low. The stream was not entirely frozen 
over, and.the man struck flat upon his 
back on the edge of the'ice. It broke be- 
neath his weight and he rolled off. into the 
water. He floated some distance until the 
solid ice was reached, when he ducked his 
head and was swept out of sight. This aft- 
ernoon the body was recovered. 

John. Stage made a heroic attempt to 
save Howe. Three times he caught him, 
but was beaten off. On the bridge, the 
scene of the final struggle, St took 
heavy punis mt. from Howe before he 
was finally beaten off.

ABOLISH SWEATSHOPS 


Important Announcement at Na- 
tional Association Banquet. 


GOV. ODELL TALKS ON TAXES 


Many Topics of Interest to Vie Trade 
Discussed—The Business Man 
in Politics. 


‘Equitable taxation is one of the most 
important issues that confronts the people 
of this State.”’ ‘ 

This statement was made by Gov. Ben- 
jamin B.,Odell, Jr., at the banquet which 

| was given last night at Sherry’s to the del- 

egates to the annual convention of the 
National Clothiers’ Association by the New 
York Wholesale Clothiers’ Association, 

The Governor went on to say that the 
people had outgrown the conditions which 
existed twenty years ago, and that the bur- 
den of taxation had been borne by real 
estate until the increase in valuation had 
reached the limit. He said most emphatic- 
ally that the State must now look to all 
who enjoy the benefits of the State to con- 
tribute their share to its maintenance. 

One of the surprises of the evening was 
the announcement by Marcus M. Marks, 
President of the National Clothiers’ Asso- 
ciation and the New York association, that 


the wholesale clothiers of this city had 
been for some months past quietly working 
to remove the garment workérs who live in 
the congested tenement districts of the 
city to better quarters in the country, and 
in districts of the city which are not s0 
thickly inhabited. 
The banquet was held in. the large ban- 
quet hall .of Sherry’s, which wads hand- 
somely decorated with flags and bunting 
tor the occasion. There were about 20U 
guests in attendance, representing all the 
large. clothing firms in the country. e 
guests of honor were Gov. Odell, Randolph 
| Guggenheimer, Edward Lauterbach, Sam- 
uel 8. Slater, S. Solomon, Morley A. Stern, 
N. Ederheimer, Benjamin M. Holzman, 
Isiah Josephi, William F. King, Ju- 
lis Hammerslough, Russell H. Wicks, 
| Capt. F. Norton Goddard, A. H. Watson, 
| President of the National Creditmen’s As- 
sociation, and Henry B. Blumenthal. 

Marcus M. Marks was the toastmaster 
of the evening. Samuel Rosenthal, the Vice 
President of the association, and his pred- 
ecessor in office, Albert F. Hochstadter, 
had seats at the speakers’ table. 
In his introductory remarks upon the sub- 
rent of “ Our Association ’’ Mr. Marks said 
n part: 


WOULD ENLARGE THE FIELD. 


“It is our hope and earnest purpose to 
; compléte our circle, of cities by embrac- 
ing the Chicago, Cincinnati, and other mar- 
kets. When we have done so, and perhaps 


before, we shall address ourselves to the 
correction of a number of abuses in our 
trade, such as cancellations of. orders, re- 
; turns of merchandise, and excessive dat- 
ing and discounts. We also look forward 
to an agreement to the effect that in cases 
of fraudulent failures our members shall 
refuse to sell goods, even for cash, to the 
dishonest debtor, | ES aot, 

“Let me now ‘tell you of something 
which has not been made public’yet: . 

* There has been a quiet mt nt among 
our, members to influence ta “te Temove 
their Shops and~ their’ Homes" out of the 
crowded tenement distric ante the sub- 
urbs. So far the experimetit Bids fair to be 
successful. Although nearly al! the tailors 
of members of this association now have 
| their shops in different buildings from 
their homes, still, by moving away from 
the city, they will relieve the overcrowd- 
ing of the lower east side district. The root 
| of all this vice you hear so mu¢h about 
lately is overcrowding. 

“When four arid six and ten, and, as I 
hear, even fifteen, people sleep in one room, 
modesty cannot be maintained and virtue 
| soon departs. Let us all do our share to 
help this movement to relieve the over- 
| crowding, and committees of five and of 
fifteen will soon find their duties much 
simplified."’ 

Samuel Rosenthal, Jr., the Vice Presi- 
dent of the association, then spoke upon 
| ‘The Wholesale and Retail Clothing In- 
dustry.”’ J 

Introducing Gov. Odell. Mr. Marks said: 

‘““When the New Year brought us that 
stirring message from Albany in which 
facts and figures were hewn out clear as 
marble, we knew that a business man was 
Governor of New York. [Cheers.] We 
knew that a man of sound finance was at 
the helm. Let us all pledge ourselves to 
stand by him. 

‘**The work of clearing away the official 
forests of dead wood will doubtless be hin- 
dered by encountering many thorns and 
briars, But the Governor has the satis- 
faction of knowing that the good people of 
this State are behind him and that he has 
the hearty support of the business ‘men.”’ 

When Gov. Odell arose it was the signal 
for a demonstration such as is seldom wit- 
nessed at a banquet in this citv. After the 
cheering had subsided, some one suggested 
‘a ‘ tiger,’’ ' 
tables. 

*T am glad to be here to-night,” said 
Gov. Odell, ** because I know that as busi- 
ness m2n you approve of business men in 
panuce as well as in business. I have 

een interested in what I have heard here 
to-night of your association, especially as 
regards the efforts being made, aided b 
recent legislation to remove that great evil 
from your trade, manufacturing in tene- 
ment houses. America has taken the lead 
among the commercial nations of the globe, 
not because of its natural resourcés, but 
because of the brains of the men who have 
developed the resources.”’ 

Then the Governot referred to the cur- 
tailment of the expenses and the improve- 
ments in methods of business in this coun- 
try. He said: 


BUSINESS IN STATE. AFFAIRS. 


“The same business methods should be 
applied to government. The tendency in 
business is to curtail expenses and to re- 
strict waste. In State affairs the tendency 


is to multiply commissions and to pay sal- 
aries not commensurate with the services 
rendered... - 

“The aim of the presént Administration 
is to.correct these things, these abuses 
which have grown up and for which neither 
party is particularly to blame. In State af- 
fairs we must get down to business princi- 
ples, not alone in the curtailment’of ex- 
penses, but in the increase of revenues,. 

Following out this line the State seeks 
to increase its receipts. Equitable taxation 
is one of the most important issués that 
confronts the people of this State. We have 
outgrown the conditions which existed 
twenty years ago. The burden of. taxation 
has been borne by real estate until the in- 
crease in valuation has reached the limit. 

“Now we must look to all who enjoy the 
benefits of the State to contribute his share 
to the maintenance of the State. I rely 
upon the business men of the community 
for their encouragement and support. I 
myself am willing to bear my portion of 
the burden, fairly and er NS 

Referring to the excuse of Goy. Stone of 
Pennsylvania, who was expected to attend 
the dinner, that he could not attend bec 
his Legislature was in session, Gov.

He assured the 
clothiers that his association was untiring 
in its efforts to secure the needed amend- 
ments to the bankruptcy laws, to secure 
improvement by State and National legis- 
lation, and to pretect the honest and pun- 
ish the dishonest. 

At the session of the annual convention 
of the National Association of Clothing 
Manufacturers held yesterday afternoon 
resolutions favoring the passage by Con- 
gress of the Ray amendments to the bank- 
ruptcy law were offered. and were referred 
to the Executive Committee to act upon. 
Officers for the ensuing vear were elected 
as follows:

MAY BE ATTORNEY GENERAL. 


Pennsylvanians Think President Will 
Appoint P. C. Knox of Pittsburg 
to Succeed Mr. Griggs.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—It is understood 
to-night by leading Pennsylvanians that 
the President has decided to appoint as At- 
torney General of the United States, to suc- 
ceed Attorney General Griggs, P. C. Knox 
of Pittsburg, counsel in chief to Andrew 
Carnegie and his business associates. 

Mr. Knox, it is said, was desired by the 
President as his first Attorney General, but 
at that time. he was not able to consider 
the offer. He is an old personal friend of 
Mt. McKinley, has never been in office of 
any kind, and has the reputation of being 
a lawyer of the highest attainments. He is 
not in the city, but it is understood that he 
is expected to arrive here in a vew days to 
talk with the President about this appoint- 
ment. 

Mr. Kknox’s appointment will not mean 
the retirement of Postmaster General 
Smith from the same State.

| MUTINY REPORTED 


ON SHIP ASTRAL 


Revenue Cutter and Tugs Sent 
Down the Bay After Her. 


Warrants Issued for Twenty-three Sail- 
ors, but Rough Weather Pre- 
vented Their Being Served. 


Rumors that there was a mutiny aboard 
a. sailing vessel anchored somewhere near 
this city caused considerable excitement 
along the water front yesterday. s 

After stories of gore and bloodshed had 
been told all the forenoon, with a few 
particularly heartrending incidents added 
during the afternoon, the gossipping folk 
of the pliers and of tugboatdom began to 
believe seriously that either a band of 
pirates or a hardy coterie of bloodthirsty 
mutineers had established headquarters on 
the high seas near here. 

The amount of truth behind all the stories 
was slight, although there was a founda- 
tion for the hallucinations. Early in the 
morning Philip Ruprecht, manager of the 
foreign shipping department of the Stand- 
ard Oil Company, called on Shipping Com- 
missioner Dickey and said that he had re- 
ceived word from the Astral, a ship that 
sailed from here on Saturday, laden with 
case oil and bound for China, to the ef- 
fect that the crew had mutinied, or, rather, 
had refused to work, which in seagoing 
technicalities means the same thing. 

Mr. ‘Ruprecht produced a letter sent to 
him by Capt. Dunham of the Astral. A 
pilot had delivered the letter, having been 
asked to do so by the Captain, who sig- 


nalled for him in passing. In the letter it 
Was stated that the Astral lay three miles 
off the easterly end of Gedney Channel, 
having cast anchor there owing to the 
stormy weather, and that the crew had re- 
fused to take the ship forward, but was 
willing to bring her back to port. 

‘Their action is entirely unaccountable,” 
continued the Captain in his letter, ‘‘and 
comes as a'complete surprise this morning, 
or 1 should be on my way out. Please send 
assistance immediately.”’ 

From the Shipping Commissioner Mr. 
Ruprecht learned the roster of the ship’s 
crew. Then the tug Nicholls was dis- 
patched to seek the Astral, and offer assist- 
ance to Capt. Dunham. 

This done, Commissioner Dickey and Mr. 
Ruprecht went to see United States Com- 
missioner Shields, who, on the strength of 
the letter from the beleagured Captain, is- 
sued warrants for the arrest of the twenty- 
three mutineers. The names of these men 
were given on the warrants as follows:

drag them in their ship within the juris- 
diction of the United States Government.

BAUTIMORE, Feb. 6.—Physicians, law- 
yers, Judge,’and jurymen are puzzled over

It was the plan of the Marshals, when 
they should have captured the Astral and 
its ummanageable crew, to ascend to the 
decks of the oil ship and from thence read 
what Mr. Ruprecht termed “ the riot act,” 
a document in which it was set forth that, 
if- the mutineers would consent to be good 
boys in the future and not be mutineers 
again, either now or ever after, they would 
be allowed to — on their voyage to 
China without having to enjoy a period of 
prison life. 

In this riot act, so called, there was to be 
read another clause, it was said, ~which 
would describe all the horrors that the 
Government of the United States would 
mete out to mutineers found near its bor- 
ders. 

But the riot act was not to be read yes- 
terday, as far as any one could learn last 
night. Neither the small revenue cutter 
nor the two tugs sent in search of the 
Astral were able to get close to her on ac- 
count of the rough weather. 

The Gresham finally came into the bay, 
after the Deputy Marshals had gone home 
disgusted at not being able to find her, but 
she vanished last night. as far as the ship 
news reporters were concerned. 

It was reported that she had been near 
the Astral all day and had brought off 
the mutineers. This, however, could not 
be verified. Up to a late hour last night 
no one had been able to learn where the 
cutter went after entering the bay. 

When the contents of -Capt. Dunham's 
letter to Mr. Ruprecht were considered by 
the Commissioner, the officers of the ship- 
ping agency through which the seamen on 
the Astral had been engaged for the voy- 
age to China, and various other interested 
persons, there were suggested many theo- 
ries as to the true cause of the defection 
on board the oil ship. 

It was learned that out of the twenty- 
three sailors shipped only eight were able 
seamen. A pilot who came into port last 
night said he had passed the ship, and that 
he understood that the elght “ real sailors ”’ 
had objected to doing the whole work, 
while their fellows, being landlubbers, lay 
sick below decks. 

Another story. was to the effect that all 
the sailors made a “ squeal”’ about the dif- 
ficulty of handling the new ropes and sails 
of the vessel. This latter story is credited 
by the old sailors in port, who say that it is 
a hard matter handling new paraphernalia 
on a ship’s deck. The Astral was built re- 
cently and so all her equipment is new. 
She is considered the best of the Standard 
Oil Company's fleet. 

It was also said that a shipping agency 
which was at loggerheads with the one 
through which most of the ship’s crew was 
obtained managed to slip aboard two or 
three malcontents, and that these latter 
were “coached”’ by the rival organiza- 
tion to make trouble on board the Astral 
so as to reflect discredit upon the original 
agency. 

he original agency is the German and 
Scandinavian Boating Masters and Ship- 
ping Agents’ Protective Association, and 
the agent for this is Capt. Appleby, head 
of the Sailors’ Home in Cherry Street. 


THIEVES AT WORK IN TUNNELS. 


Passengers Going Through Baltimore 
Suffer at Their Hands.

BALTIMORE, Feb. 6.—A gang of thieves 
and pickpockets for some time past oper- 
ating on the street railways and suburban 
liries of Baltimore is now working the pas- 
senger trains as they run through the long 
tunnels under this city on the main lines 
between Washington and New York. They 
manage to board the trains at tunnel sta- 
tions, sometimes buying tickets for Wash- 
ington and return, working the trains both 
ways. The police officials and detectives 
have been keeping the matter quiet in the 
hope of trapping the men. Women have 
been robbed of valuable jewels while going 
through the tunnels. 

Recently a large quantity of valuable 
jewelry was lost by a woman traveling to 
Newark, N. J. Handsome rings and other 
jewelry were stolen from her while the 


train was passing through Baltimore. An- 
other loss of a similar nature has been 
reported. The Rev. Daniel Costin of West 
Vv ia was relieved of a satchel contain- 
ing $75 and other valuables. Like all the 
other work, the theft was accomplished 
while the trafn was in the partial darkness 
of a tunnel.

ONE CENT 
FEAR SHIP IS WRECKED. 


Wreckage Drifting Ashore Near St. 
John’s Indicates that Vessel and 
Crew Are Lost. 


ST. JOHN’S, N. F., Feb. 6—It is feared 
that a serious marine disaster has occurred 
off St. John’s within the last forty-eight 
hours. A quantity of wreckage belonging 
apparently to a large and well-found ves- 
sel has drifted ashore near Torbay, seven 
miles north of St. John’s. It is believed 
that a ship and’ crew have been lost, and 
indications point toward the schooner 
Challenger from Cadiz as the likely vic- 
tim. 


SAN.MARCOS SINKS AT PIER. 


Strikes Derelict in East River and Is 
Disabled—Rapidly Fills With Water. 


The Mallory Line steamship San Marcos 
lies half sunk at Pier 18 East River. Her 
bow rests on the stringpieee of the pier, 
on the north side, while her stern, with ten 
or twelve feet of water in the rear hold, 
lies upon the muddy bottom of the river, 
just beyond the water end of the pier. On 
her decks there were stationed last night 
several watchmen, who, when asked ques- 
tions as to the nature of the accident, bade 
the questioner to leave the vessel, and add- 
ed that there was no member of the crew 
on board. 

It was learned that the San Marcos suf- 
fered the mishap just off Ninth Street, in 
the East River. For some days she had 


been lying at a pier near there undergoing 
epairs. When the mending was finished, 
she started down stream toward her regu- 
lar berth at the foot of Burling aii. towed 
by the tug President, which helped to pull 
the Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse out of the 
great Hoboken fire. , 

Hardly had she gotten well out into the 
river when something struck her stern 
below the water’s edge. Presumably the 
damaging impediment was some wreckage 
that had floated down the river and lodged 
there. Up to a late hour last night it was 
understood that the owners of the vessel 
ad not been able to determine positively 
that such was the case, and those who 
were investigating seemed to think that the 
existence of such a derelict in the river 
would be very remarkable, as the Govern- 
ment keeps a strict surveillance upon all 
the waters hereabout in order to prevent 
dangers to navigation. 

Whatever it was that the San Marcos 
struck, there was pushed in her bottom a

hole big enough to cause the stern to sink | 


first. When she -had sailed laboriously 
down the river as far as Fulton Street, 
the rear hold had shipped several feet of 
water 
though she were trying to jump forward 
into the air. Her bow rode very high, for 
there was no cargo on board, but her stern 
was barely ten feet above the water's edge. 
In the meantime more tugs had been sig- 
naled,; and now they slowly drew the 
steamship in shore, their work being ren- 
dered the more difficult owing to the great 
amount of floating ice on the surface of 
the river. 
When the longshoremen and other pedes- 
trians along that part of South Street saw 
the disabled vessel, there was a big rush 
to the ends of all the piers in the vicinity, 
and within a few minutes the water front 
for many blocks was well filled with on- 
lookers, who expected to see the vessel 
sink out of sight any minute. 
Those on board, however, had no such 
fear, for the San Marcos was built with 
water-tight compartments, so that any one 
part of her might fill up and yet leave the 
rest uninjured. She was finally warped 
into Pier 18, which is owned by the Ward 
All the docks of the Mallory Line 
were occupied. After being attached to the 
fer, the vessel slowly took a position with 
er bow reaching far up toward the street, 
and, it fact, overhanging. it, while her 
stern gradually settled itself in the mud 
below. -Word was sent to the Merritt- 
Chapman Wrecking Company, and they 
will probably be able to raise the vessel 
within a day or two.. The hole in her bot- 
tom, which has: not been thoroughly ex- 
amined as yet, is thought to be a large one, 
as it took little time for the water that 
came through it to flood the after hold. It 
was said late last night that some water 
had forced its way to the engine rooms, do- 
ing much damage. 

he San Marcos was built in Roach’s 
yards at Chester, Penn., in 1881, being 
launched in January, 1882. During the 
Spanish war she was leased as a Govern- 
ment transport. Her length is 317.8 feet, 
breadth 39.5, depth 21.4, and tonnage 2,188. 
She sails, when in commission, between 
here and Galveston, Texas, whither she 
was to start this morning. Now, however, 
it is thought that she will have to lie up 
for repairs for at least another week. 


CAUGHT TEUTONIC WITH TUG.

Then he gave some money to the long- 
shoremén who had rescued him, and, grips 
in hand, bestirred himself suddenly and ran 
to the other end of the pier. From there he 
telephoned for a tug. This came in time 
and took him from the pier. He overtook 
the departing steamship off Liberty Island 
and got aboard. What was his name could 
not be learned. When last seen he was 
crawling up the es side, accompanied, 
as theretofore, by his grips, canes, and 
overcoat, none of which he would allow any 
one to hold for him. 


A SPANISH CAUSE CELEBRE. 


MADRID, Feb. 6.—The anti-Jesuit feeling 
aroused by the recent presentation of the 
anti-Clerical play, “‘ Electra,’’ heightens the 
interest in a case to be tried by the High 


Court to-morrow, in which Sefiora Ubao 
appeals to the court fer the restitution of 
her daughter, who, she claims, was in- 
duced, under pressure from her Jesuit con- 
fessor, to abandon her home during the 
mother’s fllness and to enter a convent. 

The mother asserts that the Jesuit sent 
the girl letters clandestinely, exhorting her 
to take the veil. She contends that she has 
roof that her daughter is under the ver- 
table domination of the priest. In a letter 
to her trothed, a young and fervent 
Catholic, the daughter wrote: 

** My confessor assures me that he cannot 
save my soul with u, notwithstanding 
our mutual love, and I must go to God, 
who calls me to Him.”

AT THE HAGUE TO-DAY 


Ruler of the Netherlands Will Be- 
come Duke Henry’s Bride.

THE QUEEN’S WEDDING DRESS 


Of Silver Tissue, Ornamented with Seed 
Pearls—Some of the Trousseau 
Gowns—To-day’s Programme. 


THE HAGUE, Feb. 6.—The wedding eve 
of Queen Wilhelmina and Duke Henry of 
Mecklenburg-Schwerin shows a Winter 
carnival holding sway over The Hague. It 
is an ideal evening, clear and cold. Already 
100,000 Hollanders, with many foreigners, 
have been added to the population of the 
city, and trains from all quarters of this 
ancient kingdom are bringing thousands 
more. 


People are marching about or riding in 
carriages, singing or playing the national 
anthem. Wherever a band is heard, they 
take up the hymns, “ Wilhelmus van Nas- 
sau ’”’ and ‘‘ Wien Neer Lands Bloed.” Ev- 
erywhere are singing societies in uniforms 
and wearing medals, sober-looking Dutch- 
men, who chant solemnly, officials and 
prominent visitors. Groups of young men 
and women costumed in white and orange, 
and in other bright colors, are parading 
about, singing and making fun with the 
crowds as in the Mardi Gras. The tricol- 
ored flags of Holland and the House of 
Orange are everywhere displayed, with 
an occasional light blue banner of Meck- 
lenburg-Schwerin. 

Orange-colored paper lanterns, hanging 
among the fir trees which line the main 
streets and looking like big clusters of 
oranges, throw light over the decorations. 
Every one wears an orange rosette with a 
picture of the bride. Some, though these 
are few, display also a portrait of the bride- 
groom. 


A DEMOCRATIC ATMOSPHERE. 


A striking feature of the festivities is 
their democratic atmosphere. There are 
no cordons of policemen or soldiers to hold 
back the crowds. There are no swarms of 
detectives. There is no talk of Anarchists. 

The Queen and her people appear to en- 
joy the festivities equally. Members of 
the Court say she delights in her popu- 


larity. The people cheer her more as an 
equal than in a spirit of homage. They 
seem proud of her, and say to foreign- 
ers, ““ What do you think of our Queen? 
We think her very handsome.”’ 

The programme of to-day’s ceremonies is 


as follows: 


At 11:15 A. M. the Minister of Justice and 
the witnesses of the marriage will assemble 
in the White Room of the palace. At 11:39 
A. M. the civil marriage will take place in 
the presence of the nearest relatives. After 
that the royal party will proceed to the 
church in procession. After the religious 
service the royal party will return, in pro- 
cession, tu the palace, where (Queen \Wil- 
helmina will hold court and receive the 
congratulations of others than members 
of the royal family and representatives of 
royal! families. 

At 1:30 P. M. there will be a gala lunch- 
eon, atid at 445 P. M. the couple wil! de- 
part on their honeymoon trip. 

The military escort to the chuftt-witi be 
exceedingly small. The service will be that 
of the Dutch Reformed Church, and of 
Puritanical simplicity. There will be no 
bridesmaids and no groomsmen. The decu- 
rations in the streets alone which the wed- 
ding procession will go, however, will be 
most picturesque. Indeed. the procession 
will pass virtually through a tunnel of 
green and orange shrubbery and lanterns. 


A PICTURESQUE PARADE. 


One of the most picturesque episodes of 
the week was a parade before the palace 
this morning of fifty Dutch societies, sev- 
eral representing seamen and fishermen, 
but the majority being choral organiza- 
tions. There were several floats with fish- 


ermen and life-saving crews aboard. - The 
latter were bronzed, hardy men, their 
breasts covered with medals. The singing 
of these societies aroused tremendous en- 
thusiasm. Most of the members looked like 
prosperous farmers in Sunday clothing. 

From a balcony of the palace this evening 
the Queen reviewed another parade. Later 
there was a soirée at the palace, with tab- 
leaux vivants illustrating incidents in 
Dutch and German history. These were ar- 
ranged by Victor de Stuers, an actor. Those 
who took part were members of the Court, 
and the affair was strictly private. 

In the streets cinematograph pictureg 
were displayed before the people. Many ot 
these represented scenes in the Transvaal 
war. The Boers were cheered. 

One of the most conspicuous personages 
of the week has been Dr. Leyds, who has 
attended the diplomatic receptions and all 
the palace functions arrayed in full uni- 
form, as the representative of the Trans- 
vaal Republic. The British Minister is not 
participating in the reception, in conse- 
quence of the death of Queen Victoria. 

Pictures of Mr. Kriiger and Gen. De Wet 
are almost as numerous in the shop wine 
dows as those of the Queen and Duke. 


QUEEN DRIVES OUT OFTEN. 


The young Queen and Duke Henry have 
spent a large part of the week thus far in 
driving about the city in order to give the 
people a chance to see them. During the 
afternoon to-day they rode out a few miles 
along snow-covered roads to a village 
where a fisheries exhibition is being held. 
They went in one of the State carriages, 
which was drawn by four horses. Her 


Majest}, who wore a red and gold cloak 
and furs, carried a big bouquet of white 
flowers tied with orange ribbons. The 
Duke was arrayed in the uniform of a 
Dutch Admiral. The Queen mother and 
the mother of the Duke, with several ladies 
of the Court, and a few officers, followed 
in carriages. 

The Queen’s constant escort is twelve 
young noblemen, riding bay horses with 
white saddles, and wearing maroon uni- 
forms trimmed with black fur. Wherever 
the royal cortége appears the people good- 
naturedly clear the way. When the crowds 
are thick, policemen and others clasp 
hands and form a line to keep them back. 

The Queen-bows and smiles with genuine 
youthful enjoyment.

Allen, Who, With Killoran and Russell, 
, Escaped from Ludiow Street Jail 
in an English Prison. 


LONDON. Feb. 6.—It has transpired that 
@ man in jail in England, who was sen- 
tenced in December last to four years’ im- 
prisonment for robbing a woman in the 
streets of London, is Charles Allen, one of 
the Post Office robbers who escaped from 
Ludiow Street Jail, New York City, in 1895. 

The officials of the United States Em- 
bassy are making inquiries at Washington 
as to whether the man will be wanted in the 
United States after his present sentence 
has expired. 


Charles Allen, in company with Joseph 
Killoran and Harry Russell. made their es- 
cape from Ludlow Street Jail on July 4, 
1895. The affair made a great sensation at 
the time, owing to the comparative ease 
with which the men walked out of the 
prison and the desperate character of the 
fugitives. 

Killoran, Russell, and Allen are sensa- 
tional criminals, always ready to perform 
some desperate act, The record of their 
misdeeds and escapes from jail has made 
them famous. The police regard them as 
past masters in their profession. They 
are said to possess ability to assume any 
disguise and the nerve to face any situa- 

on. 

The men were arrested in this city on 
May 31, 1895, charged with robbing the 
Hoboken and other Post Offices. They were 
sent to Ludlow Street Jail, which at that 
time was under the celebrated Tamsen 
régime. They at once began:to plan an es- 
cape, and made several attempts to bribe 
their guards. Having failed to bribe Head 
Keeper McCabe with $1,500, offered to him 
if he would allow them to knock him down, 
and $4,000 additional if they succeeded in 
geiting away, they decided to nold up 
their guards, having obtained revolvers in 
some manner never explained. 

In accordance with the custom, the three 
burglars were let out of their cells at 8 
o'clock in the morning for an hour's exer- 
cise. According to the story told by Keep- 
er Schnerr, the three men, instead of re- 
turning to their cells, rushed down stairs, 
grabbed the mers. and pointed three revol- 
vers close to his face. The keeper capitu- 
lated, and the men had no difficulty in 
reaching the street, after locking Schnerr 
and ancther keeper in. 

The imprisoned keepers succeeded in 
raising an alarm as the thieves reached the 
street, and an exciting chase followed. The 
escaping men ran northward, but part of 
the crowd collected by the shouting of the 
men in the jail took a wrong scent and 
started in the opposite direction. Killoran 
and Russell had no difficulty in distancing 
their pursuers, but Allen was almost capt- 
ured by a swift runner, when the fugitive 
turned and pointed his revolver into the 
pursuer’s face. The latter desisted, and 
Allen, dodging through alleys, into houses, 
over roofs, walls, and fences, disappeared 
like his compantons. 

Rewards of $1,000 each were offered for 
the men’s capture, but none of them was 
heard of until the following year, when 
word was received by the United States 
Secret Service officers that Allen, Russell, 
and Killoran had been arrested at Bruges, 
Belgium, for robbery. 

On Feb. 14 last year it was announced in 
a dispatch from Berlin that two men, Allen 
and Petro, thieves, who had heen operating 
on express trains, had been sentenced at 
Frankfort to five and six years’ imprison- 
ment, respectively. Allen, who described 
himself as an American, was then believed 
to be the Charles Allen who escaped from 
Ludlow Street Jail. 


ITALIAN MINISTRY DEFEATED. 


Premier’s Course as Yet Undefined— 
Resignation of Cabinet Expected. 


ROME, Feb. 6.—The Government was de- 
feated in the Chamber of Deputies to-day 
by a vote of 318 to 102 at the close of the 
debate on the dissolution of the Labor Ex- 
change at Genoa, which has lasted sev- 
eral days. 

The President of the Chamber then sub- 


mitted a motion, made by Signor Edoardo 
Daneo, to the effect that, as the dissolution 
of the Labor Exchange at Genoa had dem- 
onstrated the uncertainty of the economic 
and political intentions of the Government, 
the Government be invited to explain its 
policy. 

As the previous motion formed an amend- 
ment to this latter motion, Signor Daneo 
asked to be allowed to modify it.

VENEZUELA REBEL A PRISONER. 


Gen. Julian Acosta in the Hands of the 
Government Forces. 


CARACAS, Venezuela, Feb. 6.—Gen. 
Julian Acosta, chief of the revolutionary 
movement in the Carupano district, is a 
prisoner in the hands of the Government 
forces. 


It was announced in a cable dispatch, 
Jan. 30, from Caracas, that the revolu- 
tionists had been Gefeated near Carupano, 
State of Bermudez, with numerous losses, 
and that two sons of Gen. Acosta had been 
made prisoners. The General, according to 
a special dispatch received later, escaped 
to Carupano, and, finding the town practfi- 
cally deserted by the inhabitants, took 
ossession of it. On the approach of a 
overnment force Gen. Acosta and his fol- 


lowers fled and were said to have joined 
Gen. Cordova.

‘LONDON, Feb. 7.—The Daily Mail has 
the following from its Lisbon correspond- 
ent. 

“The King of Portugal is staying a few 
days longer in London than he originally 
intended, at the express wish of King Ed- 
ward. His visit ig likely to have impor- 
tant developments. 

‘The Portuguese section of the Delagoa 
Bay Railway is now in British hands, but 
this is merely a temporary arrangement 
between the two Governments.” 

Commenting upon the situation at Dela- 
goa Bay and the evidence that the Boers 
have penetrated into Portuguese territory, 
The Daily Mail expresses a belief that Brit- 
ish @roops are now guarding the Delagoa 
Bay Railway down to the sea, and that it 
will be possible to send British troops by 
the Delagoa route, It argues, therefgre, 
that Great Britain eine by the Boer move.

Counsels Boers to Give Up If They Are 
Allowed to Return to Farms—Ap- 
peal by De Wet’s Brother. 

CAPE TOWN, -Feb. 6.—The Bond leaders 
strongly urge the Boers to surrender, pro- 
vided the British offer those in the field 
the following terms: 

That after giving up arms, all shall be 


allowed to return to their farms, and the 
rebels shall not be punished. 

Prominent burghers say that Louis Botha, 
in the Transvaal, and Christian De Wet, in 
the Free State, should be made members 
of the Governor’s Council in order to watch 
the interests of the burghers.

MORE BRITISH CAVALRY. 


War Office Announces that Kitchener 
Wilt Be Reinforced by 30,000 
Mounted Men. 


LONDON, Feb. 7.—The following an- 
nouncement has been issued by the War Of- 
fice: 

“In view of the recent Boer activity in 
various directions, the Government has de- 
cided, in addition to the large forces recent- 
ly equipped locally in South Africa, to re- 
inforce Lord Kitchener by 30,000 mounted 


troops beyond those already landed in Cape 
Colony. Recruiting for the imperial yeo- 
manry has Rroceeded so rapidly that it is 
eaticipated hat 10,000 will shortly be avail- 
able. * 

“The South African mounted constab- 
ulary, including those enlisted in the colo- 
nies, may be relied upon to extend to 8,000, 
and the new colonial contingents to replace 
those withdrawn will probably reach 5,000. 

*'The remainder of the force will be made 
up of cavalry and mounted infantry from 
the home establishment. The enlistment of 
volunteers to replace those that have al- 
ready served a year in South Africa fs also 
being proceeded with. Arrangements have 
been made for the prompt equipment and 
transportation of the force. The first con-

Present Twelve Names to the Im- 
perial Plenipotentiaries. 


Demand Death for All Except Prince 
Tuan and Duke Lan, Who May Be 
Banished— Two Are Al- 

, ready Dead. 


PEKING, Feb. 6.—As had been arranged 
at the meeting of the foreign Ministers and 
Chinese plenipotentiaries yesterday the pro- 
ceedings were conducted orally, no writings 
being presefited to the Chinese. A formal 
indictment against the twelve officials 
whose punishment had been demanded by 
the powers was read, however, though 
Kang-Yi and Li-Ping-Heng are dead. The 
officials whose punishment has been de- 
manded are: 

Prince Chuang, Commander in Chief of 
the Boxers, who had a large share in the 
responsibility for promises. of rewards for 
the capture of foreigners and the death of 
persons protecting them. 

Prince Tuan, the principal instigator of 
the troubles, into which he dragged the 
Chinese Government; who was appointed 
President of the Tsung-li-Yamen after 
giving advice to the Chinese Government; 
who was responsible for the edicts against 
foreigners issued between June 20 and Aug. 
16, and who was mainly responsible for the 
massacres in the provinces, especially Shan- 
Si; who ordered the troops to attack the 
legations in opposition to the advice of high 
mandarins, who were looking to a cessation 
of hostilities; who secured the execution of 
members of the Tsung-li-Yamen who were 
favorable to foreigners; who is the recog- 
nized author of the ultimatum of June 19 
directing the Diplomatic Corps to leave 
Peking within twenty-four hours, and who 
ordered before the expiration of this delay 
firing upon all foreigners found in the 
streets of the capital, and who was prac- 
tically the author of the assassination of 
Baron von Ketteler, the German Minister. 

Duke Lan, Vice President of the Police, 
who was accessory to the giving of orders 


for the capture of foreigners and was the 
first to open the gates of the city to the 
Boxers. 

Ying-Nien, who was a criminal accomplice 
of Prince Chuang and Duke Lan in their 
machinations. 

Kang-Yi, one of the instigators and coun- 
selors of the Boxers; who always pro- 
tected them and was most hostile to any 
understanding looking to the re-establish- 
ment of peaceful relations with the for- 
eigners; who was sent at the commente- 
ment of June to meet the Boxers and en- 
deavor to deter them from entering the 
city, but who, on the contrary, encouraged 
them to follow the work of destruction, and 
who signed with Prince Tuan and Ying- 
Nien their principal notices and prepared 
the plan for the expulsion and annihila- 
tion of foreigners in the provinces of the 
empire. 

Chao-Su-Kiam, a member of the Grand 
Council and also Minister of Justice, who 
was one of the leaders against the foreign- 
ers; who was mainly responsible for the 
execution of the offictals killed during the 
siege for having tried to stop the attack 
against the legations, and who gave the 
Boxers every encouragement. 

Yu-Hsien, who reorganized the Boxers, 
was the author of the massacres in 
Shan-Si Province, assassinated with his own 
hand foreigners and missionaries, and was 
noted for cruelty which stained with blood 
the whole country over which he was Gov- 
ernor. 

Gen. Tung-Fu-Slang, who with Prince 
Tuan carried out in Peking the plans 

ainst the foreigners, who commanded the 
attacks on the legations, and commanded 
the soldiers who assassinated the Japanese 
Chancellor. 

Li-Ping-Heng, who used his influence to 
have the Boxers recognized as loyal and 
patriotic men, and who induced the Gov- 
ernment to use them with the object of the 
extermination of foreigners. 

Hsu-Tung, tutor to the heir apparent, who 
has always been one of the officials most 
hostile to foreigners; who praised the Box- 
ers, of whom: he was an accomplice, and 
who used against foreigners all his, influ- 
ence with high persons in the empire. 

Hsu-Cheng-Yu, who has the same re- 
sponsibility. 

Kim-Siu, one of the officials most hostile 
to foreigners, and the minister at the rites 
of the Boxers. 

The Ministers definitely decided at a third 
meeting, held last night, to demand the 
“imposition of the death penalty upon all 
twelve of the Chinese officials named in the 
list, including those who are dead, on ac- 
count of the moral effect upon the Chinese. 

The sentence on the living must be inflict- 
ed, except in the cases of ince Tuan and 
Duke Lan, which the Emperor may com- 
mute to banishment to Turkestan. 

When this question is settled the foreign 
plantpoten tories will indicate who, to their 

nowledge, committed crimes in the prov- 
inces, punishment for which will have to be 
inflicted. 

The foreign Ministers this morning gave 
out for publication a secret imperial edict, 
handed to them yesterday by the Chinese 
peace plenipotentiaries, which picads espe- 
cially for the life of Tung-Fu-Siang, Com- 
mander in Chief of the army, It says the 
only reason is on account of the turbulent 
people of the Provinces of Shen-Si and 

an-Soo, who are devoted to Gen. Tung, 
and might rise and commit acts of violence 
Saqainet the missionaries and Christians, 
which the Court would greatly deplore. 
Consequently his punishment requires cau- 
tion, deliberation, and careful consideration, 
It is pointed out that the Emperor, even in 
the cases of Princes of the blood, has not 
been moved by personal motives for their 
protection. y, then, should he do so in 
the case of Tung-Fu-Siang? What has al- 
ready nm done should be taken into con- 
sideration. Fung « army has been reduced 
to 5,000 men, with the object of lessenin 
his power and with the ultimate object o 
his future punishment. 

The Ministers, however, refuse to spare 
the life of Tung-Fu-Siang on the ground 


that they do not consider the claim of the 
Plenipotentiaries reasonable. They allowed 
the lives of Prince Tuan and Duke Lan, not 
because they considered their crimes less, 
but on account of their relationship tg the 
imperial family and the effect thelr @eath 
might have on the Chinese. 

e Ministers were surprised that no 
lea was put forward tn favor of Prince 
hwang, but neither Prince Ching nor Ear! 

Li made any objections to the full penalty 

in his case. 

The indictments against the entire twelve 
are regarded in Peking as a masterpiece of 
diplomacy on the part of the Ministers, for, 
had the Ministers otic given a list of 
names without specification of crimes this 


might have left many loopholes for argu- 
ment, which is now believed to be impossi- 


ble. 


At a meeting to-day the envoys prepared 


a note, to be delivered to the Chinese pleni- 
potentiaries, containing the substance of 
the decisions arrived at last night. includ- 
ing the sentences of execution. This will 
be translated and delivered to Prince Ching 
and Li-Hung-Chang, who will immediately 
communicate with the Court, before re- 
plying. 


AMERICAN TROOPS CRITICISED. 


German Correspondent Says Their 
Chief Joy Is in Trading—The Offi- 
cers “Socially Impossible.” 


BERLIN, Feb. 6.—The Kreuz Zeitung 
publishes a letter from its special corres- 
pondent at the headquarters of Count von 
Waldersee describing the ‘international 
troops. The correspondent is an ex-officer. 
He says: 

‘The Americans are all tall and slender. 


Their uniforms are most tasteful. Thei 
chief joy is in treding. and they will sel 
everrt ng from a saddle to a horse with 
all his accoutrements.

Linlithgow Palace. 


EDINBURGH, Feb. 6.—Lord Rosebery, in 
a speech here this afternoon, after paying 
tribute to Queen Victoria and King Ed- 
ward, proposed that the Scottish memorial 
to Queen Victoria take the form of the res- 
toration of Linlithgow Palace, “ the home 
of so many great traditions.”’ 


Linlithgow Castle, or Palace, stands on 
the shore of a beautiful lake about seven- 
» teen miles from Edinburgh. The castle was 
originally built by Edward I. of England, 
who passed a Wiriter in it. It was taken 
and destroyed by Bruce in 1807, and_was 
rebuilt during the minority of David II. 

The palace was in a fair state of preser- 
vation until 1746, when it was occupied by 
Gen. Hawley’s troops the night after their 
defeat at Falkirk. On leaving the palace 
they set fire to it. It is now only an ex- 
tensive and extremely picturesque ruin. 

It was at Ténithgow that Mary Queen of 

cots was born. n old Scotch poet thus 
spoke of the place: 

Of all the palaces so fair 
Built for the royal dwelling 

In Scotland, far beyond compare 
Linlithgow is excelling. 

The palace is in the form of a quadrangle, 
occupies an acre of ground, and has a 
heavy but imposing exterior. Of the apart- 
ments still remaining, the most interesting 
are the Parllament Hall, banquet room, 
and the room in which Queen Mary was 
— These contain some beautiful carv- 
ngs. 


INDIAN MEMORIAL TO QUEEN. 


Native Rulers Offer to Contribute Im- 
mense Sums. 


CALCUTTA, Feb. 6.—The Viceroy, Lord 
Curzon of Kedleston, speaking at an enor- 
mous mass meeting called in connection 
with the proposed memorial to Queen Vic- 
toria, urged the erection of a national mon- 
ument at Calcutta. He sdid the Maharajah 
of Kashmir had offered to subscribe 15 
lakhs of rupees, ($435,000,) the Maharajah 
of Indore 5, the Maharajah of Gwalior 10, 


the Maharajah of Mysore 1 lakh, and that 
others had offered 10,000 to 100,000 rupees. 
He himself would give 10,000 rupees. 

It was too early, the Viceroy added, to 
estimate the cost of a memorial worthy of 
India, but he thought individual subscrip- 
tions should be limited to a maximum of 1 
akh, 


The actual value of the rupee is at pres- 
ent about 29 cents. A lakh is 100,000. 


GERMAN PRESS ANTI-BRITISH. 


Enthusiastic Farewell to Kaiser In Lon- 
don Only Provokes Bitter Com- 
ment on the Boer War. 


BERLIN, Feb. 6.—The National Zeitung 
says to-day: 

“Emperor William would hardly have 
staid so long in England had not political 
relations been so satisfactory. The journey 
undoubtedly possesses political significance. 
Public opinion in regard to foreign policy 
is a factor everywhere, hampering or fa- 


cllitating. The leaders of German policy 
do not forget, however, that the German 
frontier marches with both Russia and 
France.”’ 

The Kreuz Zeitung, referring to the ut- 
terances of the French and Russian press, 
says: 

“While our relations with Great Britain 
outwardly appear quite intimate, owing to 
very recent events, the relations between 
the two States since the Samoa settlement 
have not only been correct, but good.” 

The paper then reiterates its condemna- 
tion of the British policy in South Africa, 
and adds: 

“We are not called upon to police the 
world morally, but if England does not 
recognize the independence of the two re- 
publics, in however limited a degree, we 
would rejoice to see any combination bring- 
ing about such a solution. England is now 


morally isolated, in spite of sympathetic 
funeral demonstrations.”’

THE CITY CLUB ON 
PENDING LEGISLATION 


It Is Keeping Careful Watch on All 
Bills Affecting the City. 


One to Be Prepared to Prohibit the 
Use of Money by Corporations for 
Political Purposes. 


One of the largest meetings in the history 
of the organization was held by the City 
Club last night, when’ pending legislation 
was discussed. The Council of the club 
submitted a long report, of which the fol- 
lowing is a synopsis: 

The finances of the political side of the club 
are in e satisfactory condition, the council hav- 
ing succeeded in raising the amount which it 
had determined to be necessary for the year 
1900, The approach of a municipal election will 
give opportunity for useful work, limited only 
by the amount of available funds, and the coun- 
cil hopes for generous support to enable it to 
ony on such work as may be approved by the 
club, 

The principal work now in progress is in the 
hands of the Legislation Committee, which is 
keeping careful watch upon all bills affecting the 
city, holding every week a meeting at which 
sub-committees report fully upon bilis printed in 
the interval since the last meeting. There is 
reason to believe that the club’s opposition to 
certain undesirable legislation, particularly the 
great number of bijls to provide for the reap- 
pointment of policemen who were dismissed from 
the force for cause, has been instrumental in 
greatly decreasing the probability that such 
legislation would pass. 

he important bills that have been approved by 
the Legislation Committee, acting in all cases 
with the authority of the council of the club, are 
the bills of the Merchants’ Association, embody- 
ing a complete plan for the defeat of the Ram- 
apo scheme, and for giving to the city necessary 
control of its own water supply; the City Club’s 
Ballot bill, and charter revision as proposed by 
the Revisicn Commission. 

The Council has also under consideration the 
Preperation and introduction of a bill to pro- 
ibit the payment of election assessments by 
candidates for judicial office, a bill to provide 
for the direct nomination of party candidates 
by voters upon the general plan whjch is in suc- 
cessful operation in Minnesota, a bill to prevent 
the payment of political contributions by cor- 
porations, and a Constitutional amendment 
recommended by both the original Charter Com- 
mission and the Charter Revision Commission, to 
permit the elgction of members of the local 
legislative bod}s by a system of proportional 
representation. 

Several of the bills spoken of above, which do 
not deal with municipal affairs as such, are of 
great importance in the attempt “‘ to secure per- 
manent good Government for the City of New 
York." This ts particularly the case with the 
amendments to the election law and the four 
proposed measures last named. Three of them 
are aimed at abuses which give substantial en- 
couragement and ald to corrupt boss govern- 
ment. which the proposed reform of the election 
law, placing ell candidates on an equality, 
making precisely the same requirements of all 
voters, and providing a method of canvassing 
the votes which would insure accuracy, would go 
far to make it certain that the will of the 
people as expressed at the polls In the next 
municipal election would be correctly registered 
in the official records. 

The Legislation Committee has prepared and 
distributed a circular in opposition to the police 
bill in its present form, and a circular in support 
of the bill to amend the election law. 

The Council has authorized the publication of 
a comparative table of sections of the charter 
and of the revision bill, which will be found 
useful to every one who wishes to discover pre- 
cisely what changes the Revision Commission 
proposes in a given part of the law, 

Col. Alfred R. Conkling is quite sanguine 
that the amendments to the election law 
will be adopted, and members of the club 
are eagerly ae for the results of the 
primaries in some Western States, where 
nominations are to be made directly by the 
people. 

The membership of the City Club is rap- 
idly eee and amon the latest 
names roposed is that of John D. Rocke- 

eller, Jr. 

After a long debate the club directed the 
Council to prepare a bill to prohibit the 
use of money by corporations for political 
or illegal purposes. The next stated meet- 
ing of the City Club will occur on the first 

ednesday in April, and if the organiza- 
tion is to take any action on pending legis- 
lation, a special meeting must be called.

RUMOR OF A PENNSYLVANIA DEAL. 


Said to Include the Atchison and the 
Southern—Also a Compact With 
the Union Pacific.

PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 6.—Persistent ru- 


mors, which could not be confirmed, found 
credence in railroad and financial circles 
this afternoon to the effect that the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad Company had entered a 
transcontinental deal, which insures it traf- 
fic from ocean to ocean. It is said to have 
made a compact with the Union Pacific, 


which recently acquired the Southern Pa- 
cific. The deal is said in these quarters 
to include both the Atchison and Southern 
Railway systems.

and an ocean-to-ocean deal might be easily 
arranged. The rumors of the Pennsylvania- 
Union Pacific deal may have some _ real 
foundation in fact. If they are true, I am 
inclined to think the Atchison and Southern 


Railroad systems may be included.”

DISASTER IN RUSSIA. 


Fire in Oil Magazines in Baku District 
Causes Much Loss of Life—400 
Families Homeless. 


BAKU, Russian Transcaucasia, Feb. 6— 
A fire broke out yesterday in the maga- 
zines of the Caspian and Black Sea Com- 
pany, which contained 6,000,000 , poods (a 


little over 216,000,000 pounds) of petroleum, 
The conflagration resulted in great loss of 
life and widespread damage. 

The flames spread to other depots having 
@ capacity of 12,000,000 poods of naphtha, 
whic oured out like a stream of lava, 
inundating and setting fire to the dwell- 
ings of the workmen, which were destroyed. 

Many persons perished. Twenty charred 
bodies have been found, and upward of 
fifty peopie are terribly burned. Four hun- 
dred families lost everything they pos- 
sessed. 

The magazines are still burning, and 
neighboring reservoirs are in great danger, 
A general panic prevails. ’ 


Fatally Injured by a Train. 
MONTCLAIR, Feb. 6.—William C. Baker, 
seventy-one years old, of Upper Montclair, 
was struck and fatally injured by the 8:22 
express at Upper Montclair this morning. 
He was walking to the station along the 


track and did not notice the approach of 
the train in time to be able to get out of 
the way. Mr. Baker was hurled a distance 
of fifteen feet. He was picked up uncon- 
scious and taken to the station, where Dr. 
W. H. Areson and Dr. Henry Power found 
him dying from a fractured skull. The 
Mountainside Hospital ambulance was 
called, but Mr. Baker died as he was being 
carried into the hospital. Mr. Baker was 
a member of a firm in the car-heater man- 
ufacturing line, on Liberty Street, New 
York City.

Her Husband’s Lawyer Gives Out 
a Statement. 


MRS, 


Will Not Even Admit that Barker Did 
the Shooting—Mr. Kellar is im- 
proving and Will Recover. 


Chief of Police Tolen of Kearny, Prose- 


eutor’s Detective McCormick, and a dozen 
assistants spent yesterday in Arlington 
looking up evidence against Thomas G 
Barker, who shot the Rey. John A. Kellar 
of that town on Sunday last. Every scrap 
of evidence, including numerous newspaper 
stories, was sifted by the detectives in the 
hope of throwing light on the question 
whether the charge made by Barker's wife 
is true or whether, as the friends of the 
clergyman claim, the woman's statement 
is simply an hallucination 

Tolen and McCormick 
vestigation by calling at the 
Misses Germond, with whom Mrs. 
boarded at the time of the shooting, 
by whom she has carefully been shielded 
from reporters and detectives since the 
morning of the tragedy. The officers ex- 
plained to Miss Phoebe Germond that they 
had come to see Mrs. Barker to have a 
talk with her concerning the reports that 
for years she had been a sufferer from 
nervous trouble and hysterla. The men 
‘were informed that Mrs. Barker was not to 
be seen, and that if they had any question 
which they particularly wished to ask, 
Miss Germond herself would transmit it. 

‘‘ Ask Mrs. Barker if she is subject to fits 
of hysteria,”’ the Chief asked. The door 
closed and the officers were left standing 
ou the front porch. 

‘Mrs. Barker says that she never had 
fits and that she does not intend to have 
any.”’ was the answer which Miss Ger- 
mond brought to the men after some time. 
Jn answer to further questions, Miss Ger- 
mond assured the officers that there was 
not a woman in Arlington who had a clear- 
er mind than had Mrs. Barker. ** She is 
not mentally disturbed or insane, Miss 
Germond went on to explain. ** I know this, 
for I have been with her for over a year, 
and have sat with her by the hour during 
that time. I am willing to testify as to 
this at the proper time. She is bearing her 
trouble bravely and is not broken down. 

“Has Mrs. Barker told you the story of 
the alleged wrong which she says she suf- 
fered?”’ was asked. es 

** Yes, she told me the whole story. s 

“Was that before or after she told of it 
to her husband?”’ . ; 

“That I will not answer until at the 
proper time. I have been warned not to 
talk, and I refuse to be led into doing so. 


MRS. BARKER GUARDED. 

Mrs. Barker was guarded more jealously 
than ever from interviewers yesterday. 
The shades of her room were not raised at 
any time, and all visitors, in addition to 
sending in their cards, were obliged to sign 
their names in their own handwriting be- 
fore the cards were taken to Mrs. Barker. 

Following the visit to the Germonds, the 


detectives went to the house of George 
‘Wilson, the former landlord of the Bar- 
kers, whose statement has already been 
-Published, Wilson retold_his story to the 
officers, and then Mrs. Wilson was asked 
to relate any personal experience which 
might lead her to think that the woman in 
the case was not responsible. Mrs. Wilson 
proved to be the woman who was inter- 
viewed previously by reporters, on which 
occasion she gave her name as Mrs, Eliza 
Muggins. 

“Mrs. Barker told me at the time that 
she had left the church of the Rey. Mr. 
Kellar, not because of any grievance which 
she herself had, but because her husband 
hed been insulted by the pastor,’’ Mrs. 
Vilson said. ‘‘ She made the remark at the 
time that Mr, Kellar had insulted her hus- 
band, and that no matter how long he 
would have to wait, her husband would 
have revenge. The insult was never ex- 
plained to me by Mrs. Barker, and I have 
no idea what it is. At no time did Mrs. 
Barker “tell me that she had been as- 
saulted.” 

When Mrs. Wilson’s statement was told 
to Miss Germond, she said: ‘‘ I am not sur- 
prised at any statements emanating from 
the Wilsons. They were at one time the 
Barkers’ landlords, and they are not on 
friendly terms. owing to an incident which 
@ccurred when their relations were sev- 
@red.”’ 

Meanwhile other detectives, working un- 
der instructions of Prosecutor Erwin, 
sifted the neighborhood investigating other 
claims that, at worst, the shooting was, ac- 
cording to an unwritten law. justifiable. 
Miss Webber, a sister-in-law of Counselor 
Englestatter of Arlington. was examined. 
It was at the house of Miss Webber that 
the Sunday school row occurred which 
caused the severance of Mrs. Barker from 
the Rev. Mr. Kellar’s church. The young 
woman said that she had known Mrs. Bar- 
ker for ten years, and that during all that 
time she was an invalid and irresponsible. 
The detectives then went to the house of 
di. R. Roome, who lives at the corner where 
the shooting took place. Here they spent 
an hour and a half rehearsing the scene at 
the time of the crime, The houses of Dr. 
A. H. Strasser and the Bucklevs were vis- 
ited. and then the men called at the house 
of Mrs. Sands, 160 Beach Street. where Mr. 
<ellar is being nursed back to health. Dr. 

arber, the victim’s physician. refused to 
allow the men to see Mr. Kellar. 

Dr. Barber said that his patient had 
passed a very comfortable night, and that 
even though not out of the woods, he was 
almost certain of recovery. He was able 
yesterday to recognize faces, and this leads 
to the belief that the left eye is mending. 
and that he will not be totally deprived of 
his sight. The patient, barring complica- 
tions, will recover within two weeks, hig 
doctors think. 

Barker, who was taken to the Hudson 
County Jail last Tuesday, spent his time 
in his cell yesterday reading novels. No 
visitors were admitted to him, and to all 
questions that were sent in writing he in- 
structed the keepers to say that he referred 
the questioner to his counsel, Marshal Van 
Winkle of+Jersey City. 


LAWYER VAN WINKLE’S STATEMENT. 

Mr. Van Winkle said yesterday: ‘‘ We are 
ready with our case at the present moment. 
If the prosecution were to come to me and 
say, ‘We want to start this trial at once,’ 
we would not have to delay an hour to pro- 
ceed. I am not ready as yet to give out 
much of a statement. When we have col- 


lected all of the statements of our wit- 
nesses I may give the public an insight into 
things. Until then there is little new to 
add. Our defense will be aggressive and 
confident. 

* I repeat that we will prosecute Kellar 
upon a charge of criminal assault on Mrs 
Barker, and will show to the satisfaction 
of a ju that it was committed about a 
year and a half ago. Most of the stories 
about Mrs. Barker's alleged hysteria fix 
the Gate since the alleged assault, although 
some Kellar enthusiasts by a stretch of 
their imagination have carried the alleged 
fits back to two years in the hope of ante- 
Gating the assault. As far as we are con- 
eerned, we will prove that Mrs. Barker 
has rever been subjected to these attacks 
Ree fous te her experience of the assault. 

e will show, moreover, that ever since

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“If Kellar recovers, which now seems 
@n assured fact, the trial of our client 
for shooting the clergyman will take place 
within a month or two. The Barker trial 
will be held first, as we do not wish to 
disclose our evidence in the assault case. 


A HISTORY OF MR. KELLAR’S LIFE. 


“When the assauit took place the Bark- 
ers were living in a house by themselves, 
and not boarding as they are now.

Asked if Barker's defense would be a

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JEWELER SILVERMAN DEAD. 


He Is Reported to Have Said that a 
Young Man Attacked Him. 


Morris Silverman, the jeweler who was 
discovered lying behind a locked door in 
his store, at 3,056 Third Avenue, late on 
Tuesday night with a bullet wound in the 
back of his head, died yesterday morning 
in Fordham Hospital after declaring that 
he had been shot by burglars who had at- 
tempted to rob his store. 

This statement is supported by Mrs, Sil- 
verman, but opposed by Coroner Mc- 
Owen, who performed an autopsy on the 
body. He gives it as his opinion that Sil- 
verman shot himself in the head and was 
not attacked by any one. The police are 
inclined to support this theory, in view of 
the fact that Silverman was in his store 
when discovered behind a locked door, 

Mrs. Silverman, however, explains this 
fact. She says that her husband had the 
door connected by an electric wire with a 
wheel behind his counter by which he could 
lock it in a moment without moving from 
behind the counter.

The surgeon 
from the Harlem Hospital refused to take 
him there, and it was not until after a 
considerable time had elapsed that he was 
taken to the Fordham Hospital, where he 
died within five minutes after his arrival. 


KNOCKED OUT. BY REGISTER. 


Electric Car Smashes Into a Heavy 
Wagon Loaded With Coal. 


Electric Car 235 of the First Avenue 
and Forty-second Street line was rushing 
down First Avenue, between Thirty-eighth 
and Thirty-ninth Streets, just before mid- 
night last night in charge Motorman 
William Flynn when Flynn saw a five-ton 
coal cart and team loaded to the top with 
coal, which was driven slowly along by 
William Whitman for the Curtis & Blais- 
dell Company Fifty-sixth Street and 
Eighth Avenue. 

Flynn tried to put on brakes as he shut 
off the current, but the slippery rails and 
the inclined grade sent the car smashing 
into the coal wagon, which had been part- 
ly turned off the tracks by Whitman, to 
whom Flynn had been shouting. , 

The dashboard of the car was bent in 
like tin, and Flynn was jammed between 
it and the door and internally injured, as 
well as badly bruised. Kvery window in 
the car was smashed and the current gear- 
ing knocked out of order. 

The only passenger in the car was P. L.

Street, who sat in the rear corner. He 
would have been all right had not the 
cash register been wrenched from its fast- 
enings and knocked down on his head. He 
was so badly cut that they sent him in an 
ambulance with Flynn to Bellevue Hos- 
pital. Flynn can hardly live.

Probably Fatally Hurt Postmistress of 
a Toledo (Ohio) Suburb. 


TOLEDO, Ohio, Feb. 6.—Burglars bound 
and gagged the Postmistress at Rossford, 
a suburb of Teledo, at 3 o’clock this morn- 
ing, and robbed the office of $150 in stamps 
and $5 in coin. 

The robbers tortured the Postmistress 
cruelly by applying lighted matches to her 
feet, finally compelling her to reveal the 
hiding place of the valuables. She was 
beaten over the head with a club and bru- 
tally kicked in the side. At noon to-day she 
became unconscious and, it is now feared, 
may die.

He Left a Statement Saying Giacomo 
Saccardo Killed Garaguso. 


SING SING, N. Y., Feb. 6.—Lorenzo Pri- 
ori, of the murder of Vincenzo 
Garaguso in New York on Dec. 11, 1898, 
died here in the electric chair to-day. After 
his death the following statement left by 
him was made pubiic by Father Athanasius 
of the Church of the Most Precious Blood, 
in Baxter Street, New York, who had been 
attending him: 

‘**T, Lorenzo Priori, declare that I am in- 
nocent and die for the crime of Giacomo 
Sacecardo, who committed the murder of 
Vincenzo Garaguso on Dec. 11, 1898. I have 
been betrayed and forsaken by my wife, 
Gracia Saccardo. I am an innocent or- 
phan.” 
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LARGEST LINER AFLOAT. 


The White Star’s New Steamer Will 
Probably Be Named the Celtic. 


G. Bruce Ismay, a stockholder of the 
White Star Line, sailed for Liverpool yes- 
terday on the Teutonic. Before the vessel 
left her pier Mr. Ismay was asked about 
the company’s plans for the building of its 
new steamship, of which there has been 
much talk in shipping circles of late. He 
answered that she would be larger than 
the Oceanic, which is at present the larg- 
est ocean liner in the world. 

‘“‘The name will probably be Celtic,’’ he 
added. ‘‘ We expect her to be one of the 
finest shins afloat, as well as the largest. 
Her length will be 680 feet, her beam 75 
feet, and her depth 44 feet. She will have 
a gross tonnage of 20,880, and will have 
capacity for 1,700 passengers.”’

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CAPT. BELL’S PROMOTION 


His Remarkable Jump to a Briga- 
dier Generalship First on Record. 


ADVANCES OVER 1,036 SENIORS 


Army Officers Do Not Deny that the 
Recognition Is Deserved—His Per- 
sonal Bravery In the Field. 


The announcement of the promotion of 
Capt. J. Franklin Bell from the rank of 
Captain in the Seventh United States Cav- 
alry to that of a Brigadier General is at 
present causing considerable stir in army 
circles. According to several officers, the 
promotion is absolutely without a precedent 
since the civil war. In rising from the rank 
of Captain to that of Brigadier General 
Gen. Bell has jumped over the heads of 
1,036 officers, who, according to the rules 
of seniority, would have been entitled to 
antedate him in promotion. 

Gen. Bell stood 115 in a list of 140 cavalry 
Captains. Out of the 804.Captains in the 
regular army he DSS. 3esides the 
other 584 Captains who stood above him in 
rank there were 277 Majors, 98 Lieutenant 
Colonels, and 77 Colonels to be passed over 
before he could be made a Brigadier Gen- 
eral. When his appointment as a Brigadter 
General was announced he was holding a 
commission as a Brigadier General in the 


volunteer army. ‘This, however, did not 
affect his rank in the regular service. 

In spite of the great change that has been 
made in his rank, none of the officers in 
the regular army will deny that he received 
any more than his just deserts. Although 
not widely known outside of army circles, 
the record made by the cavalry Captain 
while acting with the volunteer army dur- 
ing the past two years in the Philippines 
has made his name well known to almost 
every officer among the regulars. 

_ Gen. Bell was born in Lexington, Ky., 
forty-four years ago, being a member of 
a well-known Kentucky family. He was 
admitted to the Military Academy at West 
Point in 1874, and became a Second Lieu- 
tenant in the Ninth Cavalry on June 14, 
Is7s. lu August of that year he was trans- 
ferred to the Seventh Cavalry. He saw 
his first actual service under Gen, Forsyth 
in the campaign against the Indians in the 
Dakotas. Gen. Bell was serving on the 
General's staff ut the time when the bate 
tle of Wounded Knee was fought. On Dec. 
~t), 1890, he received his appointment as a 
First. Lieutenant, and it was not until 
March, 1899, that he received his com- 
mission as Captain in the Seventh Cavalry. 

Before he received his Captaincy, how- 
ever, he had entered the volunteer service. 
In May, 1808, he received a commission as a 
Major of Engineers in the volunteer army, 
and went to Manila, where he was placed in 
command of what was known as the Bu- 
reau of Information. This was practically a 
secret service department of the army, and 
it was through it that Gen. Otis kept him- 
self posted in regard to the movements of 
the natives before the actual fighting broke 
out.

JOINS GEN. MACARTHUR. 

Gen. Bell, while in charge of the Bureau 
of Information, earned a great deal of 
praise by his work. He continued in the 
bureau until February, 1809, when the 
actual fighting broke out. The Bureau of 
Information ceased to afford him a field 


for his activities at this time, and Gen. 
Bell immediately left it to attach himself 
to Gen. MacArthur, who was leading an 
expedition against the insurgents. Gen. 
Bell did not hold any official rank in this 
expedition, but simply went with it as a 
sort of free lance, with the permission of 
Gen. MacArthur. He soon became well 
known for the work he did as a scout. He 
frequently went ahead of the main body of 
the army with a company of men from the 
First Montana Regiment, and his natural 
aptitude in learning the topography of a 
new country soon showed itself. 

At the battle of Caloocan on Feb. 10 he 
distinguished himself by drawing the fire 
of a number of insurgents who were con- 
cealed in the woods to the right of the po- 
sition which the American troops were at- 
tacking.’ He volunteered to go forward to 
learn the number of men in the woods with 
the Montana Company, and on receivin 
permission had soon moved so far forwar 
against the insurgents that it was thought 
he and his command would be cut to pieces. 
Iie had advanced to a point where he was 
directly between the fire of the insurgents 
in the woods and their own main body. 
Those in the woods advanced to make an 
attack on him, but the American artillery 
came to his support and drove them back. 
Gen. Bell then waited for the general at- 
tack and joined in it with his men. His 
losses were only a few killed and wounded. 

In July the Lieutenant Coloneley of the 
Thirty-second Volunteer Infantry was of- 
fered to him and declined. It was a little 
after this that Gen. Bell was made Colonel 
of the ‘Thirty-sixth Volunteer Infantry. 
This regiment, which is now one of the 
most efficient in the Philippines, was re- 
cruited by him. The majority of the men 
who enlisted had served with Gen. Bell in 
the Montana, Dakota, and Nebraska regi- 
ments in Gen. MacArthur's command, and 
they were all picked men as well as thor- 
oughly acquainted with the good qualities 
of their leader. When the regiment had 
been recruited up to about half its strength 
it joined Gen. MacArthur in the expedi- 
tion that he was making northward into 
the interior of Isaizon. Gen. MacArthur 
had three brigades in his division, but Gen. 
Bell was not required to report to any of 
the Brigadier Generals, and was responsl- 
ble only to Gen, MacArthur. 


KEPT THEM ON THE RUN. 

It was in this expedition that Gen. Bell 
gained the greater part of his laurels. He 
moved with his regiment in the advance of 
the army, which was moving northward 
along the railroad tracks. The speed with 
which he moved kept the rebels running 
before him almost continually, and did not 


leave them time to make any resistance or 
even to destroy the railroad tracks as they 
went. 

During all this expedition Gen. Bell dis- 
played the greatest personal bravery. All 
of his officers, like himself, were mounted 
on horses, and it was his custom to press 
far ahead of the main body of his men at- 
tended only by a few of his staff. On one 
occasion, near Porac, when riding ahead 
with ten of his officers he came upon a 
body of over 100 insurgents. He immedi- 
ately charged upon them and _ scattered 
them in all directions. Gen. Bell himself 
was carried by the force of his charge 
through a piece of brush into a clearing 
where he was cut off from his own men 
and faced by seven insurgents on foot 
armed with rifles. In his revolver but one 
shell was left, but he never hesitated for a 
moment. He rode headlong at the insur- 
gents, shouting and discharging his own 
shot as he went. 

One of the rebels, the Captain, fell and 
the others ran. Although he was in dan- 
ger of being shot from beHind by the man 
he had wounded he pursued the fleeing in- 
surgents, caught up with two of them un- 
der a fire from the others, and command- 
ed them to_ throw down their rifles. They 
did so, and he brought them back. Re- 
turning, he found that the, Captain who 
he had hit was only wounded in the arm. 

He made him give up his rifle, too, and 
when his officers found him again the 
three insurgents were marching in front 
of him, his prisoners. 

One of Gen. Bell’s favorite sayings was 
that he: would never allow a pick or a 
shovel in his regiment. 


RIFLES THE PROPER WEAPONS. 


“The vroper weapons are rifles, not in- 
trenching tools,’’ he would say. ‘* The min- 
ute an army stands still and begins to dig 
intrenchments, the enemy takes courage 
and begins to attack. The only way to 


fight them is to keep them on the run all 
the time.’’ 

His men did ‘‘ keep them on the run” all 
through the expedition, and kent the rail- 
road running until Gen. MacArthur had ef- 
fected a iunction with Gens. Lawton and 
Wheaton in the centre of the island. It was 
after the close of this expedition, in De- 
cember. 1899, that Gen. Bell was made a 
Brigadier General in the volunteer army. 

With the opening of 1900 he was placed in 
charge of a large district in the western 
part of the island, and early last Spring he 
was placed in charge of the provost district 
of Manila, where he remained until his 
promotion. 

Gen. Bell is tall, muscular, and soldierly 
looking, has dark hair, and is clean shaven, 
save for a small mustache. Unlike most 
Americans, the climate of the Philippines 
seems to agree with him, and he has not 
grown thin, as have most of the United 
States soldiers who have been there long. 
He was married a few years ago to Miss 
Buford, who is now in Lexington, Ky.

regular establishment, at forty-four years 
of age, and is not due to be retired until 
1920. Gen. Wood, also lifted from a Cap- 
taincy in the Medical Corps of the regular 
establishment through the volunteer army 
to a Brigadier Generalship, is but forty, and 
will not be retired until 1924, so that he 
mayeasily get to be the Commanding Gen- 
eral before Bell. 

Gen. Bell is highly commended by the 
War Department and by his comrades in 
the army. His services since he took rank 
in the volunteers, in May, 1898, have been 
frequently such as to command the com- 
mendation of his superiors. He has been 
before the public on two occasions since he 
went to the Philippines, and on both occa- 
sions with credit to himself and his coun- 
try. 

It was he who rescued Lieut. Gillmore or 
the navy and his companions after they had 
been for months prisoners in the hands of 
the Filipinos. He conducted the search 
with great thoroughness and persistency, 
and also without fear of disaster, although 
it was in a country swarming with treach- 
erous *‘ amigos.”’ 

Medals of honor are not easy to get. The 
officer who captures one of these little 
bronze tokens of merit must do something 
very striking nowadays in order to be- 
come entitled to wear it. The Army Regis- 
ter testifies to the merit of Capt. Bell in 
this record: ‘‘ Bell, J. Franklin, Captain, 
Seventh Cavalry; for most distinguished 
gallantry in action, Sept. 9, 1899, near Po- 
rac, Luzon, Philippine Islands, while in ad- 
vance of his regiment, charging seven in- 
surgents with his pistol and compelling the 
surrender of the Captain and two privates, 
under a close and hot fire from the remain- 
ing insurgents, concealed in a bamboo 
thicket, while serving as Colonel, Thirty- 
sixth Infantry, United States Volunteers.”’

ADVISES THE BOWERY 
TO EMIGRATE 10 CHINA 


Bishop Potter’s Address to Eas 
Siders at Squirrel Inn. 


Says that There Is Opportunity in the 
Empire for All Handicrafts and 
Energies of Every Man. 


In polished phrases Bishop Potter advised 
the Bowery last night to emigrate to China. 
There was some doubt in the minds of his 
hearers as to just what was to be accom- 
plished there by such a hegira, whether the 
Bowery was to civilize China or merely to 
continue there its more or less mythical 
search for work. At any rate, there was 
no doubting the fact the Bishop wanted it 
to go to China. The occasion was an ad- 
dress to the men of the Bowery at the 
Squirrel Inn, 131 Bowery. Previous to his 
general conclusion, Bishop Potter said: 

“During the last twenty years the 
growth of the city has gone on. The 
growth of agriculture has not provided 
for the increase of population. On the 
contrary the use of machines has cut down 
the number of men employed on farms. 
Therefore men have had to leave the coun- 
try. The industries and manufacture of 
cities, and the increase in invested capital 
is a legitimate explanation of the growth 
of cities. Another explanation is that of 
the Irish woman who had been taken from 
some dark tenement rooms by friends and 
iven a comfortable little cottage in Har- 
em. 

“Two months later she was found back 
in her old tenement house. Her explana- 
tion was: ‘ People is more company than 
trees.’ Of course, if man is human he 
Wants company. He therefore gravitates 
toward company. Sugh a tendency ought 
to have some offsetting tendency. We must 
adjust ourselves to the problem of trans- 
plantation. We have got to make life pos- 
sible for those who gravitate because of 
company. 

“As to the question of how, particularly 
of those to whom I am now speaking, [ 
think there is a place for every man. We 
should create the idea that the brother- 
hood of man consists in trying to find his 
place for each man. Colonization has not 
been very successful. It did not interest 
philanthropy, capital, or the individual for 
whom it was intended, because it did not 
go to the bottom facts of success. From 
my own experience, I find that when I 
get a clergyman who may not be success- 
ful in a given parish into new surroundings 
he is a new man. This principle is of uni- 
versal application. Thousands of men are 
in the wrong places. Numbers of men here 
to-night would do better if in harmony to 
surroundings. 

“ Transplantation, 


where? Everywhere. 


We do not realize the quality of countries 


we are accustomed to disparage. China 
closed for years is to be open. It is going 
to be civilized in the sense in which we 
know civilization. It will have railroads, 
manufactures, education. and traffic 
which will ultimately transform the people 
into the force they should be. China has 
many climates. There is opportunity for 
all handicrafts and energies. That is the 
line of the highest brotherhood. 

**We should first cease to despise China- 
men as our inferiors in civilization. They 
are not. Once on shipboard I asked the 
Chinese steward for some hot water. He 
called out, ‘Ching Lee, No. 1 joss pigeon 
man wants hot water.’ Now there couldn’t 
be a better description of me in any lan- 
guage. ‘Joss’ is God; ‘ pigeon’ is busi- 
ness. So by ‘joss pigeon man,’ he meant 
a man whose business is religion. By call- 
ing me No. 1, he signified that I was the 
head religious man. My chaplain, Percy 
Grant White, he called the ‘No. 2 joss 
pigeon man,’ as one of inferior degree. 
Decidedly the Chinese are civilized. We 
should get the character of other nations 
into our minds appreciatively as opportuni- 
ties of the realization of mechanics and 
arts.” 

Continuing Bishop Potter said that he be- 
lieved that some day New York would be 
rebuilt with regard for space and light. He 
thought that such a problem of the re- 
building of New York was in the minds of 
people of wealth, and that we may see it 
done. The country could be made more at- 
tractive as a place of residence by as- 
sembling scattered farm dwellings into vil- 


lage groups as in Bavaria, where the com- 
munity could come together for contact 
with man. 

After the meeting the Bowery discussed 
the Bishop’s proposition with much vigor. 

‘“ Whot's he want us guys to go to China 
for?’’ queried one whose pockets bulged 
with free lunch; ‘‘dere ain't no Bowery 
dere! ”’ 

‘*Dat’s just it,’’ he was told, ‘‘ we guys 
is not to despise de Chinks, but is to feel 
kindly ter dem an civilize ’em an’ start a 
Bowery over dere.”’ 


MR. BRYAN’S PAPER CRITICISED. 


,Woman Editor Says That it Is Dull, 
\ Stale, and Lacking in Variety. 


WOODBRIDGE, N. J., Feb. 6.—Grace 
White, at this place, has just issued the 
first number of her newspaper, called The 


Reasoner, and devotes it mainly to reply- 
ing to Col. Bryan's articles in his Com- 
moner. The woman editor makes 
criticism of Editor Bryan in the 
number of her paper: 

‘*No commoner thing, journalistically 
considered, ever got past rhe press to the 
public than Mr. Bryan’s new paper. There 
isn’t a new thought in it. There isn’t an 
old thought in bright phrase in it. There 
isn't a new subject treated, nor an old sub- 
ject treated in a new way. It isn’t even 
Bryanesque. It is dull, platitudinous, stale, 
lacking in variety, lacking in the pictur- 
esque and unique, lacking in everything 
that people were justifiably expectant of 
in a paper written by Bryan, the Bryan, 
the only Bryan, the Fountain of Liv 
Waters, as he politically describes him- 
self.”

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EXTRA SESSION MAY 
BE CALLED FOR CUBA 


If Constitution Does Not Arrive Be- 
fore Adjournment. 


Jt Also Depends on the Manner in Which 
the Isiand’s Relations with Amer- 
ica Are Defined. 


See Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—The lull in the 
talk about the calling of an extra session 
of the Fifty-seventh Congress has afforded 
opportunity to ascertain that there was 
some ground for the reports, but also some 
misunderstanding of the imminency of the 
call. Nearly all possibility of a call for an 
extra session before the close of the present 
Congress depends upon the action in Cuba 
of the Constitutional Convention, and it 
Was the somewhat premature report that 
its work was approaching completion, and 
the exhibition of the incomplete work, that 
for a short time gave the President the 
impression that he might feel constrained, 
out of a desire to meet the Cubans prompt- 
jy in their effort to solve the problem 
toward the solution of which they are sup- 
posed to be tending, to ask Congress to 
share with him the responsibility of say- 
ing whether the Cuban Constitution is one 
that will be adequate for the Cubans and 
satisfactory to the United States, 

The President is suffering from no delu- 
sions about Cuba such have been at- 
tributed to some of the Senators who have 
been quoted recently as insisting that the 
United States can have no say about the 
Constitution of that island. He hashad some 
anxious nights and days, first and last, 


about that island and its people. He feels 
that the work of the United States is still 
far from completed in Cuba, and that not 
until thoroughly satisfied that Cuba is not 
only able, but determined to have stabuity 
of government, as well as free government, 
can it be fully released from our super- 
vision. 

There was no stipulation of time in the 

romise of the United States to see that 

‘uba should have a free Government, and 
the President does not feel in any wa 
obliged to proceed hastily to relinquis 
supervision over Cuba simply because a 
convention seeking to provide the stable 
Government that must be provided before 
the United States releases its guardianship, 

about to adopt a Constitution. But it was 

oped that the Cubans would expedite their 

Constitution making in order to ascertain 
in what respect their work met with our 
approbation. 

Now that it is evident that the Constitu- 
tion will not be ready for some weeks, pre- 
sumably after the adjournment, and the 
President is confident of his right to exer- 
cise criticism of it, and to send it back 
with an intimation that it is not just what 
Was expected, there will be no call for an 
extra session at once. Should the conditions 
in Cuba demand the joint action of the 
President and Congress, the President will 
have no hesitation in asking the Fifty- 
seventh Congress to come here to consider 
the subject. 

The Constitution, as drafted, is unsatis- 
factory to the Administration. Should the 
completed Constitution be sent to Wash- 
ington too late for Congressional action the 
President will be the sole judge of whether 
t is satisfactory or not, and if it is not 

@ will submit it to Congress. The only 
question will be whether it is to be sub- 
mitted at any extra or a regular session, 
and some of the members of the Adminis- 
tration will favor its being submitted to an 
extra session. 

The Administration’s attitude is that this 
Government can hardly exercise a close 
censorship over the Cuban Constitution and 
quarrel with details, but that there are 
two matters on which the United States 
has every right to supervise the work of 
the Havana Convention. In the first place, 
the United States must be assured that the 
Constitution is such as to promise a safe 
and stable Government. The details do not 
concern this country, but the Constitution 
must be closely examined to see that the 
form of government therein outlined does 
not threaten either anarchy of despotism. 

In the second place, the relations between 
Cuba and the United States must be clearly 
defined, and must be satisfactory to the 
United States. If the Cubans prefer not 
to fully define these relations in their Con- 
stitution they need not do so, but a guar- 
anteeé must be given simultaneously with 
the adoption of the Constitution. There 
must at least be a clause in the Constitution 
directing the definition of these relations by 
the Cuban Congress. 

The present Constitution is unsatisfactory 
to the Administration, because there is no 
guarantee anywhere to this effect, and be- 
cause there is no reference to the United 
States, which is apparently placed on the 
same footing as any other power. If it 
were adopted in its present form the Presi- 
dent would certainly send it to Congress, 
calling attention to the omission, and the 
supporters of the Administration would re- 
fuse to approve it. 

The President will be the judge of the 
Constitution. Should it prove entirely sat- 
isfacto he can signify his approval of it, 
and, if he should see fit, set a date for the 
withdrawal of the troops. It is frankly 
stated by persons close to the Administra- 
tion that there is hardly any expectation 
that this will be the case. There are three 
cases in any one of which the President 
would be dissatisfied with the Constitution 
and would call the attention of Congress to 
its unsuitability. First, the form of gov- 
ernment might be such as to hold out in- 
sufficient prospect of a safe, free, and 
stable Government. 

Second—It might fail to define the rela- 
tions between Cuba and the United States 
or to give any guaranty of such definition. 

Third (and this is considered the most 
probable outcome)—It might define them in 
a way which would prove unsatisfactory. 

In spite of the communication to Gen. 
Wood of the Administration’s wishes, and 
in spite of all Gen. Wood can do to carry 
them out, it is considered improbable that 
the Constitution will be completed before 
the adjournment of Congress. The conven- 
tion is now squabbling over matters which, 
although of interest to Cubans, are of no 
interest to the United States, and shows no 
disposition to reach the great questions. If 
it arrives here after the adjournment of 
Congress, some of the members of the Ad- 
ministration will probably represent to the 
President the advisability of calling an ex- 
tra session. 


AGAINST PNEUMATIC TUBES. 


Mr. Loud Says New York’s Service Was 
“Conceived in Sin and Born 
in Iniquity.” 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—The House de- 
voted the entire day to the Post Office Ap- 
propriation bill, and the bill was still pend- 
ing when the House adjourned. 

Mr. Loud, (Rep., Cal.,) Chairman of the 
Post Office Committee, who was a member 
of the joint postal commission, opened the 
discussion. Speaking of the pneumatic tube 
service and ‘special facilities,’’ Mr. Loud 
said the commission agreed that they 
should be discontinued. The pneumatic 
tube service in Philadelphia and Boston 
was not extravagant, but the service in 
New York “ was conceived in sin and born 
jn iniquity,’”” and should be crushed out. 
The appropriations for special facilities had 
proved a disturbing element and were vic- 


fous in their effect upon the whole service. 
Mr. Loud went exhaustively into the de- 
tails of the work of the commission regard- 
ing railway mail pay, explaining the char- 
acter of the investigation and the con- 
clusions reached. He made a trip abroad 
in connection with the work of the com- 
mission, and he declared that the United 
States had the best and cheapest railway 
mail service in the world.

Navy Lost Nearly $900,000 on Ships It 
Purchased—Need of Additional 
Line Officers. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 6—Senator Hale

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of communications from the Secretary of 
the Navy concerning naval affairs. One 
of these is a list showing the names of 
vessels purchased for the navy during the 
war with Spain, together with the prices 
paid, and also a list of such vessels which 
have been sold, together with the prices 
received for them. The latter includes the 
following: Niagara, $200,000, sold for $75,- 
000; Badger, $367,000, sold for $135,000; 
Resolute, $475,000, sold for $260,000; Vul- 
can, $350,000, sold for $175,750; Cassius, 
$160,594, sold for purchase price; Scipio, 
$85,769, sold for $80,125;*Hector, $200,000, 
sold for $65,150. 

Another of the documents was a state- 
ment showing the disposition of officers 
of the navy. It shows that of the 1,182 
officers, 1,018 were at sea on the Ist of 
January last. The one Admiral (Dewey) 
was on shore duty, as also were thirteen 
of the eighteen Rear Admirals. 

The third document presented was a 
statement of the need of the navy for ad- 
ditional line officers below the grade of 
Lieutenant Commander, compiled from rec- 
ommendations of the Secretary and the 
Chief of the Bureau of Navigation. The 
contention is made in the last document 
that many of the existing vessels are in- 
adequately officered, and that 900 officers 
will be required for new vessels now or- 
dered, and for old vessels in reserve. In 
view of these needs, the recommendation 
is made that the Naval Appropriation bill 
be amended so as to authorize the appoint- 
ment of two cadets by each Senator and 
Representative in Congress and for the 
appointment of ten cadets at large. 


SENATE ACTS ON HAZING. 


Makes Expulsion from West Point the 
Penalty—Proposed House Bill. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—The Senate to- 
day passed the Military Academy Appro- 
priation bill after modifying the paragraph 
relating to hazing, so that it should read: 
‘““That the Superintendent of the Military 
Academy shall make such rules, to be ap- 
proved by the Secretary of War, as will 
effectually prevent the practice of hazing, 


and any cadet found guilty of participating 
in or encouraging or countenancing such 
practice shall be summarily expelled from 
the academy and shall not thereafter be 
reappointed to the corps of cadets or be 
eligible for appointment as a commissioned 
officer in the army or navy.” 

The special committee of the House which 
investigated hazing at West Point has prac- 
tically completed its labors, and has framed 
its report and th bill which will be pro- 
posed as a remedy for the evil. Both bill 
and report will be presented to the House 
as soon as they can be printed. The rec- 
ommendations will be very stringent, and 
it is said that to-.day’s action of the Senate 
in providing expulsion from the Academy 
and ineligibility for army appointment is 
exceedingly mild compared with the legis- 
lation proposed by the special committee. 


To Buy Three Holland Boats. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—The Senate 
Committee on Naval Affairs has concluded 
its consideration of the Naval Appropria- 
tion bill. The committee amends the bill 


so as to provide for the purchase of three 
Holland torpedo boats and instead of au- 
thorizing the Secretary of the Navy to 
contract for four new vessels, as provided 
in the bill as it passed the House, he is 
required to furnish plans for four vessels, 
the plans to be completed by the beginning 
of the first session of the next Congress. 


House Committee Tables Banking Bills. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—The House Com- 
mittee on Banking and Currency to-day 
tabled the bill repealing the 10 per cent. 
tax on bank issues, and the bill requiring 
National bank depositories to pay interest 
to the Government on public deposits.

$700,000 FIRE IN HAVANA. 


Lumber, Sawmill, and Houses in West- 
ern Part of City Destroyed. 


HAVANA, Feb. 6.—A lumber yard, saw- 
mill, and fourteen houses in the western 
part of Havana, near El Cerro, have been 


destroyed by fire, with a total loss of $700,- 
000. The mill and yard, the property of 
Pedro Estanillo, show a loss of $300,000, 
against which there is insurance to the 
amount of $93,000. 

Eighty persons were injured, most of 
them firemen. The flames were under con- 
trol at 8 o'clock this evening. 


The Plant Will Contest.

Four hundred cleoakmak- 
ers employed by Oppenheim & Collins, 58

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NIGHT SESSION ON THE 
SHIP SUBSIDY BILL 


Passionate Protest by Senator 
Jones Against the Plan. 


TO BREAK DOWN OPPOSITION 


Senator Aldrich in Reply—The Major- 
ity, Chandler Says, Accept the 
Challenge of the Filibusters. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—Beginning at 8 
o'clock this evening the first of a prom- 
ised series of night sessions was held to 
discuss the Shipping bill. The entire ses- 
ion was devoted to'a continuous round of 
intellectual pyrotechnics. Practically every 
question that has been or is likely soon 
to be before the Senate was discussed, but 
very little time was devoted to the pending 
measure, Notable speeches were made by 
Mr. Jones of Arkansas and Mr. Aldrich of 
Rhode Island. The Arkansas Senator was 
passionate in his denunciation of the meth- 
ods of the majority to force the Shipping 
kill to an issue, and Mr. Aldrich’s re- 
sponse was quite as keen and vigorous in 
their defense. From a spectacular point of 
view the session was interesting, and the 
sharp colloquies and snappy speeches were 
hugely enjoyed by those on the floor and 
by the large crowds in the galleries. The 
vote this afternoon to hold the night ses- 
sion was 36 to 15. 

When the Senate convened at 8 o'clock 
Mr. Jones (Dem., Ark.,) remarked: 

‘*By actual count there are just twelve 
Republican Senators present. I suggest the 
absence cf a quorum.” 

At that time eleven Democratic Senators 
were present. One at a time Senators hur- 
riedly entered the chamber, but when the 
result of the roll call was announced only 
forty-two had responded to their names. 

Mr. Frye (Rep., Me.,) demanded that the 
roll of absent Senators be called. While 
the call was in progress several Senators 
entered the chamber, among them Mr. 
Hanna, who had risen from a sick bed in 
order to be present. Finally the Chair 
announced that a quorum was present. _— 

Mr. Frye then called up the Shipping bill 
and it was laid before the Senate. 

Still stamding, as he had been since the 
session opened, Mr. Jones entered a pas- 
sionate protest against the consideration 
of the pending bill at night sessions. He 
declared the action involved a deliberate 
purpose to break down opposition Senators 
physically and prevent the passage of the 
appropriation bills. 

The shipping bill, he asserted, was the 
most perfectly detestable measure present- 
ed to the Senate for years; so bad, in fact, 
he said, that one of the Republican Sena- 
tors had offered an amendment reducing 
the period of the bill's operations from 
twenty to five years, thereby preventing 
the looting of the United States Treasury 
ot $45,000,000. He declared that the ship- 
ping bill was part of a great scheme to 
place al) transportation facilities under one 
control. 

‘I believe,” said he, ‘‘ that this bill pro- 
poses to place our commerce of the seas 
under the control of the men who now are 
trying to get the land transportation routes 
by the throat. So help me, high Heaven,”’ 
he shouted passionately, “T will not be a 
party to this effort to throttle free speech. 
We give you notice, if you will have night 
sessjons, that you must have a quorum 
here all the time, as we do not propose to 
contribute in any way to a tyrannical ef- 


fort to suppress free speeck 
as p 1 by brute 


ALDRICH DEFENDS THE MAJORITY. 


Mr. Aldrich (Rep., R. I.,) said Mr. Jones’s 
remarks were so extraordinary as to re- 
quire attention. He said no public business 
now was demanding the attention of the 
Senate, No appropriation bills were pend- 


ing. All that Senators on his side of the 
chamber asked was that the Senate should 
proceed in an orderly manner. 

There is no disposition on this side of 
the chamber,”’ said he, “‘to- stifle free 
speech. No such suggestion ever was made, 
and the Senator from Arkansas knows it as 
well ‘as We are perfectly wiiling to 
have every measure fully debated. All we 
ask of you is that after full discussion you 
shall permit a vote to be taken. The threat 
of the Senator from Arkansas is that for 
the first time in our history the minority 
proposes to kill a bill by filibustering. We 
ask you that, according to all traditions 
and precedents of the Senate you will allow 
a vote to be taken upon the measure. There 
never has been a measure which met the 
approval of the majority of the Senate 
which was killed as you propose to kill this 
bill. You can filibuster the measure to 
death if you will, but heretofore there has 
always been self-respect on the part of 
the minority, which has prevented it from 
abusing the rules of the Senate to kill 
legislation by refusing to consider it or by 
talking it to death.”’ 

Mr. Teller (Sil. Rep., Col.,) entered his 
protest against holding the Senate in ses- 
sion at night for the purpose of considering 
a bill the purpose of which, he said, was to 
loot the Treasury for the benefit of a few 
ship owners. He would be willing, he said, 
to attend night sessions or long day ses- 
sions to consider legislation for the Philip- 
pines, It might be necessary, too, to take 
some action with reference to Cuba, and 
in that connection, he had heard, he said, 
“rumblings that the plighted faith of this 
Government as to Cuba was to be aban- 
doned.’’ He was not in favor of an extra 
session of Congress, but in the interest of 
good government he would be willing to 
remain here even in extraordinary session. 

Replying to Mr. Aldrich, Mr. Jones said 
the pean bill *‘ might properly be called 
a ‘jimmy’ with which it was proposed to 
break into the United States Treasury,” 
He declared his belief that there was a 
deliberate effort on the part of the Repub- 
lican majority to cause the failure of ap- 
propriation bills. 


ALLEGED REPUBLICAN PLAN. 


‘**Much as you want to loot the Treas- 
ury,”’ he asserted, with vehemence, * you 
do not dare to place the President in the 
attitude of calling an extra session of Con- 
gress to pass the Ship Subsidy. bill. If, 
however, you can cause appropriation bills 
to fail, the President will call Congress 
into extraordinary session, and then the 


Subsidy bill can be passed.” In conclusion 
he referred to the Spooner Philippine bill, 
the Nicaragua Canal bill, and the Anti- 
Trust bill as important matters of legisla- 
tion, now before the Senate. 

Mr. Aldrich retorted that {the Spooner 
Philippine bill was before the Senate for 
action last session for weeks. 

‘Why didn’t you pass it then?’’ demand- 
ed Mr. Jones. ‘“ You had a majority.” 

“You would not let us,’ returned Mr. 
Aldrich. ‘‘ You employed the same tactics 
then that you are employing now.” 

Mr. Bacon (Dem., Ga.,) resented the 
statement that the opponents of the Ship- 
ping bill were employing any but fair and 
proper methods in opposing the bill. There 
had been, he said, no filibustering. He 
asserted that they had presented argu- 
ments which, unanswered, condemned the 
bill. He expressed his willingness to con- 
sider the Spooner bill, and suggested to Mr. 
Spooner that he call it up. The Wisconsin 
Senator replied that he would be glad to 
obtain consideration for the bill, but he 
was not In charge of it. 

Mr. Teller, discussing the desire of the 
President to have Philippine legislation, 
said the President now had power to estab- 
lish civil government in the Philippines. 
**No ruler,” he declared, ‘‘ has such unlim- 
ited power, unless it be the Czar of Russia 
or perhaps the Sultan of Turkey.”’ 

Mr. Chandler (Rep., N. H.) referred sar- 
ecastically to Mr. Teller’s speech as “a pro- 
test and jucid argument against the ship- 
ping bill’? and to the speech of Mr. Jones, 
who could characterize the people who were 
advocating the passage of the bill only as 
robbers who proposed to loot the Treasury. 
There had been no ground, he said, for the 
charge of filibustering against the measure 
until five days ago, when Mr. Clay (Dem., 
Ga.) offered the ioareque Canal bill as an 
amendment, and Mr. Tillman (Dem., 8S. C.) 
offered as an amendment the anti-trust bill. 
These evidently were, he said, filibustering 
methods. Both Mr. Clay and Mr, Tillman 
challenged Mr. Chandler's statement. Mr.

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TWO ARRESTS IN MANILA 


A Spaniard and an American 
Charged with Aiding Insurgents. 


SUPPLIED REBEL UNIFORMS 


Men Are Partners—The American One 
of Best-Known Merchants in Manila 
—Had Gen. Otis’s Confidence. 


MANILA, Feb. 6.—Theodorio Carranza, a 
prominent and wealthy Spanish merchant 
and hemp and cocoanut buyer, was arrest- 
ed this afternoon, charged with furnishing 
supplies to aid the insurgents: Carranza 
is also a partner of D. M. Carman, an 
American contractor and owner of boats, 
who had considerable transportation con- 
tracts with the Government. The Provost 
Marshal and Secret Service officers have 
been watching a number of merchants and 
transportation men for some time past. 

At the close of an interview between the 
police and Carranza, the latter was placed 
in confinement in the Anda Street Police 
Station. Carman was arrested to-night, 
and after considerable questioning was sent 
to the same station. 

The men are charged with conducting the 
business of buying copra (the dried kernel 
of the cocoanut broken up for export) from 
insurgent Presidentes at Pagsanjan, in the 
eastern extremity of Laguna de Bay, and 
also with paying assessments for the in- 
surgent cause. The evidence adduced to- 
night was to the effect that the prisoners 
have supplied the striped clothing used for 
insurgent uniforms. J 

Both the insurgent Presidentes who claim 
to have dealt with Carranza and Carman 
are now imprisoned in Manila. One of 
them, Fabella, fears hanging, because he 
Was captured as an insurgent after hav- 
ing sworn allegiance to the United States. 
He made strong statements tending to im- 
plicate Carman and Carranza and confirm- 
ing the statements of Reyes, who became 
Presidente of Pagsanjan after Fabella’s ar- 
rest. 

The police have letters and verbal state- 
ments from Carman, who sought Fabella's 
release, asserting that he was a patriotic 
American subject. According to papers 
found both the Presidentes are culpabie in- 
surgents. Carranza and Carman admit. 
trading with insurgents, but deny contrib- 
uting to their cause or furnishing them 
with supplies. 

Carman is one of the best known Amer- 
icans in Manila. He has a monopoly of 
carrying goods, going though the Custom 
House, ashore from the ships, and has made 
a great deal of money. He possessed the 
confidence of Gen. Otis.

PROVINCIAL GOVERNMENT BILL. 


Passed by Philippine Commission— 
Tour of Provinces Begins Tuesday. 


MANILA, Feb. 6.—The amended Provin- 
cial Government bill has been passed and 
the commission will leave here Tuesday 
to organize Governments in the Provinces 
of Pampanga, Pangasinan, and ‘Tarlac. 


After the Commissioners return from their 
seuthern tour they will organize Zambales, 
Battan, Bulacan, Nueva Ecijas, and Cag- 
ayvan. The latter, a northern province, is 
added by Gen. MacArthur to the list of 
those regarded as ready for provincial 
Government. 

The commission has been visited by six 
head-hunting Igorrotes from the Province 
of ‘Bontoo. They were immensely enter- 
tained by the sights of Manila and ex- 
pressed a liking for Americans, 

The Generals have been much congratu- 
lated on President McKinley’s nomina- 
tions. 


BOSTON’S GAS INVESTIGATION. 


Order for Arrest of Thomas W. Lawson 
Introduced in the House—it 
Causes Much Amusement. 


BOSTON, Feb. 6.—Another gas sensation 
was sprung in the House this afternoon, 
when Mr. Skerritt of Worcester offered an 
order for the appearance before the bar of 
the House of Thomas W. Lawson, the well- 
known financier and yachtsman, who took 
a prominent part in last year’s investiga- 
tion of the Boston gas situation. The order 
charges Mr. Lawson with being disre- 
spectful in a newspaper interview to the 
members of the House, and further pro- 
vides for his arrest by the Sergeant at 
Arms. 

Some days after the gas matter first 
made its appearance at the present session 
Mr. ‘Lawson was quoted as saying that it 
cid not matter how much the members of 
the House desired another investigation, 
no such investigation would take place this 
year, for the reason the gas interests were 
too powerful and had decided that matters 
should rest at present. Mr. Lawson fur- 
ther charged, it is said, that $30,000 was 
spent in changing the attitude of the House 
on the order for investigation by the Com- 
mittee on Manufactures, wnereby the order 
went first to the Committee on Rules to 
report on the expediency of such action. 
The latter committee is expected to report 
an investigating order to-morrow. 

The order to-day created the greatest sen- 
sation thus far of the session, although it 
was greeted with roars of laughter. At 
the request of one member the discussion 
of the order went over till to-morrow, 
when it is expected there will be a very 
heated debate, not only over the Lawson 
episode, but on the report of the Commit- 
tee on Rules on the expediency of the gas 
investigation. 

In reply to the legislative order, Mr 
Lawson says: ‘‘I have read the order, and, 
of course, like every one else who has read 
it, was amused. I am beginning to think 
that the members of the present great and 
general court, realizing that they will have 
no vaudeville investigation this session, are 
determined to get up funny little skits of 
their own. 

“It does seem too bad—that is, it seems 
that way to all serious-minded citizens of 
Massachusetts—that every one of the recent 
Massachusetts general courts have con- 
tained men who have no respect for its dig- 
nity and who, to* use old-fashioned Eng- 
lish ‘do fool things.’ 

“Could any one imagine a more ridicu- 
lous position for the Massachusetts Leg- 
islature to place itself in than to compel 
a private citizen of its State to come before 
it to answer questions, the answers to 
which are known to every observant citizen 
of the State? 

“Tf the present Massachusetts Legis- 
lature wants to know if it is controlled, 
and by whom, it can, in a two days’ inves- 
tigation, meant to investigate, held by a 
committee of its honest members, find out, 
although it is safe to say that after the 
proper authorities had taken cognizance of 
the results of such an investigation, cer- 
tain members of the Legislature would 
take less interest in affairs of the State 
for the time being. 

“But, of course, they do not want an 
investigation—that is, in my opinion, they 
do not want an investigation. Anyway, as 
I have said before, they won't have any, 
not a ‘truly investigation.’ ’’ 


BAKER SHOOTS A BARBER. 


Antonio Delbeson, eighteen years old, an 
Italian barber, living at 15 Roosevelt 
Street, was shot in the abdomen by John 
Bunducci, an Italian baker, of 45 Baxter 
Street, yesterday afternoon. The police 
say the trouble originated over a woman 
named Rossie Anderson. 

Felice Menchino, a baker in the employ 
of Bunducci, was arrested, charged with 


being an accessory. The police say Men- 
chino enticed Delbeson from his shop at 15 
Roosevelt Street, and when the latter ap- 
peared on the sidewalk Bunducci fired three 
shots at him. 

Bundueci and Menchino then fled, but 
were found hiding in the cellar at 45 Baxter 
Street. They were arrested by Policemen 
Schmidt and-:Sheridan of the Oak Street 
Station 

The wounded man YH taken to Hudson 
Street Hospital, where h§s condition is seri- 
ous. The bullet was located on the right 
side, under the skin, but was not extracted 
owing to the man's condition. The Coroner 
took an ante-mortem statement at 8 
o’clogk last night. 

Dolbeson said he and the Anderson wo- 
man had been married about three months 
ago at the City Hall, and had been living 
for a time at 110 Forsyth Street. He said 
that when he was met in the street just 
before Bundicci fired upon him his assail- 
ant said, in Italian: 

‘““T want to kill you, you dog.” 

He declared there had been no quarrel 
between Bundicci and himself for some 
time. Bundicci, he said, had circulated 
malicious reports concerning his wife. 
Dolbeson, it was said, could not recover. 


STEAM LIGHTER ON FIRE. 


The New York Beached on the Wee- 
hawken Flats After Burning 
an Hour. 


The steam lighter New York, otherwise 
known as No. 11 of the New York Central 
Railroad Company’s fleet of transports, 
caught fire at 6 o’clock yesterday morning, 
while lying between Piers D and E at the 
foot of West Sixty-seventh Street. Before 
the end of the fire one fireboat had been 
summoned, an alarm had been turned in on 
land, and the hose of half a dozen tugs had 
been busy on the burning transport. 

When the fire was discovered the New 
York was lying beside one of the piers. 
The flames came from a hatchway on the 
upper deck. So securely was the transport 
tied to the pier that it seemed at first as 
though her stay ropes could not be loos- 
ened in time to prevent the fire from 
a to the docks, and, maybe, into 
the city itself. By the time the engines ar- 
rived the tugs which had been working 
around the transport had succeeded in 
hauling her out into the river. Once there, 
the piers were safe, but the fire spread so 
p memege A that the crew, consisting of Capt. 
Sam Stokes and four deckhands, hastened 
to get off, one of them thinking the urg- 
ency of the situation sufficient for a plunge 
in the icy water. The fireboat Zophar 
Mills arrived soon, and the fire was at last 
put out. 

While all this was going on the lighter 
had floated across the river, and when the 
fire was out she was as far away from her 
landing as the flats off Weehawken. There 
they beached her. An examination of her 
cargo and interior showed that the dam- 
age had been no less than $20,000. The 
cargo consisted mostly of pig iron, seed, 
and flour. It was 7 o’clock when the light- 
er was beached, the fire having lasted for 
an hour. 


Army Tug Runs Aground. 

The United States Army tug Ordnance, 
returning from a visit to Fort Hamilton 
yesterday, went aground a short distance 
south of Fort Lafayette, where, it is said, 
she will have to remain for some time, as 
the strong northerly winds and ebb tide 
now combine to prevent the water from 
rising high enough to lift her off.

on Friday evening, Feb, 8.’ 
_ Just what tactics Mrs. Nation will pursue 
in Kansas City and Chicago, aside from 
her lecturing, is not known. Chief of 
Police Hays says he will promptly arrest 
Mrs. Nation if she attempts to put her 
methods into practice in this city. ;

Nation’s advance agent says the proceeds 
of the lectures will be used in the temper- 
ance cause. . 


MAY STRIKE A SNAG IN CHICAGO. 


Mayor Says Mrs. Nation Will Be Pun- 
ished If She Wrecks Saloons. 
CHICAGO, Feb. 6.—‘‘ I don’t believe Mrs. 
Nation is heading for Chicago to wreck 
saloons,” said Mayor Harrison to-day, 
when told that Mrs. Nation had announced 
her intention of visiting this city with her 

followers. 

‘“‘Tf she is, she had better remain away 
and avoid trouble. Here a saloon is recog- 
nized as a legal institution, entitled to the 
full protection of the law. As a conse- 
quence it is only proper to say that no as- 
saults on them will be tolerated. If Mrs. 
Nation, who understands these things, per- 
sists in disorderly conduct, inciting riot and 
malicious mischief, I am afraid she will 
have to settle fines as fast as she indulges 
in offenses.’ 


WOMAN’S SUSPICIOUS DEATH. 


Miss Greiner, Formerly of the Presby- 
terian Hospital, May Be a Suicide. 


Kate Greiner, formerly Superintendent of 
a hospital in Minneapolis, Minn., and after- 
ward Associate Superintendent of the Pres- 
byterian Hospital, died yesterday in St. 
Luke’s Hospital under circumstances which 
make the physicians there think she com- 
mitted suicide. 

Last Fall Miss Greiner began a course in 
domestic science at Columbia University. 
Since then she had been living with a Mrs. 
Armand Wheeler in the San Marino apart- 
ment house, at 509 West One Hundred and 
Twelfth Street. Tuesday night she came 
home early and went to bed after dinner. 
Later in the evening Mrs. Wheeler tried 
to arouse her, but was unable to do so. 

When she did not appear at breakfast 
yesterday Mrs. Wheeler became alarmed 
and finally by looking over the transom 
into her room discovered her lying uncon- 
scious on the bed. A St. Luke’s surgeon 
was sent for and the woman was taken 
there. She died during the afternoon. The 
physicians there have notified the Coro- 
ners’ office, giving it as their opinion that 
she died of carbolic acid poisonng. 

Miss Greiner had a brother in Buffalo, 
who has been notified of her death. 


THE MERCHANTS’ ASSOCIATION. 


Lawson Purdy Addresses the Directors 
on the Subject of Taxation. 


At the regular monthlv meeting of the 
Directors of the Merchants’ Association, 
held yesterday afternoon. Lawson Purdy, 
Secretary of the New York State Reform 
Association, addressed the Directors on the 
subject of tax reform.

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INSURANCE BILL HEARING 


Arguments Against Plan to Tax 
Insurance Companies. 


$1,000,000,000 REPRESENTED 


Policy Holders, it Is Asserted, Would 
Pay Tax and Outside Concerns 
Would Have Undue Advantage. 


ALBANY. Feb. 6.—The first hearing on 
the administration’s tax bills, suggested in 
the message of Gov. Odell. was held before 
the joint Committees on Taxation and Re- 
trenchment of the Senate and Assembly in 
the Senate Chamber this afternoon. The In- 
surance bill, which imposes a tax of 1 per 
cent. on the capital stock and surplus of 
all insurance, guarantee. and title corpora- 
tions. was the subject of the hearing, and 
there were present a brilliant array of 
counsel representing the life and fire insur- 
ance companies and a score of officers and 
Directors of insurance companies, whose 
combined assets, including surplus, amount 
to fullv $1.000.000,000. 

Among those present at the hearing were 
Gage E. Tarbell, Equitable Life: Emory Mc- 
Clintock and Chariton T. Lewis, Mutual; 
D. P. Kingsley, New York Life; 
Merrill. Vice President, Northwestern’ Mut- 
ual Life: William B. Hornblower and E. R. 
Kennedy, representing foreign fire insur- 
ance companies; J. H. Washburn, Home 
Fire Insurance Company: Col. C. E, Patter- 
son, United States Life: W. C. Burtell, 
Queen Fire Insurance Companv: BE. C. Ehr- 
hardt, Lawyers’ Surety Company; Henry C. 
Wilcox. American Suretv Company; An- 
drew Hamilton, E. E. McCall, and Rufus 
W. Weekes, New York Life. 

The hour for the hearing was set for 2:30 
o'clock, but it was after 3 when the mem- 
bers of the Assembly committee appeared. 
The revresentatives of the life companies 
were first heard. 

Gage E. Tarbell of the Eauitable Life was 
the first speaker. He outlined the present 
situation of affairs, and said that the bill 
was not only unjust and unfair. but illegal. 
At least three-quarters of the business of 
life companies is transacted. he said, under 
the deferred dividend plan. Three-quarters 
ot the surplus ofthe companies belongs to 
the policy holders. The surplus of the KLqui- 
table amounts to $66,000,000, but at least 
$55,000,000 of that great fund belongs to 
the policy holders. The surplus is relatively 
no greater than when it had but $1,000,000, 
but it has simply kept pace with its busi- 
ness, Of the surplus, $4.000.000 was paid to 
policy holders during the past year. The 
policy holders would have to pay the tax, 
and, besides, it would handican the com- 
pany in competing with foreign companies, 

If New York imposéd a tax, Illinois, | 
Ohio, and other States could impose taxes, 
and the life insurance companies could be 
taxed out of existence. It makes little dif- 
ference to the companies, but it makes a 
great difference to the policy holders whom 
the companies are botnd to protect, New 
York's insurance companies have made 
New York the great financial centre that 
it is, and they have saved the State hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars in protecting 
those whose main support has been taken 
away by death. The Legislature has no; 
right to tax the surplus part of what be- 
longs to peopleeof other States and other 
countries. If the Legislature intends to 
impose a tax it must be along different 
lines. 5s ; 

Morris W. Torrey of the Manhattan Life 
also opposed the bill, insisting that the re- 
turns to the policy holders would be less it 
the tax were imposed. L 
Senator Krum, Chairman, said he did 
not know why policy holders, who had 
money invested with the companies, should 
not be taxed, for it was really an invest- 
ment, and personal holdings were subject 
to taxation. 
PURPOSES OF THE SURPLUS. 

Emory McClintock, actuary of the Mu- 
tual Life, said that a certain portion of 
the surplus was to protect the policy hold- 
ers from the fluctuations of the securities 
held by the companies. The other portion 
of the surplus is a trust fund on which 
the companies are able to earn 4 per cent. 
compounded annually. If this tax were 
imposed, then the holders of deferred divi- 
dend policies would only get 3 per cent. 
The objection to the imposition of this tax 
on policy holders is simple. The policy 
holders would not get their due, for when 
the contracts were made and policies is- 
sued, this law was not in effect. If it had 
been it would have been impossible to have 
obtained these contracts, for the present 
policy holders would not have invested. 
The taxation, if at all imposed, should 
refer to future contracts. The policy of the 
State of New York which has _ fostered 
these great insurance companies should not 
after sixty years of successful operation be 
suddenly changed. The intention of the 
man who drew the bill, Mr. McClintock be- 
lieved, was to tax a surplus that was not 
necessary. La 

‘**Has your company any such surplus? 
“Yes, between $5,000,000 and $5,0UU,U0U0 
of our so-called $50,000,000 surplus.”’ 
Senator Krum brought out the fact that 
other States taxed insurance companies 
from 1 to 2 per cent. on premiums collect- 
ed in those States. He asked Mr. Darbell 
if he believed other States would follow 
New York's example in imposing a tax. 
Mr. Darbell answered that he had no doubt 
that such action would follow. Senator 
Krum said they could not very well tax 
the surplus when it was in New York. 
Mr. Darbell said they might try to tax 
that share of the surplus belonging to 
policy holders in those States. se 
Charlton T. Lewis of the Mutual Life 
said he would make a few rapid sugges- 
tions ratber than to enter on an elaborate 
discussion. He was in accord with the 
volicy in New York State in exempting 
ife insurance companies. ‘‘ The rich, gi- 
gantic insurance company,” said Mr. Lewis, 
**is simply in the last analysis an asso- 
ciation of men who agree if one of us is 
struck down by death to pay a certain 
amount to the survivors and thus protect 
them from pauperism. The machinery of 
the companies is necessary. The funds 
are simply held in trust for the protection 
of widows and orphans.”’ Mr. Lewis then 
quoted from letters of former State Su- 
perintendents of Insurance opposing the 
idea of taxing the funds of insurance com- 
panies. ‘‘ The funds are loaned,” said Mr. 
Lewis, ‘‘throughout the State, and aid 
mechanics and farmers and thus perform 
a great good. The Massachusetts com- 
panies years ago were in competition with 
the New York companies, but they have 
been taxed out of it, and all the companies 
in Massachusetts put together could not 
form a corner of one New York company. 
In Connecticut texation gave a death blow 
to the Insurance companies. Only in New 
York, where a liberal policy has been fol- 
lowed, have the companies thrived. The 
imposition of this unrighteous tax would 
be illegal. New York State cannot afford 
to have ft known that it has entrapped the 
people of other States and other countries 
and taxed their insurance holdings for the 
support of the State. The bill has been 
carelessly and loosely drawn.” 

“You mean carelessly drawn because it 
imposes too great a tax?’’ said Senator 
Krum. 

‘* No, I do not. 
drawn without apprectation 
that it is loose and defective. One section 
makes it necessary for a report to the 
Controller on the Ist of June each year, 
when the present law, which is not repealed 
by this act, makes it mandatory for the 
companies to report on Jan. 1 of each year. 
This is a gigantic task.”’ 

Senator Krum said this section 
easily be arranged and corrected. 

“This is by no means the most grevious 
section. There is another which alludes to 
this tax as a franchise tax, when any privi- 
lege we have fs by no means analogous to 
the franchises as granted by the Btate."’ 

Senator Krum said there were numerous 
things included in the franchise, the right 
to bring suit, notably. The privilege to do 
business should also be considered. 

Mr. Lewis was asked how much were the 
assets of the companies he represented. 
He answered, $325.00,000. A considerable 
=n of the assets were State and city 

nds which were exempted from taxation. 


MR. HORNBLOWER’'S ARGUMENT. 


Mr. Hornblower, representing the New 
York Life, said that he would not take up 
the time of the committee by traversing 
the ground already so ably covered by the 
preceding speakers. They had shown, he 
thought, conclusively, and he believed to 
the satisfaction of the committee, that the 
tax proposed in the bill, viz., ‘‘a tax on the 
entire surplus, so-called, of the companies, 


was unjust, because it was taking what be- 
longed to policy holders in other States and 
countries for the benefit of the State of 
New York. He wistted to direct the atten- 
tion of the committee to another point in 
the bill, to its definition of the surplus for 


I mean that the bill was 
of the facts, 


could 
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taxation. He explained that the entire 
amount which one of these great companics 
has bound itself to pay is over $1,000,000, - 
000, and that of course no company had in 
its possession the means of meeting this 
amount if it were required to pay all these 
oungeuens immediately. 

‘The manner in which it is calculated 
what sum the company should now have in 
hand to meet these obligations,’’ said he, 
‘“as they will come due in the future, is by 
making certain assumptions as to the rate 
of mortality of the insured in the future 
and as to the rate of interest which the 
company will be able to realize for a long 
period of years in the future. Many of our 
contracts will run fifty or more years be- 
fore they come to maturity, and it wouid 
require more than human powers of fore- 
sight to say what rate of interest will be 
earned during such a long succession of 
years. 

‘Now, in the bill in question, the State 
in effect requires that the companies shall 
assume that they are going to earn 4 per 
cent, compound interest for an indefinite 
future. This is in the face of the fact that 
rates of interest are shrinking and have 
been steadily shrinking for years past. The 
companies recognize this, and as a measure 
of safetv have themselves adopted the rate 
of 3 per cent. as their assumption upon the 
business which they have been doing for the 
last three years. It is therefore evident 
that a very large part of the amount which 
under this bill would be termed surplus and 
taxed as such, is really a safety fund 
against the probable or most certain further 
shrinkage of the rates of interest. In the 
case of the New York Life Insurance Com- 
pany, the entire amount which would be 
termed surplus and taxed as such under 
this bill would be about $40,000,000. About 
half this amount, or $20,000,000, constitutes 
the interest safety fund referred to, and of 
the remaining $20,000,000, a half, or $10,- 
000,000, is pledged (together with the first 
$20,000,000) to the holders of accumulation 
policies, out of which they are to receive 
dividends at the stipulated times. The re- 
maining $19,000,000 is represented by mar- 
ket values of bonds in excess of cost values, 
and of course might largely or wholly dis- 
appear if the stock market were to take an 
unfavorable turn.” 

Mr. Hornblower, therefore, maintained 
that if the principle of the bill were to be 
insisted upon, the definition of surplus 
ought to be radically changed. He further 
pointed out that the actual amount of tax 
which would be levied on the New York 
Life Insurance Company under the bill, as 
at present worded, would be extremely 
onerous. One per cent. of $40,000,000 would 
be $400,000, which would be taken from 
the company each year for the Treasury of 
New York State. The premiums which the 
company collects each year from the peo- 
ple in New York State amount to about 
$8,000,000, and this tax would be equal to a 
5 per cent. tax on such premium income. 
But out of this $8,000,000 premium income 
the greater part is pledged in advance for 
the payment of death losses, necessary ex- 
penses, and for the policy reserve. There 
is only about $1,000,000 as a safety margin, 
and the $400,000 tax taken by the State 
vould use up 40 per cent. of this safety 
margin, 

Mr. Hornblower contended that if the 
Legislature should decide that it was best 
to levy a tax upon the life insurance busi- 
ness, it should be done according to the 
principle practiced in most of ‘the other 
States, viz., by a small percentage on the 
New York State premiums, and that the 
percentage should not be so large as to put 
the New York companies to a disadvantage 
in competition with companies of other 
States. 

Senator Krum said the State wanted to 
know what it would tax justly and legally. 

Mr. Hornblower said that if there was 
any taxation imposed it should be based on 
premiums on business done within the 
State. ‘‘The State does not need very 
much, anyway,’’ he added. 

“You notice,’’ said Senator Krum, “ that 
foreign insurance companies are not taxed 
under this bill.’ 

‘‘If they were,” replied Mr. Hornblower, 
“it would lead to retaliatory measures in 
other States, and New York companies 
would be taxed out of extstence.” 


WOULD HANDICAP SOLICITORS. 


Charles E, Patterson of the United States 
Life opposed the bill, but said that if it is 
passed it should be amended regarding the 
5 per cent. basis instead of the 4 per cent. 
computation. 

‘Would -it be feasible,” asked Senator 
Higgins, ‘“‘to devise a plan to tax those 
who put their money in insurance as an in- 
vestment purely, and exempting those who 
go in for the death benefits for wives and 
children? ’”’ 

“T don’t think that such a plan would 
0 feasible or practicable,’’ replied Mr. Pat- 
erson, 

Senator Krum said he did not think it was 
more unjust to tax policy holders than to 
tax small property holders who have all 
their money in a little home which is taxed. 

Miles M. Dawson of the Bankers’ Life In- 
surance Company said that the New York 
companies would be handicapped by the 
imposition of the proposed tax, in securing 
new business. He said: 

‘Have you considered, gentlemen, that if 
you pass this bill you will put a handicap 
upon the agents of the New York insurance 
companies who go out to solicit business? 
Have you reflected that the agents of rival 
companies who are ¢ompeting with the 
agents of the New York companies to write 
a policy can say to the man whom they 
wish to insure: ‘ Don't take out a policy in 
one of those New York companies, for if 
you do the State of New York will take 1 
per cent. each year of the profits which 
you would accumulate under your policy, 
while in the State in which our company 
is incorporated there is no such law and 
your profits will be greater.’ Now you are 
practical men. You can see what the ef- 
fect of that would be on the business of 
the New York companies.’ 

John H. Washburn of the Home Fire 
Insurance Company spoke for the fire tn- 
surance companies and pleaded for liber- 
ality in this State, for while in other States 
taxes were imposed, he said, the fire com- 
panies always felt safe in the Empire 
State. 

Elijah R. Kennedy, representing the New 
York Board of Underwriters, said that the 
State should not resort to a revolutionary 
method of taxation especially at this great 
period of prosperity. And the fire compa- 
nies had not shared a bit in this prosper- 
ity; instead they have been the victims, 
because the fire losses have been enormous. 

Several other speakers were heard, but 
no action was taken by the committee. 


GOVERNORS ISLAND LANDS. 


Secretary Root Explains Purpose of 
the Government's Request in 
Letter to Mr. Allds. 
ALBANY, Feb. 6.—Secretary of War Eli- 
hu Root has written the following letter to 
Majority Leader Allds in response to the 
latter’s inquiries regarding the proposed 
Wilson bill ceding lands under water about 
Governors Island to the Federal Govern- 

ment so that the island may be improved: 

Washington, Feb. 4, 1901. 
My Dear Sir: In response to your inquiries re- 
garding the proposed bill for' ceding jurisdiction 
of lands south of Governors Island to the United 
States, I have to say the description of the land 
to be ceded, contained in the bill, was prepared 
under the direction of the Chief of Engineers, 
United States Army, pursuant to a plan reported 
by a board of officers composed of Major Gen. 
John R. Brooke, United States Army; Col, 
George L, Gillespie, Corps of Engineers, and Col, 
Amos 8. Kimball, Assistant Quartermaster Gen- 
eral, convened under the orders of the War De- 


partment to consider and report a general plan 
tor the improvement of Governors Island, in 
ord+t.to afford barracks and quarters for a 
greater number of troops than can now be ac- 
commodated, and greater facilities for the trans- 
action of business, which it is now impracticable 
to transact in New York because of insufficient 
accommodations. 

The project has the approval of the Engineer 
Department, which is charged with protecting 
the interests of navigation; of the Lieutenant 
General, who ts especially solicitous for the in- 
creased facilities in interior defense, and of the 
War Department. It has no relation whatever 
to any contract existing, advertised for, or au- 
thorized. There is no contract for the deepening 
of Buttermilk Channel, which runs between Gov- 
ernors Island and the Brooklyn shore. No ap- 
propriation has yet been made by Congress for 
that work, aig! of course no proposals have been 
issued for an® such contract. 

If it should be possible to dispose of material 
dredged from the Buttermilk Channel by using 
it to fill in the land in question, the benefit 
would be derived not by any contractor but by 
the United States, because it would render the 
work less expensive and reduce the bids. The 
importance to the State of New York of having 
the two projects, both of which would be at the 
expense of the Government, taken up. at the 
same time is that smaller appropriations would 
be necessary for the deepening of Buttermilk 
Channel, and the Government would, therefore, 
be more likely to do that work which is being 
rl sought for by the people of New York 

y. 

In order that there may be no possible misun- 
derstanding, I answer categorically the three 
pecstnens which your Jetter indicates have been 
aiseda: 

First—The proposed filling tn of the land under 
the water specified in the bill is in accordance 
with the general plan of improvement, and in 
the opinion of the engineer department its con- 
struction would not create currents and eddies 
which would be detrimental to navigation. 

Second—It would not provide a dumping ground 
for any contractor now engaged in carrying out 
a contract. 

Third—It is not to provide a dumpin round 
for a contract yet to be let, but upon which bids 
have been opened.

THE PABST PORTICO BILL. 


Senator Grady Gets the Measure Re- 
ported Out in the Absence of 
Senator Elsberg. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, Feb. 6.—Chairman Stranahan 
of the Senate Committee on Cities to-day 
favorably reported to the Senate the bill 
introduced by Senator Grady to legalize 
the Pabst portico, at the intersection of 
Forty-second Street, Broadway, and Sev- 
enth Avenue. The bill was reported with- 
out amendment. 

The decision of the Committee on Cities 
to favorably report the bill was made at 
the meeting held immediately preceding the 
convening of the Senate. At the time the 
bill was taken up for action by the com- 


mittee, Senator Elsberg, in whose district 
the Pabst portico is located, was absent 
from the committee room. 

“How did it come that the bill was acted 
upon during your absence from the covi- 
miltee?’’ Senator, Elsberg was asked. 

“I was cailed down to the Governor's 
room at 10:50 o’clock on the Bureau of 
Elections bill, and it seems that Senator 
Grady called up the bill as soon as I had 
left the committee room. I have just come 
now from the conference with the Governor. 
| had no knowledge whatever of the com- 
mittee’s intended action. The committee 
had no right to treat me that way. The 
portico is in my district, and the bill should 
not have been reported in my absence from 
the committee. To-morrow I will rise in 
the Senate and move that the bill be recom- 
mitted to the Committee on Cities. I will 
make it a personal matter.’’ 

At this point in Senator Elsberg’s re- 
marks Senator Grady walked down the 
aisle of the Senate. Senator Elsberg ac- 
costed him. 

“That was a nice thing for you to do— 
report a bill out affecting my district while 
I was away from the committee meeting,” 
said Senator Elsberg. 

“That was the only way we could get it 
out—report it in your absence,’’ responded 
Senator Grady. 

Senator Martin came along, and Senator 
Elsberg said to him: 

“What do you think of Senator Grady 
having a bill affecting my district reported 
out of the Committee on Cities while I 
was absent from the meeting?” 

“What was that, the Pabst bill?’’ asked 
Senator Martin. 

‘* Yes,’ responded Senator ee 

“Oh, go on,’’ answered back enator 
Martin; ‘‘ you and Grady had 
standing about that.”

STATE CONSTABULARY BILL. 


Introduces the Old 
Elisworth Bill “for Discussion Only.” 


ALBANY, Feb. 6.—Senator Raines has 
introduced a State Constabulary bill, put- 
ting all the cities’ police under State con- 
trol. It is understood that it is put in 
merely for discussion this year and with- 
out intention-on the part of the majority 
to force it. 


Senator Raines said, in speaking of the 
bill: 


“In the debate on the New York Police 


bill I stated that there should have been a 
State Police bill. I have thought it de- 
sirable to have drawn up such a bill which 
contains all necessary information for the 
press and public. In conclusion, I wish to 
say that I desire to assume all responsibil- 
ity for its introduction.” 

The bill is exactly like the Ellsworth bill 
of two peace ago, which was defeated after 
a hot fight in Senate caucus and on the 
floor of that house. After June 1, 1901. 
all police boards in the cities of the State 
are abolished and a Commissioner of State 
Police is to be appointed by the Governor 
by and with the baviee of the Senate for a 
term of five years, with headquarters at 
Albany.

RAINES ELECTION BILL. 


Senate Committee Makes Changes and 
Decides to Report It. 


ALBANY, Feb. 6.—The Senate Judiciary 
Committee at its session this afternoon 
made some amendments to the Raines 


New York City Bureau of Elections bill 
which it was decided to report out and 
have recommitted. 

An important new section provides that 
all Commissioners of Elections shall be ap- 
pointed by the Mayor of New York and 
shall hold office for two years unless re- 
moved. Each Commissioner shall at the 
time of his appointment be a resident of 
New York City and not the holder of any 
other office, within a hundred days prior 
to the election. A Commissioner of Blec- 
tions can be removed from office by the 
Governor for cause in the same manner as 
a Sheriff is removed, and then the Mayor 
can appoint from the list presented by the 
Chairmen of the County Committees of 
the party receiving the highest number of 
votes at the last election and the party re- 
ceiving the second highest number of votes, 
The salary of each of the four Commis- 
sioners shall be $5,000 per year, and there 
is no provision for an Inspector. 


MISCELLANEOUS BILLS. 


ALBANY, Feb. 6.—These bills were intro- 
duced to-day in the Assembly:

Mr. SEYMOUR—Legalizing the practice of 
osteopathy in the State, and providing that any 
person properly qualified who has practiced 
osteopathy for a period of six months prior to 
Feb. 1, 1901, and has duly filed such certificate 
in the County Clerk’s office, shall be entitled to 
practice, 

Mr. SHH RER—Providing that all honorably 
discharged soldiers, sailors, or marines who 
served during the war of the rebellion em- 
ployed in any of the city departments shall, at 
the expiration of their term, be reappointed. 
Heads of departments are not included. 

Mr. FISHER—Amending the tax law by pro- 
viding that individual deposits in savings banks 
in excess of $1,500 in the aggregate in one or 
more savings banks shall be taxed in the same 
manner as other personal property not exempt 
from taxation. 

Mr. FOWLER—Providing that when any re- 
airs are made to voting machines not impair- 
ng their ererenoy or accuracy that such re- 
pairs shall not render a new examination neces- 
sary. Also providing that voting machines must 
be provided with a single straight ticket device 
for each of the political parties so that an 
elector may vote for all candidate of the party 
at once,

Bill Abolishing the Office Reported— 
New Officer for Kings. 


ALBANY, Feb. 6.—The Committee on Cit- 
ies of the Senate this morning reported fa- 
vorably the Elsberg bill repealing the act 


creating special Commissioners of Jurors in 
New York and Kings Counties. 

Assemblyman H. Wilson introduced a bill 
this morning providing that all the duties 
and powers now vested in the Commission- 
er of Jurors of Kings County and of the 
special Commissioner of Jurors of the same 
county shall devolve upon a new Commis- 
sioner of Jurors of such county. The con- 
solidation is to go into effect on April 3, 
1901. The County Judges and _ the Com- 
missioner of Records of Kings County are 
to appoint a Commissioner of Jurors for a 
term of five years, cmmencing May 1, 1901, 
to receive the same salary as the present 
Commissioner.

JOHN MecCULLAGH’S REPORT. 


Superintendent of Elections Asks for 
More Legislation. 


ALBANY, Feb. 6.—The third annual re- 
port of John McCullagh, State Superin- 
tendent of Elections, was to-day transmit- 
ted to the Legislature. After reviewing 
the conditions existing in New York City 


at the late election, he says: 

I strongly recommend the enactment of Senator 
Malby’s bill amending the Penal Code which 
seeks to cure many inherent defects as developed 
by the prosecution of election cases. I also 
recommend that the Legislature incorporate into 
the election law a section now contained in 
the liquor tax law prohibiting the giving away 
or sale of liquors Within a quarter of a mile of a 
place during the hours of election in 
order that I shall have the power to enforce such 
provision. ) 

At present the power to enforce this prov ision 
of law is vested in the local authorities, who 
have never displayed a disposition to enforce it 
except in isolated cases, and as many of the 
places in which liquor is sold are used as a base 
of operations by the promoters of illegal voting, 
I should have the power to supervise them on 
election day, I further recommend that the 
Legislature should carry into effect the mandate 
of the State Constitution by enacting an amend- 
ment to the election law excluding from the 
right of suffrage all persons convicted of bribery 
or any infamous crime.

The bill of Senator Russell, authorizing 
the Supervisors of Rensselaer and Albany 
Counties to acquire rights of corporations 
having control of turnpike roads and col- 
lecting tolls, was passed. It practically 
abolishes toll gates in both counties. 

In the Assembly there was a two-hour 
debate over Mr. Weekes’s common law mar- 
riage bill. The bill provides for a written 
contract of marriage signed by both parties 
stating the place of residence of each of the 
parties and the date and place of marriage, 
and acknowledged in the manner required 
for the acknowledgment of a conveyance of 
real estate.

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STARTLING FAITH OF 
CHRISTIAN SCIENTISTS 


Dr. Bell Testifies that He Asked 
Miss Brush Questions. 


She Said If All the Blood Was Pumped 
Out of Her It Would Not Make 
Any Difference to Her. 


Furbelows and laces, furs and feather 
boas, topped off by ‘ perfect loves of bon- 
nets,’’ gave to Surrogate Fitzgerald's court 
yesterday an unusual air of femininity. 

The taking of testimony in the contest of 
the will of Helen C. Brush, the Christian 
Scientist, who cut off her relatives and left 
her fortune to the First Church, Christ 
Scitntist, was the occasion for the display 
of millinery. 

It was during the testimony of Dr. A. 
Brayton Bell of 42 West Thirty-sixth 
Street, that some of the startling ‘‘ faith’”’ 
was expounded. Dr. Bell, who has been a 
practitioner for thirty-eight years, told of 
a visit to Miss Brush’s home in October, 
1895, when he was sent for by Mrs. Find- 
lay, her sister. So far as he knew the sis- 
ters were harmonious. 

‘Did you ever talk to Miss Brush about 
Christian Science?’’ asked John M. Bowers, 
the lawyer for the contestants. 

‘*Yes,"’ answered Dr. Bell, ‘“‘ about two 
years ago.”’ 

“‘How did you happen to discuss that sub- 
ject?’’ 

“TIT had attended a Christian Science 
church to see what took place. When I 
called I asked Miss Brush if she would an- 
swer a few questions.’’ 

‘‘ Now tell us what was then said.” 

“Tf told Miss Brush that on seveal occa- 
sions I had got a foreign body into my 
eye; that an oculist put in cocaine and dug 
it out without discomfort. Then I asked 
her if, in such a case, she would go to an 
oculist.”’ 

‘“ What did she say?”’ 

“That she would go to a Christian Sci- 
ence healer, who would remove the pain, 
and then the presence of the foreign sub- 
stance would not matter. 

“Then I asked her if she were in a rail- 
way accident and a splinter were forced 
into her what she would do. She said if it 
did not go very deep she would pull it out. 
Otherwise she would consult the healer, 
who would remove the pain and then the 
presence of the splinter would not matter. 

“Then I asked her if a car ran over and 
cut off her leg whether she would call a 
surgeon. She said no. As long as her mind 
was in harmony with the body she could 
not die,’’ 

‘““T asked her if I were to open an artery 
and pump out all of her blood what in her 
opinion would be the effect.

“Tnat she was unbalanced on them—that 
is, that she was irrational.” : 

Dr. Bell said that his experience taught 
him that if all the blood were drawn from 
the body death must follow. He designated 
Miss Brush’s belief as monomania, hallu- 
cination, or delusion. 

‘Have you treated any cases of pneu- 
monia?’’ was asked. 

‘* Many.” 

“Has the patient any chance to recover 
without treatment?’”’ 

Many chances if kept in bed and 
covered up.”’

One was the caSt of a man who 
had been given up by the doctors and the 
other of a woman suffering from typhoid 
fever, who had been cured by Miss Duncan. 

Miss Duncan was recalled to identify four 
checks made payable to W. De Lano and 
signed by Miss Brush. She admitted that 
Miss Brush, at times, gave her signed blank 
checks, and that one of the four was not 
entered on the stub book. She said that 
Miss Brush may have had pneumonia “in 
the material sense.”’ 


MEDICAL MEN AND BELL BILL. 


New York Associations Favor Anti- 
Christian Science Measure 
as Amended. 


The Bell bill aimed particularly at the 
suppression of the Christian Science ‘‘heal- 
ers,” which is now before the Legislature, 
received a new impetus yesterday when Dr. 
E. E. Harris of 33 West Ninety-third Street, 
Chairman of the New York Medical Asso- 
elation, wired Assemblyman Henty at Al- 
bany to approve of the Bell bill as amended, 
as the amendment had been agreed to at a 
meeting Held last Saturday in this city. It 
was made known yesterday morning for 
the first time that a conference had been 
held in West Seventy-ninth Street between 
the Chairman of the Committee on Legisla- 


tion of the New York Medical Society, the 
Chairman of the Committee on Legislation 
of the New York State Medical Association, 
the Chairman of the Committee of the New 
York Medical Association, and Assembly- 
man Bell, the father of the bill. 

The Bell bill originally makes it a misde- 
meanor for any person to recommend or 
advise any person to take any meditine, or 
to take anything, or to undergo any kind 
of regimen or treatment whatever. 

The New York State Medical Association 
vigorously combatted this bill as interfer- 
ing with the individual rights of citizens. 

** While the association is in tavor of any 
bill that throws safeguards around the 
Renottes of medicine,’ said Dr. Harris, in 

iscussing the matter yesterday, “it is un- 
alterably opposed to trades unionism in the 
practice of medicine.’’ The amendment now 
reads: 

The construction of this article is that any 
person shall be regarded as practicing medicine 
within the meaning of this act who shall give 
treatment to any other person by the use of 
any remedy, agent, or method whatsoever, 
whether with or without the use of any medi- 
cine or instruments or other appliances for the 
relief or cure of any wound or fracture, bodily 
injury, or infirmity, physical or mental ase. 


Dr. Harris said thag the word “treat. 
ment” in this definitions presupposes a

Mr. Nagle Says He Is Helping Tam- 
many by Fining the Company.

District Attorney Philbin Has a Black 
List Prepared. 


District Attorney Philbin is hot after the 
professional bondsmen. The present Jaws 
permit bondsmen who own property to give 
surety for prisoners, and immediately 
thereafter to transfer the property to other 
persons. The professional bondsman takes 
advantage of this fact. If an accused per- 
son bailed by him disappears, or if the 
bondsman thinks he will not turn up when 
his case is called in court, he often trans- 
fers his holdings to some third person. 

Mr. Philbin, whose early ,training in the 


law was in real estate practice, is familiar 
with the dishonest methods obtaining in 
the transfer of property. Acting under his 
instructions, Bond Clerk Poole has prepared 
a black list of bondsmen who have given 
worthless surety during the past year, and 
a copy of this list, with a strong letter 
from the District Attorney, has been ad- 
dressed to each City Magistrate. 

In his letter Mr. Philbin suggests that no 
bond be accepted by the Police Magistrates 
within forty-eight hours without investiga- 
tion, unless the bondsman is known to be 
responsible. He states that by calling up 
his office on the telephone information con- 
cerning any doubtful bondsman may be 
secured at once. 

During the year 1900, 172 cases of for- 
feited bonds were sent to the District At- 
torney’s office for action.

Jockey Freeman Sails for France. 

Patrick Freeman, the American jockey 
who last season made a conspicuous suc- 
cess the French turf, riding on the 
Paris tracks, sailed yesterday for France 
to fill an engagement made last Fall to 
ride through the season of 1901 for M. 
Dreyfus. Freeman only went to France 
late in the Summer, after an unsuccessful 
attempt to make a place for himself on 
the New York tracks, his fame before hav- 
ing been confined entirely to the Western 
tracks.

LAW AGAINST THE FIGHT. 


State Authorities Determined to Prevent 
Jeffries and Ruhlin from Meeting. 


CINCINNATI, Feb. 6.—The second day of 
the Jeffries-Ruhlin prizefight in court 
brought no indication as to when the hear- 
ing would be concluded. The State is mak- 
ing « most exhaustive effort to show that 
the two fights scheduled for this city Feb. 
15 are a public nuisance under the provis- 
ions of the Ohio law, and on that ground a 
permanent injunction is asked for. 

The promoters of the fight and their 
counsel are contesting everv move made by 
the State, and, if Judge Hollister refuses to 
grant a restraining order. the Saengerfest 
Athletic Association announces that it will 
proceed to pull off the boxing contest under 
the permit of Mayor Fleischmann, notwith- 
standing the radical action taken by Gov. 
Nash and other State officials since last 
Saturday, and especially to-day, when the 
State Emergency Board authorized him to 
incur any expenses necessary, not exceed- 
ing $50,000, in the use of State militia, if 
necessary to prevent the proposed contest. 

Adjt. Gen. C. B. Adams stated that pos- 
sibly two regiments of State troops will 
be used, in case the step shall become 
necessary to prevent the fight. The Third 
Regiment, with headquarters at Dayton, 
and the Second, with headquarters at 
Lima, will likely be those chosen, as it is 
not the policy of the State to use local 
troops in a disturbance like this.

Framing the Herreshoff Yacht. 

BRISTOL, R. I., Feb. 6.—To all appear- 
ances the framing of the Belmont syndicate 
cup defender will be completed Saturday or 
Monday next. Then the strapping and 
plating will be carried on without the least 
nindrance. To keep up a sufficient amount 
of strength in the hull of the boat the gen- 
eral work of plating is carried out. The 
deck stringers as well as the lower string- 
ers are being set in their places and riveted. 
To-day the job of riveting the last floor

WRESTLING MATCH A DRAW. 


Ernest Roeber and Pons Struggle for 
More Than an Hour Without a Fall. 


A crowd that numbered fully 7,000 peo- 
ple and filled Madison Square Garden from 
the arena seats to the highest gallery 
last night witnessed the wrestling bout be- 
tween the European giant, Paul Pons, the 
Frenchman, and the American champion, 
Ernest Roeber. 

Beginning the contest at 10:25 o'clock, 
the athletes squirmed and struggled for a 
full hour, in fruitless efforts to gain a 


fall, each man putting forward all his 
strength, and ceaselessly tugging, straining, 
and guarding, with never a moment’s let-up 
for breath, until the referee, ‘‘ Charley " 
White, under the agreement, called time 
for a rest of ten minutes, 

The second part of the match lasted but 
twenty minutes and was in every way a 
repetition of the first. In both parts the 
men engaged in bumping and _ shoulder 
jostling, but neither really lost his temper, 
though, for a time, the rou play ex- 
ceeded all rules. Pons wrestled barefooted, 
but even then towered shoulders above his 
opponent. According to the weights de- 
clared, Pons was about 125 pounds the 
heavier man. 

By the terms, the match was at Graeco- 
Roman wrestling, two falls in three to win, 
the competitors agreeing that no hold was 
barred, even the deadly strangle and ham- 
mer lock being permissible. Before the 
bout began, olice Inspector Thompson 
gave warning that it must end at 12 o'clock. 
From the call of time both men were busy. 
Roeber was the aggressor at the beginning, 
but .Pons was eager and willing, and for 
the last four-fifths of the struggle the 
work was evenly divided. More than half 
the time the men were locked, and for a 
quarter of the time were sprawling on the 
mat. 

Once in the entire match there was a good 
chance for a fall, when Roeber had the 
Frenchman on his side. A quick move with 
the body lock Roeber had would have 
placed Pons on his back, but the German 
was slow and the chance went by. For the 
remainder of the two parts of the contest 
matters held even. Pons near the finish 
had Roeber on the mat, on all fours, and 
struggled desperately to twist him back- 
ward. Within half a minute of the time 
limit Roeber broke loose and gained his 
feet, the time permitted expiring with Roe- 
ber evading the effort of Pons to grip him 
again.

These two big runs were the starter of 
a succession of unusually high-class bill- 
iards, and as results proved, it was the 
beginning of Conklin’s victory. The lead 
thus acquired by the Westerner he main- 
tained to the end without a break, although 
a little later McKee made a grand effort 
to lessen the gap, and did succeed in cut- 
ting down forty points between the twen- 
ty-fourth and thirty-fourth innings, and 
got it down to thirteen at the finish. 

Beginning with the nineteenth innine, 
Conklin made five runs in succession in 
double figures, 18, 20, 10, 19, 13. In those 
same innings McKee only made 26 all told, 
that being a section of his poorest billiards. 
Conklin’s average for twelve innings wus 
a fraction over 16, but with a 9 for his 
thirteenth inning in this brilliant exhibition, 
it gave him the grand total of 205 points for 
thirteen innings, with an average of 15 10-13. 
The billiard cracks went wild with enthu- 
silusm, and there was an intensity of inter- 
est among the gallery that bespoke the 
genuine admiration for billiards skillfully 
und accurately played. i 

Such playing could not last forever, and 
Conklin fell into more ordinary play at 
the twenty-fifth inning, while McKee, with 
a 30 in the twenty-sixth inning, began his 
uphill attempt to catch up. By more care- 
ful play than he had shown early in the 
game he picked up forty points, and at no 
time did he have the balls where he could 
nurse them for a comfortable number of 
shots. 

Conklin passed the 300 mark at the thir- 
ty-seventh inning, just missing that figure 
by 1 in the previous inning. McKee, 
end of the thirty-seventh inning had 251, 
to 306 for his opponent, 55 behind. 
lin’s average at that point was 8 10-87, and 
two runs immediately of 22 and 18 contrib- 
uted still more to his substantial lead. Mc- 
Kee did not reach 300 until the forty-sixth 
inning. 

Conklin’s form fell off badly after his 
run of 18 in the thirty-ninth inning, and, 
beginning with the forty-seventh, he gave 
his friends a severe shock by returning 
nothing for four successive innings, McKee, 
on the other hand, showed steady improve- 
ment, and when, with a lead of sixty 
against him, he picked up 457 by a magnifi- 
cent run in the fifty-first inning, the gal- 
lery burst forth into loud demonstrations of 
approval, He was then within five points 
of his rival, and the spectators were keyed 
up to the keenest excitement. With a run 
of 19 in the fifty-third inning, however, 
Conklin took the game.

NEGROES KILLED IN JAIL. 


DADE CITY, Fla., Feb. 6.—Will Wright 
and Sam Williams, negroes, charged with 
being implicated in the killing of Dan Chil- 
ders and the wounding of J. B. McNeily, 
both white, at Rice & Phelps’ Camp on Jan. 
26, were killed in the county jail by a mob 
of fifty or more men at a late hour last 
night. 

The mob first called upon Sheriff* Grif- 
fin and demanded of him the keys to the 
jail. The Sheriff refused and stood firm 
through all the efforts to intimidate him. 
The lynching party then moved toward the 
jail and succeeded in breaking through 
the outer walls, but could not break 
through the steel cells. After exhausting 
every effort to do so they opened fire on 
the two prisoners from the outside, 
through the steel bars. Williams was 
almost instantly killed and Wright was 
fatally wounded and died tew hours 
later, 

The Coroner's jury at the investigation 
to-day returned a verdict that the two 
men had been killed by parties unknown to 
the jury.

SISTERS DIE WITHIN AN HOUR. 
NEW BRUNSWICK, N. J., Feb. 6.—Mrs. 
Andrew Neilson of Sayreville and Mrs. 
Peter Faust of South River, sisters, at- 
tacked with pneumonia on the same day 


two weeks ago, died this morning within 
half an hour of each other. They were the 
daughters of Soren Brunderson of South 
River. 

Mrs. Neilson was twenty-one years old, 
the wife of a well-known boat Captain. 
She lived on Dane Street, Sayreville. Mrs. 
Faust was the wife of Peter Faust, a fore- 
man in the brickyards of E. Whitehead, at 
South River. She was twenty-nine years 
of age. 

Early this morning it was seen that their 
lives were fast ebbing, and even while the 
eyes of Mrs. Neilsen were closing in death 
her sister lay dving in her home, on Jack- 
son Street, South River, hardly more than 
a mile away. 

During their illness neither knew how 
dangerously ill the other was, and each 
would frequently ask why the other did not 
come to see her. Mrs. Neilson ieaves two 
small children. three and four years of age. 
Mrs. Faust leaves three children, two 
daughters of four and seven and a boy of 
eleven. The funerals will take place on 
Saturday and the sisters will be buried to- 
gether.

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OUR MISSIONARIES IN CHINA. 


THE Timms has been reproved by some 
of its most respectable and well-mean- 
ing readers (not that they are not all 
respectable and well meaning) for its 
suggestions, from time to time, that per- 
haps the missionaries in China, even the 


American missionaries in China, were in 
some degree responsible for the tension 
which issued in the deplorable situation 
which we have to recognize. The plain 
fact is that the ministers of the Gospel 
of CHRIsT have been a disturbing factor 
in the Chinese situation. Lord SALISBURY 
has published the opinion of mission- 
aries in general which is entertained by 
Ministers in general. Doubtless he did 
not sufficiently guard himself. Doubt- 
less he did not sufficiently distinguish 
between missionaries and 
Doubtless 
which, like most generalizations, is not 
universally true. But his conclusion, as 
delivered courageously to the Society for 
the Propagation of the Gospel in Foreign 
Parts, was that missionaries in general 
were an international nuisance. 


missionaries.

Now, we have by no means gone so far 
as that. We have only suggested that 
the missionaries in China were showing 
a vindictiveness, in respect to the out- 
rages and the situation which did not 
exactly comport with the Gospel they 
professed to be spreading. Some readers 
thereupon took us to task, as if it were 
a kind of blasphemy to suggest that all 
missionaries were not perfectly unself- 
ish, perfectly tactful, and perfectly wise. 
From this accusation we have not de- 
fended ourselves. But we have been de- 
fended from it by the volunteer efforts of 
Mr. MILLARD, whose letter we printed the 
other day, and whose experience in 
China, as set forth in his magazine arti- 
cles in Scribner’s, makes him a first- 
class witness. What we suppose he may 
have said, if he had gone into detail, is 
that there are in fact missionaries and 
missionaries, that whereas a man whose 
only aspiration is to propagate the Gos- 
pel of Curist and to propagate it, among 
other methods, and chiefly, by living it, 
is sure to make his good intentions 
finally felt, the self-seeking missionary 
is as sure to make his self-seeking felt. 
That has proved to be true all through 
Polynesia, and eminently in Hawaii. It 
has lately been proved to be true in 
China, What the balance may be—that 
is to say, whether Christian missions, 
upon the whole, do more good than harm 
in China, we do not undertake to decide. 
But there is at least €nough doubt left 
upon that question to decide a mission- 
ary society which united even “a trace” 
of the wisdom of the serpent with the 
harmlessness of the dove to devote a 
large share of its efforts, in the way of 
Christianizing the Chinese, to Christian- 
izing the thousands of them who are 
already in this country and under the in- 
fluence of our Christian civilization, 
rather than to devote them all to con- 
verting the Chinese in their own heathen 
environment, who are necessarily pre- 
pared to loathe a Christian, and espe- 
cially a Ohristian missionary, 
sight.”’ 

And now comes the painful case of 
AMENT. The Rev. Mr. AMENT of the 
American Board of Foreign Missions has 
been arrested by French and German 
officers on the painful charge of black- 
mailing Chinese villages.

The military 
“the allies” in China 
is just now complete. The charge has 
terrible plausibility. Apparently the only 
relevant answer the inculpated mission- 
ary could make to the charge is the an- 
cient rejoinder of ‘ You're another,” 
which the other doubtless was. But what 
a predicament for a missionary to’ be 
placed in with reference to avowed loot- 
ers. 


And this is the same evangelist whom 
Mark Twain quotes, on the authority of 
The Sun for Dec. 24, as saying: 


The Rev. Mr. Ament of the American 
Board of Foreign Missions has returned 
form a trip which he made for the purpose 
of collecting indemnities for damages done 
by Boxers. Everywhere he went he com- 
peltea the Chinese to pay. He says that all 

is native Christians are now provided for. 
He had 700 of them under his charge, and 
800 were killed. He has collected 300 taels 
for each of these murders, and has com- 
pelted full payment for all the property be- 
onging to Christians that was destroyed. 
He also assessed fines amounting to thir- 
ton times we Powat of a newaay.

In the course of a conversation Mr. 
AMBENT referred to the attitude of the mis- 
sionaries toward the Chinese. He said: 

‘I deny emphatically that the missiona- 
ries are vindictive, that they generally 
looted, or that they havé done anythin 
since the siege that the circumstances di 
not demand. I criticise the Americans. The 
soft hand of the Americans is not as good 
as the mailed fist of the Germans. If you 
deal with the Chinese with a soft hand they 
will take advantage of it.” 


Upon the whole, it seems safe to say 
that the Rev. Mr. AMENT has missed his 
vocation, and that, for the particular 
function which incumbed upon him, of 
propagating the Christian Gospel in for-

The potentate who has absolute rule 
over the miniature Empire of Morocco, 
under the title of Emir-al-Mumenin, is 
evidently a young man of considerable 
foresight, when viewed in the light of 
comparison with his late predecessor in 
office or with his co-religionist, the Sul- 
tan of Turkey. When in December last 
he paid $5,000 indemnity for the murder 
of an American citizen, it being inexpe- 
dient or impossible to bring the assas- 
sins to justice, we commended his activi- 
ty as setting a valuable precedent which 
could be followed advantageously by 
similar potentates similarly placed. He is 
the first to emulate his own example, 
however, and has just settled a series of 
claims brought against him by the Ger- 
man Government with equally precipi- 
tous haste. Sums ranging from $7,500 to 
$10,000 have been paid as indemnities 
for acts of violence committed against 
native agents in German employ, while 
in the settlement of various other claims 
46,269 duros, or about $36,000, will be 
divided in proper proportions among the 
Moreover, the Governor of 
Casablanca, in whose province the atroci- 
ties were committed, has been ordered 
to cause the immediate arrest of the guil- 
ty persons, the German Consul has the 
privilege of co-operating at the trial, and 
the punishment of the offenders is to 
be determined by the Sultan himself. 

At first thought it would seem that the 
Sultan had acquired the habit of indem- 
nity paying, and that it had developed in 
him to a degree hitherto unknown. But 
when it is added that the settlement of 
the German claims included the agree- 
ment that German commercial agents are

but in vain; the Powers long ago tacitly 

agreed that the hinterland was within 

the French sphere of influence. But 

what happened to the unfortunate Ger- 

man traders did not happen to French- 

men in similar circumstances, and so the 

French troops have had no excuse to in- 

vade Morocco, which they were prepared 

to do, and no basis of claims by which 

French influence might be increased at 

Tangier. 

Recent events at the capital of Morocco 
reveal a very pretty play of diplomacy in 
which France has apparently been com- 
pletely outgeneraled by the Berlin Gov- 
ernmént. The introduction of German 
commercial agents as Moroccan petty of- 
ficials does not simply mean that Ger- 
man interests will in the future be better 
protected. It means that France can 
now find no excuse for attempting the 
destruction of the status quo of Northern 
Africa without being forced into unde- 
It 
also means that the supremacy of the 
Dreibund in the Mediterranean, hitherto 
reposed in the Italian Navy, has been 
vastly augmented through a commercial 
agreement between Germany and Mo- 
rocco. The object lesson in French colo- 
nization offered by Algeria was too near 
not to impress the young Sultan whose 
title is Emir-al-Mumenin, and one may 
be sure that he is satisfied with the new 
vista now opening before him. 
CERTAINLY FALSE, BUT PROBABLY 

FUNNY. 

When Mr. Mark Twain with dauntless 
pocketbook withstood the extortionate 
cabman he climbed to a notable height 
of civic distinction, the loftiest his feet 
had ever trod. He had become a soldier 
in the war of liberation, and an enslaved 
community was grateful to him. He was 
invited to many public dinners and be- 
gan to make speeches with great ra- 
pidity. 

Flattered by the evident curiosity of 
the mob, Mr. Twain presently changed 
his tune from lively to severe, and aston- 
ishéd the town by repeated attempts at 
serious moral discourse—or at least so 
they seemed. Probably they were noth- 
ing of the kind. Probably Mr. Twain’s 
North American Review article on the 
shocking atrocity of our efforts to estab- 
lish a civil government in the Philip- 
pines is nothing of the kind. Our neigh- 
bor The Sun says, ‘‘ Mark is on a spree; 
for the moment he is in a state of morti- 
fying intoxication from an overdraught 
of seriousness, something to which his 
head has not been hardened.” Mr. 
Howe ts, in a study of Twain in the 
same number of The North American Re- 
view, and therefore before he could have 
known what the subject of his kindly ap- 
preciations was about to do, says that 
“what we all should wish to do is to 
keep Mark Twain what he has always 
been, a comic force unique in the power 
of charming us out of our cares and 
troubles’; also that this comic force is 

“united with a potent ethic sense of 
duty, public and private,” which shows 
that Mr. Twain's dissembling has fooled 
even his critic. ‘ 

If Mr. McKINLEY, grave and care- 
burdened man that he is, should send to 
The North American Review a reminis- 
cent article entitled “ Side-Splitting Sto- 
ries from the Ways and Méans Commit- 
tee Room,” and Col. Harvey should print 
it; or if Mr. CLHVELAND, abatihg the na- 
tive seriousness of his mind, should sud- 
denly begin to write comic verse, the 
public might laugh, but it wouid be with 
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counterfeited glee. So when Mark 
Twain, tumbling in among us from the 
clouds of exile and discarding the grin 
of the funny man for the sour visage of 
the austere moralist, forthwith starts in 
to lecture us about the things of state 
that have made all heads ache these two 
years, the result is neither fish nor flesh. 
It may be good red herring, but in such 
disguise that the old audience, which, as 
Mr, HOWELLS says, thought itself liberal 
when it sometimes allowed this humorist 
to be a philosopher, will miss the famil- 
iar flavor. 

Mr. Twain draws a grotesque picture 
of the Philippine transaction, true at no 
point and faithful in no detail, but he 
handles the brush with the air of an 
apostle teaching the Word and puts such 
a note of stern conviction into his casti- 
gations of those in authority that the 
reader off his guard, coming upon sol- 
emn preachments where he had expected 
provocations to inextinguishable laugh- 
ter, would be in imminent danger of be- 
ing deceived. 

It is, in fact, very much as if Mr. 
Twain, catching up a yellow journal art- 
ist’s delineation of a courtroom scene 
during a murder trial, should exhibit it 
to an audience, swearing—on Bibles— 
that it was a Papal Consistory. Those 
who were deceived would be woefully 
deceived, indeed, and those who were 
actively disseminating deceptions would 
laud his picture extravagantly and so 
speed the error further on its way. The 
only cure we can recommend for those 
who have been taken in by Mr. Twain's 
joke is to read with care the original au- 
thorities, the official sources, from which 
he would have it appear that he drew 
the information so amusingly perverted 
in his article. Then will the reader per- 
ceive that Mr. Twain's picture of our re- 
lations to the Filipino insurgents, of their 
part in the military operations before 
Manila, of their nature and disposition, 
and of the beginning of their war with 
us, is a travesty of the truth, a reckless 
travesty we should call it if the pre- 
sumption of comic intent did not exclude 
harsh judgments. It is a pretty heavy 
way to be funny, for a man who reads a 
joke wants to have his laugh the same 
day. Nobody can see the point of Mr. 
Mark Twain’s North,American Review 
joke until with incredible labor he has 
read through two big volumes of Execu- 
tive Documents. Then he begins to see 
that what has been called the swish of 
Mr. Twain’s lash is only the tinkle of the 
bells on his cap. 


A MIXED SITUATION. 


In a recent number the Berlin Kreuz 
Zeitung had the following frank, but 
not very amiable, reference to the eco- 
nomic situation in England, with par- 
ticular regard to the influence of the 
United States upon the immediate future: 


If the anti-European economic attitude of 
the United States continues serious-differ- 
ences will ensue, in which England_like- 
wise perforce will join against the United 
States, which threatens to be a much more 
formidable opponent than Germany. But 
Germany’s economic interests would never- 
theless remain antagonistic to England, and 
Germany in no case would join with Eng- 
land in fighting the United States econom- 
ieally, nor would England expect that, fear- 
ing thereby possibly to strengthen Ger- 
many, her rival, Germany in such a case 
would be tertius gaudens. 


The essential purport of the prediction 
of the Kreuz Zeitung is that if England 
were to engage in a war of tariffs with 
the United States, Germany would be 
happy to do any trade that either should 
think it best to drive away from its own 
markets. Doubtless; but there is not the 
least chance that England will ever do 
anything of the kind. However she may 
regard the policy of the United States, in 
barring American markets by means of 
tariffs, she knows that we are saved 
from the ills that would come to her 
from such a policy by our immensely 
greater internal resources. The greater 
part of the imports into England from 
this country is still made up of food- 
stuffs. England could not tax those 
without raising immediately the cost of 
living for her own operatives and tend- 
ing to lower the cost of living to her 
rivals. She will not be so foolish as that. 
There.is much more danger that Ger- 
many, under the influence of the Agra- 
rian Party, may. commit this blunder. 


MR. CARNEGIE’S “ RETIREMENT.” 


This is not the first time that a public 
intimation has been made that our es- 
teemed fellow-citizen Mr. ANDREW CAR- 
NEGIH had made up his mind to sell out 
and retire. But the suggestion always 
brings a fresh shock. Not by any means 
to the industrial world. The eminent, 
and as an American poet once described 
him, the ‘opulent,” “ star-spangled 
Scotchman,” as a Scottish novelist once 
described him, has so divided his holdings 
and distributed his responsibilities that 
he can take his hand from the helm of 
his great interests without agitating a 
single horny-handed “ puddler,”’ or a sin- 
gle aleatory dabbler, in steel. It is the 
personal aspects of the case that are 
forced upon us by this renewed an- 
nouncement. Nobody who knows what 
his activities have been can hear without 
emotion a suggestion that all his supera- 
bundant energy, his entire “ indicated 
horse power,” is henceforth to be devoted 
to the domestic affections, literature, 
oratory, and philanthropy. 

It is of course, and in the first place, 
that the idea of Mr. CARNEGIE is so abso- 
lutely incompatible with the idea of re- 
tirement. There is no citizen of these 
United States with respect to whom the 
incongruity would be more manifest. Of 
the late Crrus W. FIe_p, who was a 
fairly active-minded citizen in his day, 
the late WILLIAM HENRY HURLBERT, de- 
scribing him as a “ little busy bee,’”’ jus- 
tified the comparison by “a certain per- 
vasiveness of buzz and hum” that the 
two had in common, But Mr. Fisup was 
a dull elf, a mollusk, a limpet clinging 
to a rock, compared with the posterior 
promoter, The notion that Mr. CaARNEGIN 
may be overtaxing his strength is en- 
tirely absurd to those who have watched 
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him in his favorite act of gathering div- 
idends with his right hand without the 
knowledge of the left, which was en- 
gaged in showering libraries o’er a 
smiling land, his left eye reading his 
history in a* responsive Nation’s eyes, 
while his right was riveted upon the 
Committee of Ways and Means, as he 
stood firmly poised upon his right leg 
while his left was wildly gyrating in the 
pursuit of the fleeing goblin of Impe- 
rialism, In this kaleidoscopic attitude 
will the skillful sculptor preseht him to 
posterity. 

And then the notion of a great income 
is likewise incompatible with the notion 
of the man who is known to his fellow- 
citizens sO much more familfarly by his 
enormous, incessant and centrifugal out- 
go, pecuniary, literary, and oratorical. 
In antithesis to the Roman Emperor, he 
exudes pleasure and beneficence from 
every pore. A British cynie has declared 
that philanthropy is the basest passion 
of our nature. But, pursued, as Mr. CAR- 
NEGIE has pursued it, in the keen sun- 
light of publicity, it cannot be denied 
that he seems to get some fun for his 
money. If he has really found himself 
at liberty to drop business and go in for 
beneficence, it will not be his fault if 
every second-class city has not a library, 
with a large paper copy of ‘“ Triumphant 
Democracy” on the most conspicuous 
shelf, and the humblest hamlet at least 
half a dozen old masters. It ought to be 
added that, in of his multitudi- 
nous millions and his multitudinous fads, 
his fellow-citizens in general have a real 
respect liking for and hope 
that if he really can take repose, he will

enjoy his repose as much as he has evi- 
dently enjoyed his activity. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 

——Opportunities to commend the present 
Commissioner of Street Cleaning have not 
been very frequent, and therefore it is with 
the greater joy that we seize the chance 
to @xpress sympathy and satisfaction with 
his rage against the officials of the Uvalde 
Asphalt Paving Company for their very ap- 
parent reluctance to prevent, or even to 
minimize, the cruel exploitation of the poor 
laborers engaged in the work of snow re- 
moval. It came to Mr. NAGLE’s knowledge 
that the payment of these men was con- 
ducted in a manner suggestive, to say the 
least, of a desire to make them willing to 
sell their pay checks at a discount rather 
than to wait and get their money in the 
regular way, and when he called the com- 
pany’s attention to the abuse, its President 
replied that, though he deeply regretted the 
losses of the laborers, his counsel was of 
the opinion that “if the ticket speculators 
are duly licensed by the city,’’ no interfer- 
ence with their operations would be legal. 
This was so obviously an attempt to be- 
fog the issue by extending the rights and 
privileges of speculators in tickets to places 
of amusement to men engaged in a wholly 
different occupation, that it is no wonder 
the Commissioner hammered a table with 
his big fist and announced the intention of 
giving his correspondent, and that corre- 
spondent’s subordinates, a law lesson of a 
sort equally simple and effective. Of course, 
the ticket speculators recognized by the 
city ordinances and licensed to engage in 
one clearly understood traffic are™ifferent 
in every sense from the men who hung 
around the long lines of cold and hungry 
laborers fer the purpose of profiting by 
their necessities. The responsibility of the 
Uvalde Company lies in its failure to make 
its payments so promptly that these specu- 
lators would find their occupation gone and 
their offers scorned. Such promptness is 
far from impracticable, and the contract 
under which the company does its work ex- 
plicitly demands it. There is a strong im- 
pression that the buyers of the pay checks 
are really the sub-contractors, and that 
they are trying, at the expense of their 
laborers, to make up losses due to the 
peculiar nature of this week’s snowfall. 
That, apparently, is Mr. NaGuLr’s theory, 
and—well, he is big enough to carry his 
threats into execution in case of need. 


——lIf, as Senator GrRapDy says, he told the 
members of the Senate Committee on Cities 
how the underground railway is soon to re- 
move eighteen feet of the Pabst Hotel por- 
tico and so necessitate the demolition of it 
all, he really ought to share his knowledge 
with the general public. That the tunnel 
will lead to a diminution of that extent in 
the cellar space of the hotel is, we believe, 
a fact, and its statement would not surprise 
the average citizen, however little familiar 
he might be with the exact nature and con- 
sequences of engineering operations. But 
the rumor that the tunnel will interfere 
with second-story porticos, presented with- 
out details or explanations, is calculated 
to cause a dangerous amount of wonder 
and alarm. Possibly enough the rumor, 
even though it comes from so great a man 
as Senator Grapy, will not be believed, and 
it may even be that a few of his more 
irreverent fellow-citizens will suspect that 
when Senator GRADY says he only wants 
the portico to stand until the tunnel runs 
through it, he does so with the thought 
in mind—and carefully kept there—that if 
it stands till then it will stand forever. 
Permanency, of course, is the object of his 
efforts, and apparently he will hesitate at 
nothing in its attainment. That was made 
evident when he introduced a bill to legalize 
an insolent encroachment on public prop- 
erty~an encroachment utterly without ex- 
cuse, and explained only by the desire of 
some of the Sefiator’s friends to get the 
use of certain extremely valuable real es- 
tate without going through the formality of 
buying it or paying rent. 


-—In the opinion.of The Saturday Re- 
view of London the creed of the United 
States, or at least that of the far-seeing 
section of its politicians, is ‘South Amer- 
ica for the North Americans,” and it de- 
clares that the inhabitants of the Southern 
continent not only fear us as intending to 
appropriate their land, but hate us because 
‘we speak of it and them sometimes con- 
temptuously and always with disrespect, 
“The rawness of American diplomacy,’’ it 
explains, ‘‘ unfortunately intensifies the 
general sentiment that the Anglo-Saxon Is 
calmly insolent as well as grasping. ‘A 
poor thing,’ says the Washington Touch- 
stone, ‘but mine own.’ This was never 
the attitude to win a Latin race.” Whether 
one thinks the substance of this nonsensi- 
cal or melicious, the use of Touchstone’s 
phrase shows at least self-knowledge, and 
is distinctly humorous. It is only by 
ascribing to us a characteristic British 
quality of mind that the critic supports his 
theory of our ambition, and justifies both 
his own apprehensions and those of the 
South Americans. He really seems to fear 
—or hope—that serious trouble will arise 
between ourselves and Venezuela in regard 
to the asphalt deposits, and, assuming off- 
hand that we are in the wrong and Vene- 
zuela in the right, he solemnly discusses 
whether it might not be well for Burope to 
extend sympathy, and even support, to 
President CasTrro. ‘“ British Guiana, no 


less than the independent States of Central 
America,” he deolares, “‘may some day 
have to dread the aggressions of the United 
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States. * * * We are a Central American 
power and we might do worse than con- 
sider what profit might be drawn from an 
attitude of friendly communications in for- 
eign affairs with the Central ~American 
States which are already associated with 
us in such matters by more or less binding 
arrangements. We should find that the 
protecting hand of the United States was 
regarded with more apprehension than 
affection. We might do thereby something 
to redeem our ineptitudes in the Spanijgh- 
American war. * * * The Central Amer- 
ican republics may ere long be asking the 
European ‘aggressor’ to take their part 
against the oppressive attentions of their 
would-be champions. Should such a situa- 
tien arise, it is by no means certain that 
wise statesmanship will dictate a refusal.” 
Poor, dear man! 


——At last the Mayor’s refusal to half- 
mast the City Hall flag in honor of Queen 
ViIcTORIA has received commendation, and, 
to our intense surprige, instead of resenting 
it as an infringement upon his laboriously 
attained isolation, he manifested a sort of 
satisfaction at the knowledge that he is not 
an object of universal reproach. The com- 
mendation of the Mayor’s course came from 
a delegation claiming, and we have no rea- 
son to doubt the accuracy of the claim, to 
represent ‘the United Irish-American So- 
cieties of the City of New York,” and they 
declared that if he had lowered the flag 
‘‘it would have been interpreted in England 
as an indorsement of the Anglo-American 
alliance by the people of this great metrop- 
olis.”’ Having gravely listened to this 
amusing statement, the Mayor as gravely 
said, “‘I am glad to see that Americans 
view my action with favor.””’ Now, why 
did he say that? It must have annoyed his 
visitors, for they had just described them- 
selves carefully, not as ‘‘ Americans,”’ but 
as ‘‘ Trish-Americans,’’ and their presence 
was a sufficient indication that they did 
not regard the two terms as synonymous. 
In The Richmond (Va.) Times we read: 
“The refusal of Mayor VAN Wyck of New 
York to allow the flag over the City Hall 
of that city to be placed at half-mast was 
a disgusting piece of rudeness designed to 
please the Irish vote. And yet the native 
courtesy of the Irish is so well known-as 
to be almost proverbial. The Boer and the 
Frenchman and the Russian at a time like 
this can forget the struggles of the past 
and the antipathies of the present in gra- 
cious and courtly expression of the sorrow 
and sympathy which all the world feels, but 
not the demagogue and vote-seeker of an 
American city. With him all occasions, 
whether of joy or sorrow, are to be enlisted 
to subserve one end and one purpose. The 
fair name of the first city of America has 
received a stain through the action of its 
Chief Executive.’’ How will that do for an 
expression of Americanism? 


NEED OF WATER IN THE BRONX. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I am not a professional beggar, but neces- 
city impels me to write this communica- 
tion. The danger to the property inter- 
ests, aS well as the personal rights, of the 
citizens of the Bronx is appalling. On the 
ridge on which I have lived for forty 
years, on Franklin Avenue, between One 
Hundred and Sixty-ninth and One Hundred 
and Seventieth Streets, there is no water 
even in the basements of our houses. If 
there should be a conflagration, millions of 


dollars would be sacrificed without a 
remedy. 

The pressing emergency of the case is 
such that, on behalf of my fellow-citizens 
of the Bronx, I appeal to some large-heart- 
ed philanthropist, like the Vanderbilts, 
Goulds, or Morgans, to advance to the city 
the amount necessary—estimated by Com- 
missioner Dalton to be about $80,000—to 
give us immediate relief, 

The complex administrative machinery of 
the city is such that the measures now in 
progress will not supply the necessity of 
the case in less than a month, and during 
that period infinite mischief and disaster 
may result to the city. 

In conclusion, the Mayor and Commis- 
sioner of Public Works, in interviews held 
with them, intimate that the wisest course 
to be pursued by the residents of this sec- 
tion of the city is to be present in such 
numbers at the meeting of the Board of 
Aldermen on Tuesday next, Feb. 5, at 1 P. 
M., as to convince our municipal repre- 
sentatives of the terrible predicament in 
which we are now placed by the apathy, 
indifference, and want of action of that 
board. In the meantime, we call upon our 
well-known citizens once again to come 
to the relief of the 250,000 inhabitants of 
the Borough of the Bronx. 8s. S. R.

ADULTERATION OF MILK. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The action of Board of Health Inspectors 
concerning adulteration of milk is of much 
interest to the public. By a combination 
of circumstances seemingly supporting the 
doctrine of predestination I find myself an 
inmate of a Brooklyn boarding house. It 
is well patronized by people engaged in 
commercial or professional business and 
has deservedly a reputation for good man- 
agement in the culinary department and for 
furnishing good and well-prepared edibles 
and potables, with the exception of one ar- 
ticle—good milk. The marked failure in the 
supply of good, pure milk is the gravamen 
of this communication. 

The statement published recently in THE 
NEw YORK TIMES represents the activity of 
the Inspectors in their examination as ceas- 
ing at the Vendor's store or delivery wagon. 
But from my point of view, the gist—the 
essential and most important functions of 
the Inspector are not fully performed until 
he has tested with his lactometer the con- 
tents of the milk pitcher placed before the 
boarder at the breakfast table. Deductions 
made from my experience indicate that if 
milk was of standard quality when deliv- 
ered there at 6 o’clock in the morning some 
rapid process of evolution or manipulation 
has taken place before 7 o’clock, and its 
changed condition is plainly manifested. 

In volume a quart has become a gallon; 
in color what was almost saffron is now 
deep azure; in flavor what was a fluid rich 
and creamy in taste is now hardly to be 
distinguished from Croton or Ridgewood 
water. Query: When a boarding house 
keeper furnishes his patrons with milk 
more or less adulterated, is he any less 
guilty than is the milkman who does the 
same thing? 

If I were a juryman called upon to give a 
verdict in a case against a landlord charged 
with rege te: this offense and the act 
should be clearly proved, I think I should 
have to say “ Guilty.” B.

THE FIRE FORCE AND ALARMS. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

A fireman tells me that there were about 
twenty-eight engines and ten trucks, be- 
sides the fireboats and searchlight engine. 
at the Wicke fire. 

“A great many people seem to think,”’ 
said he, ‘‘ that nearly all our machines were 
up there, but they were not. One paper 
had it that all engines that were not called 
out by the five alarms went up on the 
‘two nines.’ They didn’t. None of the 
engines below Leonard Street were out, al- 
though some of them had a longer terri- 
tory to look after for awhile. Why, we 
had a second alarm from Willis Avenue 
over the Harlem, and three other first 
alarms up to 10:40 that night. 

“Fifteen steamers are due at Bleecker 
and Broadway on a third, but as ten were 
already at the fire, only five went up when 
9-9 came in, besides the truck companies. 
We can’t send every engine to a big fire, 
you know. The rest of the city has to be 
protected. We have some double compa- 
nies, but there ought to be more. One 
of the papers told of a policeman s 
in a second alarm. They can't do that,'as 
they are not provided with keys for the 
inside of the alarm box. The papers don’t 
often have the correct details of a fire, but 
I suppose it is not the reporters’ fault, con- 
sidering the excitement.” J. MeG,

“A POLICY HOLDER’S PROTEST.” 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The article under this head of a policy 
holder seems to emanate from one who 
seems also strongly identified with the life 
insurance business. Although millions are 
interested policy holders who contributed 
to the surplus out of which exorbitant sal- 
aries are paid, it is a known fact that this 
surplus and wealth of the life insurance 
companies is mainly due to the enormous 
lapses, namely, 60 per cent. The State de- 
rived no benefit therefrom, although the 
State laws permitted the companies to en- 
rich themselves at the. in too many in- 
stances, cost of lapses of gulled policy hold- 
ers. In support of the State’s support, lL 
quote as follows from his protest: ‘' These 
results have been obtained very largely 
through the influence of the Insurance De- 
partment of New York.’ Further down he 
says: 

‘A levy of 1_per cent. upon the nominal 
surplus of life insurance companies would 
take from a single company $600,000 this 
year. or about 20 per cent. of the entire 
amount the said company is able to return 
to its policv holders.”’ 

Now, just think, all you insured and law- 
makers. what an amount of money the sur- 
plus must reach! Many will call to mind a 
suit by a policy holder on a matured policy 
for his share of the surplus and got “ nix,” 
or. in other words, the learned Judge ruled 
that he was not entitled to any. Where 
does the surplus go? Who gets it?

fi New Rustic Picture Piece at the 
Manhattan Theatre. 


“ Lovers’ Lane” is Worth Seeing—Yes- 
terday’s Music—Gossip of the Stage. 


“ Lovers’ Lane,” a new play, treating of 
rustic life in a familiar fashion, but not 
without appreciable smartness, and a hint 
or two of novelty in the pictorial details, 
Was produced in fine style at the Manhat- 
tan Theatre last evening and was received 
with manifest approval. Mr. Clyde Fitch 
wrote this piece and it is a much better 
thing than his latest crazy patch at a 
neighboring theatre. It is equally unam- 
bitious and ‘‘ commercial,’’ but it is entitled 
to a fair measure of respect as an effort to 
add reasonably to the publie diversion. 

Caricature, to be much of it is. 
fome of its very best scenes are as surely 
burlesque as the entertainments in which 
Mr. Weber and Mr. Fields lead the fun. 
There is a frolic of school children in a 
village street, followed by a fight, on the 
other hand, which all the verity of a 
transcript from nature. And there is a 
scene of an interrupted wedding in a coun- 
try parsonage, which is dramatic, simply 
yet forcibly so. 

The plot resembles that of the 
late Mr. Hoyt’s most nearly serious play, 
* A Midnight Bell,”’ and is not unlike that 
of Mr. Leo Ditrichstein’s recent farce from 
the German, “ All on Account of Eliza.” 
A group of burlesque harridans, represent- 
ing the moral forces of rural society, ar- 
ray themselves against a liberal-minded but 
theatrical preacher, because he 
countenances the presence of a divorced 
Woman in the church choir, because he 
encourages pauperism by feeding the poor, 
because he reflects discredit upon the 
County Asylum by harboring an obstrep- 
erous orphan it has refused to shelter. 

Moreover, this minister scandalizes them 
by encouraging billiards and card playing, 
by preferring ** Mrs. Jarley’s Wax Works,” 
as an entertainment, to an ‘* Old Folks’ 
Concert,’’ and, after he has for fifteen 
co refused to choose a helpmate from 
nis flock, by openly and fervently making 
love to a pretty girl from a neighboring 
town. 

It will be seen that the theme is old. Nor 
is the dramatist’s mode of expression al- 
Ways novel and ingenious. He indulges in 
such worn irony as is conveyed in the Dea- 
con’s assertion that ‘‘a hell that was good 
enough for our grandfathers is good 
enough for us,’”’ and sinks to the level of 
the ancient jest about the economy of the 
marriage of two persons dwelling under 
the same roof, because it leaves a spare 
room in the house. He relies for humorous 
effect also on the ond farcical employment 
of deafness. 

But there is some new matter, and the 
dialogues between the Minister and his or- 
phaned protégé, for instance, are exceed- 
ngly clever, while the chance offered to 
the scene painter and the electrician in the 
way of rustic pictures and light effects 
have been made the most of by Mr. Brady 
and his aids, 

The pictures of the lane leading up hill 
from the minister's orchard to the church, 
in Autumn and Spring. are beautiful, and 
all the pictorial accessories are in keeping. 

There is not much acting to be done. Mr. 
Hastings carries the easy role of the Min- 
ister, who is always in the right, somewhat 
heavily, but not unsatisfactorily. Miss 
Douglas and Miss Comstock do all that 
could be done with the two purely senti- 
mental réles, and the rustic caricatures are 
treated witheut too gross exaggeration. 
Miss James is capital as the wicked or- 
phan. 

Something of a sensational effect was 
given to the performance by the reappear- 
ance of that rather too-well advertised 
actor, Edward Ratcliffe, in the suggestive 
role of a bad husband. He was cordially 
received by the audience, and he bore his 
part with all possible dignity.

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“LOHENGRIN” AT THE OPERA. 


The bare record of the fact that ‘‘ Lohen- 
grin’’ was sung at the ee ee Opera 
House seems enough in these da the 
professional reviewer of musical perform- 
ances. But those who go to the opera fot 
every night, but only once in a period, must 
also be considered. Therefore let it be re- 
peated here that Wagner’s most melliflu- 
ous, most popular—and perhaps least appre- 
ciated—opera was heard once again at the 
Opera House last night by one of those au- 
diences which are assembled only at per- 
formances of this work. ‘‘ Lohengrin’”’ is 
beloved of the people because of its senti- 
ment and its honeyed measures. but there 
are very few indeed who have penetrated 
the inner poetry of the work. Read Wag- 
ner’s own analysis of the characters of Lo- 
hengrin and Elsa. Read his description of 
Ortrud. the political woman, the woman 
without love. Read Wolfram von Eschen- 
bach’s summary of the story in the last 
lines of his ‘“‘Parzival.” Readthe ‘Schwan- 
Ritter.’’ Then go and hear Wagner's ‘* Lo- 
henegrin.”’ But the chances are that the 
gentle reader will do none of these things, 
and Wagner's “ Lohengrin” will continue 
to be for him a prelude, a prayer, a scene 
of darkness and discord. a wedding feast, 
and a tuneful story of a life. 

The performance last night differed from 
preceding ones of the present season in 
that Mme. Gadski was the Elsa. It is un- 
necessary to make any detailed comment 
on her interpretation. It is not unknown 
to this public as one of much winsomeness 
and gentleness. Musically, it is distin- 
guished by a sympathetic quality of voice 
and much feeling Mr. Jean de Reszke was 
in good voice, a matter which seems to go 
without saying now, and, of course, sang 
the title rdle as only he can. Mme. Schu- 
mann-Heink was again a vigorous and dra- 
matically powerful Ortrud, and Mr. Ber- 
tram was efficient as Telramund. Mr. 
Edouard de Reszke repeated his familiar 
impersonation of the King. Mr. Muhl- 
mann was the Herald. Mr. Damrosch con- 
ducted with authority, and the orchestra 
did its work well. The audience was very 
enthusiastic.

THE SAVOY THEATRE CLOSED. 


Trouble Between Manager Arons and 
Liebler & Co. Was the Cause. 


The Savoy Theatre closed its doors un- 
expectedly last night for the second time 
within a month, and the performance of 
“ Unleavened Bread’’ was not given. The 
last of its closing was on Jan. 
5, when Miss Henrietta Crosman refused to 
give a performance of ‘“‘ Mistress Nell”’ on 
account of some difficulties with Manager 
Arons regarding certain privileges which 
she claimed she was entitled to. 

When the public who had 
seats for last night's performance 
at the theatre they were confronted by a 
painted sign which informed them that 
their money would be refunded upon appli- 
cation at the box office. 

A statement issued by George C. Tyler, 
the active member of the firm of Liebler & 
Co., managers of the play, last night says 
that the sudden closing of the theatre was 
due to financial difficuities which Manager 
Alfred. E, Arons had become involved in, 
and for which they are in no Way respon- 
sible, and absolutely refused to settle, 

It was also stated that Manager Arons’s 
rent for the theatre has been overdue for 
some time, and on Monday last Messrs. 
Sullivan & Farrell, the proprietors of the 
theatre, instructed their attorney, Charies 
Hoffman, to begin dispossess proceedings, 
for which papers were served on Mr. 
Arons yesterday. 

Maurice Meyer, a lawyer of 82 West 
Ninety-seventh Street, who is acting as 
counsel for Manager Aarons, was seen last 
night and talked about the closing of the 
theatre. 

‘“*Mr. Aarons told me of the closing of the 
theatre this afternoon,’’ he said. ‘He said 
that he had heard indirectly that Mr. Tyler, 
who represents the Liebler Company, had 
notified the members of the company that 
they need not report for the evening per- 
formance, as the theatre would be closed. 
He called up Mr. Tyler and learned the 
truth of this report. Mr. Tyler said that he 
would assume responsibility for current 
bills only, and that the bill for musicians 
was past due. Mr. Aarons said that he had 
money and that if this were the only diffi- 
culty it could be settled, but Tyler told him 
that it was too late. 

‘When the Savéy was first opened Mr. 
Aarons had borrowed $2,000 from the Lieb- 
ler Company. In return for this they were 
to have access to the box office receipts. 
The production was a failure, and after ex- 
penses were paid, there was little left in the 
box office, so that very little of the debt 
was paid. Sullivan & Farrell, lessees of the 
house, have served dispossess papers on 
Mr. Aarons. The rent was due Feb. 1, but 
the time when disposses papers can be 
served does not come till next Friday. 
When the original agreement was entered 
into, $3,500 was deposited with the land- 
lords as security. Il regard that as a pro- 
vision for just such a case as this. I will 
file an answer in this case, and it will be 
fought out in court. Mr. Aarons has already 
received word from several people who 
have heard that the theatre has been 
closed, and it will be opened again a week 
from Monday. I do not know what com- 
pany will appear, but I know that it will 
be reopened,”’

BROOKLYN’S WATER SUPPLY. 


Driven Wells and Purchases from Pri- 
vate Concerns Suggested 
for Relief. 

There was but little change yesterday in 
the water supply situation in Brooklyn. 
The effect of the shutting down of the big 
East New York Avenue main on Tuesday 
and the lowering of the pressure in other 
mains continued to be felt in nearly all 
parts of the borough. In a number of dis- 
tricts no water was to be obtained from the 
pipes in buildings above the second floors. 
Im other sections what water flowed from 
the faucets was muddy and had to be 
boiled and strained to make it fit for use. 
The Flatbush and East New York sections 
experienced no shortage for the reason that 
these districts are supplied for the most 
part by local plants. 

As a means of overcoming existing condi- 
tions Chief Engineer Van Buren of the 
Brooklyn Department of Water Supply yes- 
terday suggested to Deputy Commissioner 
Moffett that an appropriation be asked for 
immediately for the purpose of putting 
down driven wells. An additional supply 
of about 7,000,000 gellons a day could thus 
be_ secured, he said. 

Chief Engineer Van Buren also recom- 
mended that the city purchase 25,000,000 
gallons a day from any person or company 
having that amount of water for sale until 
existing conditions changed for the better. 
Because of the shutting down of the East 
New York Avenue main, he said, the sup- 
ply of the Dyker Heights section had been 
almost entirely cut off. He suggested as a 
relief for the residents there that 5,000,000 
gallons be purchased daily from the Blythe- 
bourne Water Company for thirty days. 

Deputy Commissicner Moffett referred 
these suggestions to Commissioner Dalton. 


LITTLE WATER IN THE BRONX, 


Hospitals as Well as Homes Are Great 
Sufferers. 


The water supply in the Borough of the 
Bronx is going from bad to worse, and yes- 
terday it was impossible to draw a drop of 
water from the faucets of dwellings above 
the ground floor, and so little there thut it 
took several minutes to fill a pail. In some 


houses none was to be obtained at all, and 
people went about borrowing water by the 
pailful. 

Public institutions and hospitals are great 
sufferers from the famine. Fordham Hos- 
pital has been short of water for a week 
or more, it being necessary .o pump every 
drop needed. There seems to be no hope 
for prompt relief, and citizens are begin- 
ning to speculate where the matter will 
end, as it is rumored that the supply is very 
low 

President Haffen of the Borough of the 
Bronx admitted last night the seriousness 
of the situation, and said that it was only 
at times that he could draw water from the 
faucets of his own home above the first 
floor. He said that he had talked with 
Commissioner Dalton, who informed him 
that the supply was not equal to the de- 
mand, and that this, coupled with the fact 
that there had been no rain for some days, 
made matters much worse than ever before. 

When asked tf he could suggest even a 
temporary remedy, President Haffen said 
that the only thing he could suggest was 
to tap the Croton aqueduct near Washing- 
ton Bridge. The proposed pumping station 
at Bedford Park wiil not help the lower 
portion of the Bronx.

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NAVAL ARCH FOR 
BATTERY PARK 


Mayor Van Wyck and City Officials 
Approve the Site. 


The Naval Academy Alumni Assured 
that the Work Will Be Completed, 


Says Mr. Benjamin. 


The approval of the city officials was 
given yesterday to Battery Park as the site 
for a naval arch to commemorate the deed# 
of valor by the United States sailors. Mayor 
Van Wyck gave his approval of the site 
selected by a committee of the Naval Acad- 
emy Alumni Association, and he said that 
$1,000,000 should be raised for such a pur- 
pose. The authority of the Park Depart- 
ment Was next asked yesterday afternoon 
by a committee consisting of Admiral Er- 
ben, Park Benjamin, Lewis F, Nixon, and 


Thomas E. Woods. President Clausen said 
he was in hearty accord with thé plans. 
Park Benjamin made a strong appeal to 
Mayor Van Wyck to have the naval arch 
placed at some point where the seamen of 


the world coming into New York Harbor 
could view the work, The arch, according 
to the present plan, will be built on the site 
of the musie stand in Battery Park, and 
looking through it sightseers will be able 
to see the warships anchor off Tompkins- 
ville, through the Narrows to the ocean. 

According to the naval men who have 
taken hold of the plan, the money will be 
raised either by popular’ subscriptions, 
from the City of New York, from the State 
of New York, or from the United States 
Government. It was stated yesterday by 
Park Benjamin, Acting President of the 
Naval Academy Alumni Association, that 
that organization would not have taken 
hold of the work without having received 
promises from certain wealthy men that 
the work would be completed. 

In his argument before Mayor Van Wyck 
yesterday, Mr. Benjamin gave the follow- 
ng reasons for the adoption of the Battery 
site: 


The arch has the appearance of and practically 
becomes a ‘‘ water gate’’ at the place of en- 
trance, not only to the city from the sea, but to 
the whole country, because at its greatest sea- 
port, Thus located, it is suggestive of the guardi- 
anship of the navy. 

It is also suggestive of the fact that the citi- 
zens of the United States in honoring their navy 
place this symbol near the ocean, the element on 
which its navy’s work is done. 

The prospect, the shipping, the people who 
congregate around the Battery, all are suggest- 
ive of the sea. The arch is in harmony with its 
surroundings. 

Viewed from the land side, one looks seaward 
through it. It frames a picture of incoming and 
outgoing ships, and the imagination carries the 
distance beyond the horizon of the bay outward 
to the ocean itself. 

It will be at the junction of two great water 
ways, and will be seen not only by all sailors. 
but by the millions who travel by the Sound 
boats and the excursion vessels, 

It will be placed at a point where it can be 
seen not only by the citizens of the Borough of 
Manhattan, but by the citizens of Greater New 
York. It will be near to Brooklyn, near to 
Staten Island, and more easy of access to the 
citizens of those localities than if it were placed 
on the water side somewhere up the Hudson 
River, or in one of the crowded streets of Man- 
hattan. 

It will not be dwarfed by the buildings adja- 
cent to Battery Park, no matter how high they 
are or may be. Its proposed location, namely, at 
or about the point where the band stand is now 
situated, is sufficiently far from these buildings 
to prevent any such interference. If viewed 
from the bay, it is projected against a mass of 
buildings in the rear of it, which, through a 
greater part of the day lie in shadow. If of 
white stone, it will clearly detach itself from 
them. Furthermore, the design of the arch it- 
self, embellished as it is with many figures, 
either in the form of statues or in high relief, 
imparts to it an interest which at once sepa- 
rates it from the walls and trees which form its 
background, and rivets attention upon it. 

Forming, as it will, the water gate to the 
great City of New York, the arch will mark the 
place for the reception by tHe city authorities 
of any distinguished visitors landing on our 
shores. 

Its proposed site is 
to the water edge to 
proach being hereafter 
thought desirable.

It is also so near to the ex- 
isting landing now being constructed by thé 
Department of Docks at Pier 1, that it will be 
ertirely possible to lay out a broad road leading 
from that landing directly to the arch. If the 
Ericsson statue were moved to a point beside 
that road, and in time other statues added, the 
path would be easily and appropriately accented. 

When seen from the water the arch, located 
in Battery Park, falls naturally into the fore- 
ground, and for this reason it gains greater 
prominence, and its individuality may easily be 
further augmented by the judicious planting of 
evergreens of dark follage, such as yews, &c., 
around it. As an instance of such treatment, 
the facade of the Columbia College. Library may 
be noted, 

With the arch placed as proposed in Battery 
Park. there is no such limit Imposed upon its 
size and proportions as would necessarily follow 
if it were located in an avenue or street, where 
the conditions of constant traffic would have 
to be taken into consideration, 

Mr. Benjamin said yesterdav to a NEw 
York TIMES reporter: 

‘The question of building the Naval Arch 
has now become a business pronosition. If 
the people who subscribed to pervetuate the 
Dewev Arch desire to resubscribe for a na- 
val arch, their subscriptions will be re- 
ceived. There will be no canvassing for 
subscriptions, and we will not bother any 
one. Preference will be given the artists 
who worked on the Dewev Arch, and the 
arch will be a counterpart of the Dewey 
Arch. except that the colonnade will not be 
constructed unless a large amount of money 
is raised. Now that the site has been fixed, 
the members of the committee will turn 
their attention to the question of cost.”

ELIPHALET N. POTTER DEAD. 


Was the Brother of Bishop Potter of 
This City—Death Occurred in 
the City of Mexico. 

CITY OF MEXICO, Feb. 6.—The Rev. 
Dr. Eliphalet Nott Potter, brother of 
Bishop Henry C. Potter of New York, died 
of heart disease at 6:45 o'clock this even- 

ing at the Hotel Jardin in this city. 


Dr. Potter was the youngest son of Bish- 
op Alonzo Potter and was born in Sche- 
nectady Sept. 20, 1836. He was graduated 
at Union in 1861 and at Berkeley Divinity 
School in 1862. He took orders as an Epis- 
copaliah clergyman, and was rector of the 
Church of the Nativity in South Bethlehem, 
Penn., from 1862 to 1889. From 1866 to 
1871 he was Secretary and Professor of 
Ethics at Lehigh University, and from 1869 
till 1871 he was associate rector of St. 
Paul's, Troy. 

At Bethlehem Dr. Potter was instrumen- 
tal in building three churches, and in Troy 
two chapels. In 1871 he was elected Presi- 
dent of Union College, and he was chosen 
to the same office when the college be- 
came a university, in 1873. In 1872 he was 
elected Trustee. Resigning from the Presi- 
dency in 1884, he was chosen Bishop of Ne- 
braska, but declined, and accepted instead 
a prior call to become President of Hobart 
College. where he remained until 1897. 
Later he became President of the Cosmo- 
politan University, designed to give univer- 
sity instruction by means of correspond- 
ence courses.

Was the Inventor of the Isochronal 
Movement for Watches and 
Other Things. 

Samuel Carpenter, an old resident of 
Flushing, died on Tuesday at the residence 
of his son-in-law, John Hepburn, 103 Main 
Street. He was born at Middleton Chaney, 
Northamptonshire, England, eighty-five 
years ago. He emigrated to this country 
in 1840, and was engaged in the jewelry 
business in Flushing for a number of years. 
In 1854 Mr. Carpenter invented and pat- 
ented an automatic lathe for turning tooth- 
brush handles and other similar articles. 
Mr, Carpenter also invented what is known 
as the isochronal movements for watches,

eter, a device which lessened the power 
necessary to run a watch at least one-half. 
A short time ago Mr. Carpenter devised 
a net, with springs, to catch people who 
jump from burning buildings, which was 
subsequently adopted for regular use in 

the Manhattan Fire Department.

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PANIC IN BROADWAY 
CABLE CAR EXPLOSIO 


Twenty Persons Hurt by the Burst- 
ing of a Heater at Spring Street. 


Flames Quickly Follow and Many Nar- 
rowly Escape Them—Explosion the 
First of Its Kind on Record.

cape, others were badly cut by glass while 
trying to climb out of the windows, and 
several were crushed in the rush to get 
out of the burning car. 

The cause of the explosion is a mystery 
which the mechanical experts of the street 
railway company are trying to solve. The 
fact that it is the first case of an explo- 
sion of street car heating apparatus on 
record lends additional interest to the ac- 
cident. 

The car was in charge of Conductor 
Richard Brown and Motorman James Tag- 
gart. Before it left the Fiftieth Street 
barns yesterday morning, the heating ap- 
paratus was inspected, and everything was 
in good shape. When Spring Street was 
reached there was a loud explosion. The 
steam pipes under the right side of the 
car burst and deranged the fire box. The 
oil box on the axle was upset by the force 
of the explosion, and the oil poured over 
the firebox. In a second the car was in 
flames, and a wild scramble for safety fol- 
lowed. 

Conductor Brown shouted to the passen- 
gers to climb out of the windows. Motor- 
man Taggart stopped the car in front of 
525 Broadway, and Policeman Benklar 
came to the assistance of the passengers. 
He helped several women to climb out of 
the windows of the flaming car. 

An effort was made to put out the 
A bucket brigade was formed and 
of water from a neighboring store 
brought, but the fire had’ made too much 
headway, and an alarm was turned in. En- 
gine 20 and Hook and Ladder No. 9% 
reached the scene a few minutes after and 
quickly extinguished the flames. The ac» 
cident caused a delay of about thirty min- 
utes in traffic along the Broadway line. 
and cars were stalled between Fourth and 
Canal Streets. 

The heating appartus in the cable cars 
of the Metropolitan Street Railway Com- 
pany was furnished by the Gold Street Car 
Heating Company, and is used extensively 
in all the large cities of this country. It 
consists of a firebox under the right front 
end of the car and a system of hot water 
and steam pipes, running under the seats. 
The apparatus is provided with a safety 
valve, and when the pressure of the steam 
becomes too great this valve is supposed to 
relieve it. The heaters, the Metropolitan 
eople say, are inspected sevéral times a 
ay. They have been in use for seven 
years. Speaking of the explosion yester- 
day, Secretary Harry S. Macdona of the 
street railway company said: 

‘It is one of those mysterious explosions 
the cause of which is impossible to tell ex- 
cept by a careful investigation. Our me- 
chanical engineers are now investigating. 
One thing is certain, the Pintsch gas ap- 
paratus, which is intact, did not have any- 
thing to do with it. The gas tank is on 
the other side of the car and is not con- 
nected in any way with the heating ap- 
paratus. We never had any trouble betore 
with the heating app iratus.”’ 

The car is valued at about $2,000, and is 
fully insured. It was so badly damaged 
that it would not grip the cable and had to 
be pushed to the barns by another car. 

Policeman Benklar wanted to call an am- 
bulance to attend to the injured people, but 
they all preferred to go home. Among the 
injured passengers was Mrs. Robert Barnes, 
wife of Capt. Barnes of the American Line 
of steamers. Mrs. Barnes was removed to 
her home, 1,695 Broadway, prostrated from 
shock. I. C. Townsend of Newtown, Penn., 
another passenger, is stopping at the Con- 
tinental Hotel. In describing the explosion 
he said: 

‘“*T was standing with my hand on the 
grating which covers the smokestack to 
the firebox at the front end of the car, and 
it is a wonder that I was not seriously in- 
jured. The explosion was a powerful one 
and the car was quickly filled with smoke 
and flames. My hair was singed and my 
clothing burned.” e 

So great was the force of the explosion 
at the rear end of the car that A. W. Baird 
and W. G. Baird of 79 Walker Street, who 
were standing on the platform, were hurled 
to the street.

Man Giving the Name of James Savoy 
is Arrested in Long Island City. 
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Two men walked into the furniture store 
of Richard Schwartz, on Borden Avenue, in 
Long Island City, yesterday afternoon and 
bought furniture to the value of $11. They 
directed that it be sent to ‘*‘ James Savoy, 
Jamaica Plank Road, Jamaica.” In pay- 
ment they tendered a check for $29. This 
was drawn upon the German Exchange 
Bank of Manhattan to the order of James 
Savoy, and was signed A. L. Schute. The 
furniture dealer did not have the change

There the check was questioned, and the 
officials telephoned to the German Ex- 
change Bank. They had such an account, 
but described the signature of Mr. Schute 
as being almost always written in very 
small letters.

While he was 
doing this the Queens County_ Bank noti- 
fied the police, and Detective Graham was 
sent out On the case. He saw the men 
emerge from the furniture store and fol- 
low them.

FIGHTING TAXES IN GREENWICH 


New Yorkers May Appeal to the Supe- 
rior Court. 


Special to The New York Times. 


GREENWICH, Conn., Feb. 6.—The town 
Board of Relief is in a quandary at pres- 
ent owing to the pressure being brought 
to bear upon them by the New York resi- 
dents, who have clubbed together, engaged 
counsel, and are determined, if possible 
to get the board to undo the work of the 
Assessors who raised their assessments. 
Sixty-five New Yorkers have signed a pe- 
tition and sent it in to the Board of Relief 
asking for an abatement of the ‘ excessive 
taxation,”’ and it is intimated that if the 
assessments are not reduced, an appeal will 
be made to the Superior Court and Ap- 
praisers appointed. 

The board says that it will visit the 
property in question}; and the small tax- 
payers say that they are paying more 
taxes than formerly, and do not see why 
the millionaires should not do so also. 
The board, it is understood, is two to one 
in favor of not abating anything. 


READING COMPANY DIVIDENDS. 


Directors Declare Two Per Cent. on 
$28,000,000 First Preferred Stock. 


PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 6.—The Board of 
Directors of the Reading Company, which 
company controls the Philadelphia and 
Reading Railroad Company and the Phila- 
delphia and Reading Coal and Iron Com- 
pany, to-day declared a semi-annual divi- 
dend of 2 per cent. upon the $28,000,000 of 
first preferred stock. The last semi-annual 
dividend of 1% per cent. declared six 
months ago, was the first dividend de- 
clared by the company in several years.

The Reading companies, 
it was further announced, have no floating 
indebtedness.

MARKET MOVEMENT. 


After a day of enormous dealings in 
the stock market—the transfer of more 
than 1,800,000 shares being recorded by 
the tape—prices closed with net gains, in 
some cases substantial, appearing quite 
generally throughout the list. The char- 
acter of the trading differed little from 
that of recently preceding days, the mar- 
ket receiving its chief support and stim- 
ulus from leading banking interests, 
speculative buying following so soon as 
it was disclosed that there was a contin- 
uance of this substantial support. To 
contribute to the improved tone the mar- 
ket had, in addition to lately influencing 
factors, a new development in the form 
of an increased dividend on Reading first 
preferred stock. In recent days Wall 
Street has been treated to many such 
agreeable surprises, but this latest in- 
crease was none the less pleasant. Mr. 
Morgan’s hand shows in the matter, and 
the Street takes it that the increase is 
striking evidence of the faith of this as- 
tute financier in the future of the coal 
roads. The advance lends encouragement 
to the view that Erie first preferred stock 
will, as semi-officially promised, short- 
ly be placed on a dividend basis. 

The continuing ease showing in money, 
the better sentiment abroad, and the 
buying on a liberal scale for foreign ac- 
count; the substantial increases in earn- 
ings reported by railways—these, too, 
were not without effect in the market.

READING’S LARGER DIVIDEND. 


Wall Street was agreeably surprised yes- 
terday afternoon when announcement was 
made from Philadelphia that the Directors 
of Reading had declared a semi-annual 
dividend of 2 per cent. on the company's 
first preferred stock, an increase in the 
rate from 3 per cent. to 4 per cent. For 
some time this increase was in some quar- 
ters reported as probable, but no official 
statement on the subject could be obtained 
—in fact, officially, the talk of an in- 
crease was rather discouraged. 

Following the announcement came a 
statement that, as a result of this increase, 
the first preferred stock of Erie is to be 
placed in the dividend ranks next monih 
by the declaration of a semi-annual divi- 
dend of 2 per cent.—this, in fact, being 
said to have been promised as a result of 
the Pennsylvania Coal Company transfer. 

As a result of the increase and the gen- 
eral bullish talk, the coal stocks in the 
afternoon came prominently to the front 
as market leaders, the Readings and the 
Eries—in the latter of which there was 
heavy buying by London—showing aggres- 
sive strength. When the dividend an- 
nouncement was made, Reading first was 
selling at 74%. Little more than a halt 
hour later, at the market's close, the price 
recorded was 77, the rise being accom- 
panied by very heavy buying. At the same 
time, the common advanced from to 
3414, and the second preferred from 43% to 
43%. Erie first preferred was almost as 
strong, selling up from a low figure of 
64% to 68, while the common rose from 
287, to 30%. 

While the only statement given out by the 
Directors is contained in the above, the 
declaration of a semi-annual dividend of 
2 per cent. places the Reading Company 
in a different position. According to the 
terms of the general mortgage the stock of 
the company is controlled by a voting trust, 
but in the event of a dividend of 4 per cent. 
per annum being declared for two consecus- 
tive years, the stock-voting privilege re- 
verts to the stockholders. Im addition, the 
company has the right to exchange the sec- 
ond preferred stock for first preferred and 
common stock. 

All the other stocks in the group rose in 
sympathy, Ontario and Western gaining 
1, Lackawanna %, and Delaware and Hude 
son 14. 

IRON AND STEEL SITUATION. 

Discussing the iron and steel trade situe- 
ation The Iron Age will to-day say: 

The iron and steel market, as a whole, is quiet, 
as it is apt to be at this time of the year. Aside 
from one sale of 6,000 tons of Southern foundry 
iron to a pipe interest, reported from Chicago, 
little appears to have been done, and buyers 
generally are purchasing from hand to mouth, 
In Bessemer pig a steel plant in Western Penn- 
sylvania has purchased 10,000 tons, and the 
market is steady. In Eastern Pennsylvania 
there were sales of basic pig to the extent of 
8,000 to 10,000 tons. 

Contrary to current reports the meeting of the 
Rail and Billet Associations has been called for 
this week. The rail trade has been rather quiet. 
Spot steel continues to command a small pre- 
mium, the heavy producers being behind on dee 
liveries. A consolidation or community of inter- 
ests among the large companies would be par- 
ticularly powerful in this woranch, and would 
probably continue in an mphasized manner the 
policy of the billet ~ vol, with its tendency to 
force outsiders to crect their own open hearth 
steel plants.

ICE GORGES IN 
BOTH THE RIVERS 


Jagged Blocks Clog the Slips and 
Delay Navigation.

The Steamship Albers Still Ashore Off 
Fort Hamilton—North and East 
River Ferryboats Hindered. 


People said yesterday, and seemingly with 
partial if not with whole truth, that seldom 
previously had Manhattan Island found it- 
self surrounded by such a girth of ice as 
that which showed itself in the North and 
East Rivers at sunrise. From the west side 
docks to the coast of New Jersey and from 
the eastern water front to the Long Island 
shore the surfaces of the two rivers were 
entirely covered with jagged ice blocks, 
driven this way and that by the rough 
winds and delaying every craft, from ferry- 
boat to ocean liner, that ventured in 
among them. 

Dislodged from their places far up the 
Hudson by the gale of Tuesday night, thou- 
sands of these ice cakes were forced down 
toward the As they came near here, 
hiving been reinforced by additional blocks 
they journeyed southward, they were 

met by the incoming tide. For a while they 
tossed about, beaten by wind and current 
and tide the same time, but when the 
extra Waters began to return seaward they 
brought with them as far as the city pier 
‘ine what seemed to be an avalanche from 
the North Pole. At daybreak the whole 
North River was white. Only at rare inter- 
vals was there a sight of the dark green 
water, for the layer of ice blocks was many 
feet in thickness, and the surface of the 
white mass was so continuous that it looked 
as though one might walk across the river 
upon it. 

When the commuters from New Jersey 
slarted to come to their business in the 
city there was weeping and wailing. Ferry- 
boats that were in the habit of running on 
five-minute schedules lengthened those 
schedules by half. Those which usually 
crossed the river every half hour now made 
the trip once an hour, or even less fre- 
quently, 

People who came to town from Long Isl- 
and would have had just as much trouble 
us those from New Jersey but for the 
Brooklyn Bridge. The East River ferries 
were also delayed while the tide carried the 
ice past the city, but thousands of the pas- 
#engers, 48 soon as they saw what was the 
trouble, traveled to the Bridge and came 
j2cross by that way. So it happened that 
/the trains there were crowded as they have 
;mot been for years, and each one, as it 
_— out from the other side, left stand- 
ang on the platforms closely packed groups 
of men and women who were left behind in 
the general scrimmage. The trolley cars, 
too, were filled to overflowing, and those 
who tried to board them in the sections of 
Brooklyn near to the Bridge had no easy 
task, for they were already crowded to 
the limit before coming that far. 

Even when the tide had gone out, bear- 

g the greater part of its icy cargo to the 

ower Bay, the ferry slips and docks all 
alo both rivers were left entirely clogged 
up. very boat that landed had to be forced 
in, either with the aid of tugs or by means 
ef ropes pulled from the shore. Late yes- 
terday afternoon it was stated by officials 
of different ferry companies that the pad- 

lewheels of their boats had been much 
amaged by the ice, and that all of the 
boats would probably have to be refitted 
— ee buckets. 

eagoing vessels that came into port had 
@ hard time of it. The Mallory liner Lam- 
pasas left Quarantine at 7 o'clock in the 
morning for her pier on the Hast River, 
reaching there only after an hour of diffi- 
cult sailing. during which she was in tow 
of several tugs. Under ordinary conditions 
it only requires two tugs to warp her into 
her berth. but the ice was so thick in the 
slip this time that eight were used, and then 
the entrance was no easy matter. 

en the steamer Athos tried to get into 
the pier of the United Fruit Company, on 
the North River, near the Battery, she 
found that more than an hour anda half 
was needed for the undertaking. The Hol- 
land-America liner Staatendam had _ to 
have seven tugboats to take her into her 
dock. off Hoboken, and a bark. caught in 
the ice floe on Robbins Reef, was forced 
to call for assistance to a passing steamer, 
the two tugs which had her in tow being 
unable to get her out of the trap. 

Wrecking boats were still wrestling with 
the Lamport & Holt liner Olbers Ts the 
afternoon. She went aground off Fort Ham- 
ilton on Tuesday, and the ice that floated 
up and enveloped her sides has thus far 
made the floating of her big hulk almost an 
impossibility. They expect to get her off 
to-day. When the steamshin Pontiac 
reached her Brooklyn dock at 10:30 o’clock 
in the morning she looked like an iceberg, 
so completely were her sides incrusted’ 
After nearlv an hour she succeeded in mak- 
ing an entrance into her vier. Word was 
received here that the Homer Ramsdell, 
after leaving here on Monday. only got as 
far as Cold Spring, where she eas stuck 
fast in the ice gorge.

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Tug in Collision With Steamship. 

While working her way down stream 
from Forty-second Street yesterday morn- 
ing the tug Valiant, owned by the Dalzell 
Towing Company, broke her wheel in the 
ice floe of the East River, and came into 
collision with the steamship Mercator. The 
Valiant was helpless and the impact of 
the steamer carried away the aliant’s 
ilethouse. She was taken back to the 
‘orty-second Street dry dock for repairs, 
which will amount to about $1,000. No-one 
was injured in the collision.

KENNEDY JURY SELECTED 


Record Broken for Celerity in a 
Homicide Case. 


Only Fifty-eight Talesmen Examined by 
the Attorneys—Justice Furs- 
man Comments. 


In record-breaking time the twelve men 
who will pass upon the guilt or innocence 
of Dr. Samuel J. Kennedy, on trial in the 
Criminal Branch of the Supreme Court, for 
the second time, charged with the murder 
of ‘' Dolly ’’ Reynolds, was selected yester- 
day from the panel drawn by Special Jury 
Commissioner Gray. Mrs. Marion 8. Ken- 
nedy, the prisoner's wife, sat beside her 
husband. After five hours’ actual session 
in two days the jury was selected to hear 
the evidence. 

Justice Fursman commented upon the re- 
markable celerity with which the jury was 
drawn, while in the trial of Roland B. Moli- 
neux five weeks were consumed at great 
expense to the county in getting an ac- 
ceptable jury, and credited this extraordi- 
nary showing to the working of the special 
jury law, which was.reported for repeal in 
the Assembly yesterday. 

When the twelfth seat was filled in the 
box, Mr. McIntyre conferred hastily with 
Cantwell & Moore, Kennedy’s counsel, and 
then said to the Presiding Justice: 

‘Your Honor, I have never before seen 
such an aggregation of superior intellect as 
has been sent to this court by the Special 
Commissioner of Jurors to try this impor- 
tant homicide case. The jury has been ob- 
tained in phenomenal time. Having expect- 
ed no such rapidity in filling the jury box, 
the prosecution must admit that they are 
net ready to proceed at this moment, as 
the many and important exhibits in this 
ease are locked up in safe deposit vaults 
and cannot be gotten at to-day, I there- 
fore ask that the case stand adjourned un- 
til to-morrow.” 

Justice Fursman granted the motion upon 
the concurrence of the defendant's counsel, 
and said: 

‘“‘In this case, which has attracted ‘wide- 
spread interest, it is unexampled that out 
of fifty-eight talesmen examined, seven of 
whom were excused by the Court and thir- 
ty-eight peremptorily challenged by b" 
sides, this jury should have been sélected 
in such a short time. This record should be 
convineing to all persons either here or in 
Albany that the special jury law is a good, 
time and money saving law.” . 

Talesmen were questioned only as to 
whether they had formed any opinion of 
the case, or whether they knew personally 
any of the lawyers on either side or any 
persons mentioned, or who will be men- 
tioned, in the trial. One of the jurors knew 
Capt. Price socially, but said this fact 
would not influence his verdict.

Two tales- 
ollowing were challenged by the de- 
fense, as they had sat on juries in homi- 
cide cases before. The nimth juror accept- 
ed was Joseph C, Hatie, a real estate deal- 
er, of 30 Broadway., John F. Makley, in- 
surance manager, of 149 Broadway, filled 
the tenth seat,

LEGAL NOTES. 


MARKETABLE TITLE TO REAL ESTATE.— 
Isaac V. Brokaw, after having contracted 
to purchase real estate tn this city from 
Mrs. Ellen Duffy, refused to accept the 
title on the ground that he had been in- 
formed that Bernard McKenna, Mrs. Duf- 
fy’s brother, from whom she had bought 
the property, was insane. He found a lis 
pendens filed in a proceeding to have Mc- 
Kenna adjudged a lunatic. That proceed- 
ing resulted in a finding by a Sheriff's jury 
that McKenna was a lunatic and of un- 
sound mind. The finding, however, was set 
aside by the Court, with leave to apply to 
a new commission, on the ground that the 


evidence of certain physictans had not been 
allowed to have its full and proper effect 
with the jury. After a new commission 
had been refused, on the ground that the 
alleged lunatic was not within the jurisdic- 
tion of the Court, the lis pendens was can- 
celed. 

In an action by Mr. Brokaw to recover 
back $500 he had paid at the time of the 
execution of the contract, Justice Book- 
gtaver gave judgment, in Supreme Court, 
Special Term, for the defendant, holding 
that when the lis pendens was canceled, it 
ceased to be statutory notice to purchasers, 
and the couttesney that a new commission 
might be appli for at a future time, 
was of no importance, there being no evi- 
dence by - cKenna was insane at the 
time he deeded this property to Mrs. Duffy, 
nor sufficient to create a reasonable doubt

LIQUIDATED DAMAGES.—The Peekskill 
State Camp and Mohegan Railroad Compa- 
ny presented an application in December, 
1896, to the Board of Trustees of the Vil- 
lage of Peekskill, for a franchise to con- 
struct a surface railroad in the streets of 
the village. The contract subsequently en- 
tered into contained a provision that the 
company would’ construct a road within a 
year from the date of the acceptance of 
the franchise, and that upon its failure to 
do so, the $10,000 required to be deposited 
with the village as a guaranty of good 


faith should ‘‘be and become absolutely 
the property of the village of Peekskill for 
its uses and purposes as liquidated dam- 
ages for said failure, and not by way of 
penalty. The company, which did not es- 
tablish the road, brought sult against the 
village to have the contract rescinded and 
to recover back the $10,000. The Supreme 
Court, in Westchester County, gave judg- 
ment in favor of the village, and that de- 
cision, which was affirmed by the Second 
Appellate Division in October, 1897, was re- 
cently unanimously upheld by the Court of 
Appeals. It was decided that where the 
damages, as here, were in their nature un- 
certain and incapable of exact ascertain- 
ment, and might be dependent upon extrin- 
sic considerations and circumstances, and 
the amount stipulated was not out of all 
proportion to the probable loss, the amount 
would be treated as liquidated damages.
